Whiter 
than white 

The SMMT (Society of Motor 
Manufacturers and Traders) have 
identified that white was the most 
popular colour for new cars in 2014 
(for the second year running). 

White is now the colour of choice for 
UK car buyers Of the 2,476,435 new cars 
registered in 2014, 22.2% were white - 
representing the highest proportion of 
white cars registered in any year since 
records began in 1996. 

The colour's record-breaking popularity 
follows a strong upturn in the uptake of 
white cars, over the past decade. In 2010, 
white cars accounted for just under 10% of 
new car registrations, making it the sixth 
most popular car colour, with black and 
silver cars the best-selling. In 2005, less than 
1% of the UK's new car buyers chose white. 

In 2014, black cars took second place 
followed by grey, taking 19% and 14% of 
the market respectively. Silver - the second 
most popular colour in 2010 with almost a 
quarter of registrations - has now slipped to 
sixth place, accounting for 13% of the total 
new car market.

Jaguar and Bremont have announced 
the launch of two new watches themed 
on the iconic Jaguar E-type sports car. 

The new watches are designed to 
complement the Lightweight E-type 
continuation cars that are currently being 
built by Jaguar Heritage. 

The new watches feature design inspired 
by the Jaguar E-type sports car, which at 
its 1961 launch was not only the fastest 
production car in the world but - according 
to Enzo Ferrari - the most beautiful.

of Design Ian Callum and the creative team 
at Bremont selected the E-type dashboard 
as inspiration for the look of the new Mk I 
and Mk II watches. 

The MKI responds to the call for a 
more accessible version of the original 
'Lightweight' limited edition watch by 
reproducing many of its design features, 
but eschews the white gold and aluminium 
of the Lightweight's case for a slimmer 
version finished in polished stainless steel. 
A date window at the six o'clock position 
on the rev counter inspired dial is similar 
to that of the Lightweight, featuring an 
off-set small 'seconds' indicator and a 
distinctive 'red line' quadrant between 
three and four o'clock. Behind the dial and 
domed crystal of the 43mm MKI watch lies 
a new movement with date functionality 
based on Bremont's meticulously finished 
self-winding proprietary BWC/Ol.The 
sapphire crystal case back reveals a striking 
automatic winding weight in the form of an 
exquisite miniaturisation of a three-spoke 
E-type steering wheel, complete with the 
iconic Jaguar 'Growler' face in its centre. 

The MKII watch celebrates the golden 
era of 1960s sports car motoring, its black 
dial carrying the Jaguar Heritage logo 
above the six o'clock position and its hour 
markings presented in the style of the 
numerals found on E-type instruments. 

The classic chronograph layout features 
two sub-dials at the three o'clock and nine 
o'clock positions achieved through the 
use of the beautifully decorated BE-50AE 
automatic movement which has been 
specially customised by Bremont to a 
unique specification, a subtle 'red line' on 
the 60-minute counter paying homage to 


the E-type's rev counter 
The 43mm, stainless steel case fitted with 
a domed crystal to enhance the vintage 
appearance of the watch is made entirely 
in the UK by Bremont using its renowned, 
three-part 'Trip-Tick' technology which 
ensures hardness seven times greater than 
that of a normal steel watch. 

Visible through a sapphire crystal case 
back, the mechanism again pays tribute 
to the E-type with an automatic 'steering 
wheel' winding weight in the same style as 
that of the MKI.

Missing a Gear... 


Your columnist chatting with Jeremy Clarkson during a Top Gear photo-shoot a while ago. 


I t was a big surprise, to me at any 
rate, when Jeremy Clarkson made 
an enforced exit from Top Gear after 
having a barny with a producer. 

And, it seems, co-presenters James 
May and Richard Hammond won't be 
seen again on the programme either, 
as strangely enough their contracts 
expired at around the same time - which 
someone commented was rather a bad 
move by the BBC in connection with 
one of their most lucrative shows. 

Now I must confess that Tm not a regular 
Top Gear viewer, as it often seems to be 
a light entertainment programme aimed 
more at 12-year-old boys (and my 94-year- 
old mother, who loves it) than at 'serious' 
motoring enthusiasts. However, for the first 
time in many months I did stay around to see 
what turned out to be the very last edition 
to feature the 'Three Boys'. This was because 
an F-TYPE R and Eagle E-type's low-drag 
coupe were due to make an appearance. 

This high Jaguar content was not 
too unexpected as Jeremy Clarkson is, 
underneath it all, a great Jaguar supporter 
even though he does sometimes make 
barbed comments on the marque. And 
in that last programme I had to agree 


with some of his criticisms of the F-TYPE, 
specifically its dreadful low-speed ride 
qualities (especially on poor surfaces) and 
the exhaust noise. If you owned an F-TYPE 
and lived at the end of a long, bumpy lane, 

I would advise an early sign-up to Denplan. 
As for the exhaust, particularly irritating is 
the automated 'blip' on start up; this tends 
to make it seem to passers-by that you want 
to attract attention to yourself and the car. 


and it is unhelpful when you wish to depart 
discreetly late at night from, say, a friend's 
house. In these days of 'electronics rule', 
it would surely be quite simple to allow 
the driver to disable this function at will. 

But we have to remember that the F-TYPE 
is all about making a statement - which is 
that Jaguar is once more making a true sports 
car, and if granny wouldn't like it much, then 
that's the point. It's all about connecting 
with the younger generation in the hope 
they will eventually go on to buy XEs or 
whatever. It will be interesting, though, to 
see if in the future that harsh ride will be 
tamed, perhaps with a 'touring' option for 
old softies, and/or whether the exhaust will 
be modified for more discreet departures. 

Perhaps neither of these changes will 
happen, in which context it is interesting to 
note that the market where the new 6-speed 
ZF manual-shift option for the V6 F-TYPE 
(which I have for so long advocated) is in the 
greatest demand is the United States. There, 
in the land of pillow-soft suspension and 
auto everything, for many enthusiasts a true 
Jaguar sports car must still have a stick shift. 

Great. I totally agree with them. Modern 
automatic transmissions are amazing and 
often fairly intuitive in terms of selecting the 
right ratio for the conditions, but there is just 
nothing like being able to change your own 
gears. It brings a certain tactile satisfaction in 
operating gear-stick and clutch and, to me, 
anyway, there's a greater feeling of being 
in control. However good the automatic 
'brain' is, it's no substitute for the human 
variety. I would opt for an auto version (of 
almost any car) only if I knew I was going 
to be doing a lot of tedious city driving. 

Meanwhile, I am sure that Jeremy 
Clarkson - whom I've known since he 
was a cub reporter on, I think, Car& 

Car Conversions over 30 years ago - will 
find gainful employment in other areas. 

He is first and foremost an entertainer, 
but he's been a friend of Jaguar too.

mile muncher. Publically, Jaguar has left its 
options open on an XK replacement and 
rumours from the regular car magazines 
point towards an F-TYPE 2+2 or a grand 
tourer based on saloon underpinnings 
but priced well above £100,000 in today's 
money. Since Jaguar only has these two 
chassis options, the rumours are probably 
just that, rumours based on logical guesses. 
Amid the flurry of bread and butter saloons 
being designed and produced for day 
to day motoring, let's hope we lovers of 
Jaguar GTs aren't forgotten for too long. 

Jaguar reliability has improved 
immeasurably in the past twenty five 
years and is now amongst the best in any 
of the JD Power annual surveys. What is 
highly apparent today is the difference in 
the type of issue which is likely to require 
a recall or a manufacturer update. Once 
it was leaking seals, failing bearings 
and the like. Today it's very different 
where such mechanical issues occupy a 
minority of service bulletins to dealers. 

A current example is an issue afflicting 
2012 to 2015 XKs. On cars of this period, 
the parking lights have minds of their own. 
At least that's how it might seem to their 
owners. Leave these cars parked at night 
with side lights lit and after five minutes 
or so, the car will decide you have made a 
mistake and turns them off for you. Actually, 
it's the software designers who have made 
the mistake and, if it hasn't already. Jaguar 
will soon be writing to ask owners to take 
their cars in for a suitable software revision. 
Like so many software issues, it's an example 
of the law of unintended consequences. 

LED lamps have been sold to the motoring 
public on the strength of their durability and 
convenience and no new premium model is 
without them. However, when inoperative, 
they are a lot more expensive to replace than 


It appears that good early XKs are now moving up in price. Get yours while there is still chance. 


A lthough I can't claim 
to have carried out a 
statistically verified survey, 
casual observations of 
XK and XKS secondhand prices 
suggests that both models are 
showing signs of bucking the usual 
depreciation curves associated 
with large-engined Jaguars. 

Rather like the very best examples of the 
XJS, the best XK8s (low mileage and in tip top 
condition) have begun to appreciate from 
their nadir. Similarly, with the aluminium XK 
out of production, youthful 5.0 litre models 
are not displaying levels of depreciation 
typical of earlier XKs. The latter observation 
is odd and surprising in view of the fact that 
some unregistered examples still remain 
in dealers' showrooms. Perhaps buyers 
are reluctant to pay the windscreen sticker 
prices and the double road fund licence 
(£1000) for new registrations even after 
prices have been discounted. In which 
case. Jaguar dealers may need to reduce 
prices a touch more to make room for all 
the incoming new models like the XE and 


XF? It'sjusta shamethatoneofthe new 
models isn't a replacement for the XK. 

There is quite a gap in the model range 
now that Jaguar's GT has departed. Good 
and fun though the F-TYPE may be, there's 
always been room for a brisk continental 
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A low tech problem 


an incandescent bulb. One or two failed LEDs 
in a lamp cluster are annoying but worse 
can happen at MoT time. Most lamps will 
fail the MoT test if more than 50% of their 
light sources (LEDs) are not illuminated. 
Exceptions are headlamps where there is no 
allowance for failed LEDs in the guidance 
notes issued to testers. Compare the cost 
of a headlamp with that of a halogen bulb 
before rushing to specify the latest optional 
LED headlamps on your next new car. In 
the meanwhile, owners of later XKs should 
keep their eyes peeled for failed LEDs in 
lamp clusters and remember the 50% rule. 


Another early car find 


Following earlier articles about Jaguar 
development cars for the XK model 
range, David Ireland reports that he 
too has a development car but for one 
of the XK8's model year variations. 

"Research into the history of my XKS 
Convertible was prompted by a recent XKS 
Forum feature which asked if any members 
owned a Jaguar development car. 

Available detailed information is taken 
from the "Direct Dealer Warranty-Vehicle 
Details" sheet, together with registration 
details and a VIN decode kindly supplied 
by Allan Jones the XKS Forum Registrar. 
The Vehicle Details sheet states:- 
Registration Number: VX53 GKP. 


Continuing with mechanical 
issues, Doug Warren has 
written to advise owners of 
a low tech problem he has 
experienced on his XKS. 

"As many owners of the 
Jaguar XKS/R will be aware, it's 
recommended that the gearbox 
oil and filter are changed 
periodically. Many may have 
already had this undertaken. 

Those that are considering it, be 
aware of a potentially expensive 
problem. Having taken my own 
2005 XKS into a franchise dealer 
for this to be undertaken in 
November 2013, 1 was horrified 
in January 2015 to see oil from 
the gearbox dripping on the 
garage floor. Having only 
covered 3S00 miles since having 
the gearbox oil change, I was 
expecting this to be sorted at no 
expense to me. Unfortunately, 
the cause of the leak was a 
rubber sleeve that houses the 
electrical cabling to the gearbox 
above the sump pan. This item 
is not specified by Jaguar for 
replacement when an oil change 
is undertaken. As a consequence, 

I had to have a further oil 
change and new sump fitted 
at a cost to me of £500. All this could have been prevented had this 
item - which costs no more than £12 - been replaced". 


The guilty sleeve that Doug Warren 
refers to is highlighted here.

I 
am told it was used to test and prove 
the fitment of the 2004/5 parts 
as a pre-production "prototype" 
but, at first sight, the dates for this 
scenario do not appear to add up. 
My information is that Jaguar tool 
up the new model year cars during 
he summer shutdown in the previous 
gust, and then start building to stock 
Jealers for later launch.

in production. This means the car was built 
as a 2004 model year car and was used by 
Jaguar Engineering to test and prove the 
2004 Model Year upgrades post assembly, 
presumably for quality control purposes. 

The year letter in the VIN is "5" for 2005 
which confuses me further. The car was built 
on 28th October and registered in November 
2003 so it was most likely built as a 2004.5 
model year car. Whatever the precise events 
and purposes surrounding this car, there 
is no doubt it was taken 'off production' 
and used in Jaguar's product development 
and/or quality management process. It was 
the Ford takeover which marked massive 
change, at Jaguar, to a modern, professional, 
quality driven manufacturing process from 
the traditional Jaguar method of expecting 
customers to develop the cars via warranty 
claims. We all owe the mighty Ford Motor 
Company some gratitude for that."

pologies for the length of 
this introduction but it is 
really necessary in view of 
what happened. In June we 
took a holiday in the form of a river 
cruise on the Danube from Budapest 
via Austria and Germany to Prague. 

I took the current edition of Classic 


Cars magazine with me and featured 
was a 1966 Jaguar 3.8 S-type for sale 
with the Epping Motor Company. 
Richard Gunn carried out a thorough 
road test on this Opalescent Dark 
Green car and stated that in many 
ways the S-type is a better car than 
its Mark 2 sibling, with its all round 


independent suspension. The 
photographs of the car, its engine, 
interior and the faultless way it drove 
and performed set me thinking 
that I would consider this car as a 
replacement for my very original 
1965 Daimler 2.5 V8 saloon which 
I have owned since 1998. 1 emailed 
the seller with a view to getting an 
early appointment to examine the 
S-type and was disappointed when 
the reply came back to say the car was 
sold and already with its new owner. 

On my return from holiday I looked 
for other S-types for sale in the Club 
magazine and on line and found a possible 
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candidate with Robert Hughes Autonnobiles 
in Weybridge, Surrey. This was a 1964 
example well known to the Club as it 
had been displayed on the Club stand at 
the NEC, so I asked Nigel Thorley about 
the car and my intention to possibly part 
exchange my Daimler. As always Nigel's 
advice is very helpful and his first comment 
was "You need to drive the S-type as it 
would be different to your Daimler". How 
sound his advice turned out to be! So I 
arranged to test drive the S-type with 
Robert Hughes the following week. 

The initial examination of the car 
indicated that the interior was in excellent 
condition, the wood having been restored 
and re-lacquered and the red seats in 
almost mint condition. The engine bay was 
in excellent form too so I am thinking this 
is a car in similar condition to my Daimler 
- a good start for a possible swap. The 
exterior of the S-type was black, unmarked 
and sitting on chrome wire wheels. The 
car looked the part. It was time for the 
test drive and Robert Hughes drove the 
car in a sporty way through each gear 
and with overdrive engaged we were 
soon bowling down the A3 at 70 mph. 

I began to notice the difference between 
this very sporty S-type and my quiet sedate 
Daimler with its lazy 3-speed Borg Warner 
automatic box. My turn to drive now and 
with a certain amount of trepidation I sat in 
the driver's seat and immediately noticed 
the leaping cat on the end of the bonnet 


- different I thought. Into first gear and 
gently lifted the clutch and the car moved 
backwards - not a good start! Overcoming 
a possible weakness in the detent spring I 
eventually found first and moved off and on 
to the busy A3 for the return journey. Robert 
was very patient and told me to use the revs 
in each gear and drive the car. Nigel's words 
were ringing in my ears "You need to drive 
the car as it will be different to your Daimler". 
How right he was! This 3.8 S-type needed to 
be driven hard, something I had not been 
used to since my boy racer days of the 1960s 
in Ford Anglias and Cortinas, and I was not 
convinced that I wanted to enter this phase 
again at 72 years of age. I liked the car in 
many ways especially the way it looked 
and the interior, and I had not dismissed 
it altogether as a possible purchase. Was 
the S-type worth another £6000 I would 
pay by part exchanging my Daimler so 
this was my serious consideration? 

Now to the bit that will really interest 
XK enthusiasts. Robert Hughes was also 
advertising a 2006 4.2 litre XK convertible 
in Frost blue with Ivory leather and 30,000 
miles on the clock with a main dealer 
service history. I had previously checked 
out this car and had a print out of its history 
with every warranty claim and service 
carried out since new, including some 
corrective paintwork. The car was now in 
mint condition so could I drive it please? 

"You bet" said Robert and off we went 
with me in the driving seat this time. 


I felt immediately at home with a similar 
driving layout to my everyday Jaguar, an 
XF, but a lot more power and a wonderful 
exhaust burbling away in the background. 
No hard decision this time but do I buy 
the S-type as well as the XK? "Sleep on it 
said Robert", which is exactly what I did. 

After NO sleep I decided to keep my 
Daimler with its somewhat gentler driving 
style and have some fun with the XK. 

Tony Mills, the Service Manager at H A Fox 
in Nottingham (my local Jaguar dealer) 
with whom I have built up an excellent 
relationship with since buying four new 
Jaguars since 2004, had the XK on the 
ramp, drove it and gave it a clean bill of 
health. Needless to say I bought the car. 

Fox's will be servicing the XK for 
me in the future but in the meantime 
my wife and I have been enjoying 
some top down motoring. 

The experience of buying a car from 
Robert Hughes was outstanding and his 
knowledge of everything Jaguar impressive. 
He has some lovely Jaguars, older and 
modern for sale currently including 
that S-type which I almost bought. 

Regarding the XK, what a wonderful 
car and what a great Club to be part 
of. We certainly enjoyed our first Club 
outing last year on the XK Forum run 
into Lincolnshire. Great camaraderie, 
good weather, excellent roads and food 
- what more could an XK owner want?

I have been meaning to write 
about my XJ6 for some time, but 
things always seem to intrude. 
Anyway, here are a few lines on 
my experience with the aluminium 
saloons, in my case, an XJ6 Sport 
3.0 litre V6 petrol model. 

In 2007, 1 had bought a Rover 75 Club SE, 
a 2001 2.5 litre V6 automatic with low miles, 
for not very much money at all, and this 
proved to be an excellent car, taking me and 
the family all over Europe. However, in 2010, 
the mileage was up to 85,000, and, more 
importantly, I was approaching retirement. 

I have always been a Jaguar enthusiast, 
and kept my Jaguar Enthusiasts' Club 
membership going even though I hadn't 
owned a Jaguar since 2003. Apart from 
this, I have always admired the aluminium 
technology behind the X-350 cars, and the 
style was a continuation of my previous 
Jaguar, a 1980 Series 3 4.2 litre. At this 
point I have to say, though, that that car 


was very badly made. I believe 1980 was 
the absolute nadir for quality at Jaguar. 

I owned the car for fourteen years, and 
spent most of those years putting right 
what Jaguar had failed to do correctly in 
the first place! However, in 2010, with good 
reports of Jaguar quality under the Ford 
regime, I decided I had an opportunity 
to once again own a Jaguar. I had the 
money, and the inclination, so I thought 
why not? I think we come to 'Windows 
of opportunity' in life from time to time, 
and I took this one up because one never 
knows what the future holds, and the 
opportunity might never occur again. 


Finding the right XJ 


So it was that I searched the internet, and 
found my Jaguar in a small dealer in Longton, 
Stoke-on-Trent. This dealer dealt in up- 
market cars, (there was a Ferrari in there 
when I came to look at the Jaguar), and the 


price seemed reasonable; £10,000 with the 
car on 30,000 miles with one owner. The 
service records looked reasonably good, 
and the car really was immaculate, although 
more of that later. So on 28^^ April 2010, 1 
drove away in the car, having test driven 
it the week before and paid a deposit. 

Just a few words about the car. It is a 
2003 XJ6 Sport with the 3.0 litre V6 petrol 
engine, the car finished in Jaguar Racing 
Green with Ivory leather seats. Charcoal 
trim and grey stained birds eye maple 
veneer. I have to say that as a traditional 
Jaguar man, this trim took some getting 
used to, but now I consider it to be one 
of the best trim colour combinations in 
the X-350 range. Keeping the leather 
clean is a struggle, but one I am happy to 
undertake, so the car remains as smart as 
when I took possession in 2010, five years 
ago. Anyway, back to the owner story. . .. 

Driving the car away from the dealership, 
and just over a mile away, a small panic 
occurred in that having little petrol in the 
tank, I pulled into a garage to fill up, only 
to fail to see how I released the fuel filler 
cover! A quick phone call to the dealer 
sorted that one out. Getting the car home 
I studied it once again and all seemed well, 
but a few days later when washing the 
car, I discovered the dreaded aluminium 
lurgy on the front edge of the boot lid and 
nearby below the rear screen seal. I had 
read about this in the Jaguar Enthusiast 
magazine, but it only mentioned it in 
relation to the D post, about 2/3'"^ of the 
way up, due to a weld being present there. 

(I hadn't read the later article covering this 
in much more detail). So I had looked there 
and seen nothing, so thought all was well. 

My first inclination was to rush back to the 
dealer and complain, but as we all know, this 
corrosion occurs overtime and would have 
been there when I inspected and tested 
the car, but failed to see it. Frankly, I didn't 
see how I could complain about it having 
just bought the car "As seen and tested". 
Anyway, apart from that, I didn't want a quick 
dealer blow-over job, I wanted the full cure. 
So I went to the Jaguar main agent Royles 
in Wilmsiow, Cheshire, to ask about it. They 
immediately gave me the address of a BMW 
local agent who had a bodyshop certified 
to carry out Jaguar aluminium body repairs 
and painting. So I took the car there and it 
was successfully repaired, and those repairs 
have lasted, there having been no return of 
the corrosion there. Royles contacted Jaguar 
to see if they would contribute to the cost, 
but they refused as the car had been out 
of the dealership network for so long. So I 
had to take the repair cost on the chin, over 
£1 000 with the VAT. To do the job the rear 
screen had to come out to fix the corrosion 
below the screen seal, as it had started where 
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the seal sits on the screen aperture. So not a 
good introduction to the Jaguar aluminium 
technology. Needless to say, I have had the 
dreaded Jurgy' appear subsequently in a 
few other places, but have repaired it myself 
as the value of the car is now a lot less. 


A harsh ride 


When I first test drove the car I mentioned 
to the dealer that the ride seemed much 
harsher than my Rover 75, but the car was 
in such ace condition, I bought it anyway. 
However, a few weeks of driving around on 
the 20" Sepang alloy wheels showed the 
ride really was verging on the unacceptable, 
in fact I was thinking of getting rid of it, 
and after only a few weeks of ownership! 

Why people want these dreadful large 
diameter wheels and very low profile 
tyres is beyond me. Where is the famous 
Jaguar boulevard ride? Gone, apparently! 

However, I was at Royles one day, buying 
a new disk for the sat nav, when the dealer 
rang my mobile phone and asked me if I 
wanted to swap the wheels for some 18" 
ones. I immediately said yes, provided they 
were in good condition, so the next day I 
was back at the dealer. Apparently another 
X-350 had come in, a diesel version, with 
18" wheels. On inspection, the tyres and 
wheels were in as good a condition as my 
Sepangs, so a swap was done there and then. 
It transformed the car. Changing the wheels 
was not totally cost free, as a change of 
wheel diameter can affect the speedometer 
and mileometer. Royles advised me that I 
should have the wheel size re-programmed, 
and this was done at a total cost of £38.78. 


2010 running 
experiences 


During the spring and summer of 2010, 1 
was a pretty happy bunny. The car drove 
beautifully, and I put on quite a lot of miles. 
My parents then lived near Christchurch 
in the south of England, but had asked 
me to find them a small bungalow near 
us in Crewe. But before they moved up to 
Sandbach, my father went into hospital 
for a throat operation and was in there 
for many weeks. The upshot was that 
we had to make several trips there as my 
mother was on her own and in her nineties 
so needed some help. Fortunately their 
neighbours were able to help as well. 

On these lengthy trips down to the south 
the car proved an ideal cruiser on motorways 
and fast dual carriageways. Driving at speed 
on the A34 south towards Southampton, I 
really couldn't believe I was now the proud 
second owner of a car that had cost the first 
owner well over £40,000! Fuel consumption 
was panning-out well too. On long trips 
I would get over 30mpg, but overall use 
including local domestic duties meant the 
average usually settled at around 24mpg. 

I don't think this is bad at all. Others claim 
better, but much depends on what the 
car is used for, in our case it does get used 
quite a lot around town for shopping. 

So after an idyllic summer with the car, 
October came and I decided to have a service 
carried out as the service history showed 
it was overdue. Mileage at that point was 


37,800 miles and the car seven years old. I 
had expected it all to be routine, after all, 
the mileage was very low. No, however, as 
Royles reported slight movement in the 
lower wishbone bushes and the lower air 
spring bushes. When I queried this, bearing 
in mind the low mileage, they said it was 
just advisory and the car would probably 
pass an MOT. So I decided that I would 
carry on until an MOT failure occurred. 

However, only a couple of days later, and 
the weather a lot colder, I began to get 
"Air Suspension Fault" displayed on the 
dashboard screen, so back to Royles it went 
for examination. Royles checked the fault 
codes and advised a new air compressor 
was needed, so on that went, with my 
wallet nearly £400 lighter. The service had 
cost me nearly £390 only days before! 

The new compressor cured the fault, 
and the fault has never returned in the 
five years I have owned the car. I do have 
a suspicion that the early compressors 
were not satisfactory and the suppliers, 
Wabco, had made some improvements. 


A committed 2011 


Winter 201 0/1 1 passed without incident, 
the car going very well until in April 2011, 
the bonnet latch cable failed. It had been 
very stiff to open since I had owned the 
car, and I had tried to lubricate the latches 
and the cable itself, but it was quite badly 
rusted, so this had to be replaced. A local 
'one-man band' garage who do servicing 
on my other cars did the job, and also made 
sure the cable was well-lubricated before 
installation. I have had no trouble since. 

Summer 2011 and all sorts of odd 
things started to happen with the car. I 
got "Restricted Performance" messages 
appearing and the car would not change 
gear properly, there being some alarming 
thumps when changing from 2 ^^ to 3'"^ 
followed by the fault message. On one trip 
to Rugby, we actually returned to Crewe 
without using the M6 in case the car broke 
down. Royles had the car in again, checked 


the fault codes, and reprogrammed the 
transmission control module, (TCM). All was 
well again for not much money but a month 
later whilst the original fault had gone, I 
was now getting the infamous 'hunting' 
syndrome, so back it went to Royles who 
again reprogrammed the TCM and also said 
that my front tyres were on the limits. Being 
in a hurry, (as the following week we were off 
to Scotland with my parents), and with Royles 
offering me two of the original type Pirellis 
for £217 each, I agreed for these to be fitted. 

So once again, my wallet was considerably 
lighter, but autumn 2011 now came, and the 
next service was due, with the mileage now 
at 49,000 miles, so it was out with the wallet 
yet again. At this point I did wonder whether 
the expenditure would ever slow down, and 
slow down it did not! The central locking had 
been playing up for months, so I asked for 
this to be checked, and also complained that 
the 'hunting' had returned to the gearbox. So 
a new driver door latch, (made in Germany, 
by the way) had to be fitted, the TCM 
reprogrammed yet again, and then the final 
wallet thumping, a set of new rear pads and 
discs were needed. I queried why the rears 
seemed not to have lasted very long, and 
was told that limited-slip differentials were 
no longer used. Instead the car electronics 
are able to apply the brake on a slipping 
wheel, hence the car uses the rear brakes 
as well as the driver. One lives and learns. 

As I paid yet another very large bill, (nearly 
£1000), I thought to myself that this is a 
car for very rich, patient, and phlegmatic 
people. The only problem was that I had 
the patience, but not the riches. The service 
and maintenance costs seemed to be 
awesomely large for a car on such a low 
mileage. I should mention here that the 
Rover 75 had not had to have any costly 
work carried out apart from the usual cam 
belts change, and my car prior to the Rover, 
a Mazda Xedos 9, hardly had a spanner laid 
on it in 100,000 miles. So my thoughts as 
Christmas 2011 approached were "Can I really 
afford to keep this car for much longer?" 

Well, yes, of course I could. I was a Jaguar 
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enthusiast and we are all made of The 
Right Stuff! However, 201 1 wasn't yet quite 
finished and I decided to make sure the 
suspension was up to scratch to avoid a 
potential MOT failure. This time, being aware 
of the eye-watering prices Jaguar charge for 
suspension components, I decided to try 
one of the Jaguar independents. So I took 
the car to XJK Jaguar in Newcastle-under- 
Lyme, Staffordshire for an inspection of the 
suspension. Nigel Thorley, our esteemed 
magazine editor takes his X-350 there and 
he lives near Doncaster, so I thought that 
was a good indication of their expertise. 
They showed me the wear in the rear lower 
wishbone bushes and advised they be 
replaced, plus a rear tracking arm, due to 
the ball joint having worn out. The car had 
passed the MOT earlier in the year, but I 
decided it was best to make sure of next 
year's MOT in advance. The wishbones 
were aftermarket, and cost less than half 
the Jaguar price at £190, Jaguar charging 
£460 at that time, (where on earth did they 
get that price from?). Even so, the final bill 
came to £826. This was the last bill of 201 1 . 


Into 2012 


In 2012, and into the second year of my 
ownership, the rush of big bills finally slowed 
down, and happy motoring was enjoyed 
until the service came due in September with 
the mileage now on 61,000 miles. So in two 
years I had done the same mileage that had 
taken the first owner seven years to achieve. 
As well as the service, XJK recommended 
the transmission fluid be replaced as they 
considered the Jaguar 'Filled for life' 
recommendation not a credible option for 
cars well out of warranty, in regular use, and 
expected to be run for many more years and 
miles. The trouble with this job is that just 
flushing out the old fluid and replacing the 
filter is not cheap; the fluid and parts alone 
came to £250. At the same time, the sealing 
sleeve where the connection to the TCM is 
located was replaced as it was leaking fluid. I 
believe later gearboxes have a better seal. All 
of this, plus the normal service, a set of front 
brake pads, and an air con service meant 
the bill came to a rather eye-watering £970. 

However, we weren't out of the 2012 
woods yet. For some considerable time since 
purchase, I had noticed that the headlights 
would occasionally flicker on and off, and 
during the day, the sat nav display would 
changeover to 'Night' mode for a second 
or two. The culmination of this fault came 
in November, when one evening, whilst 
driving along a dark and unlit B-road near 
Macclesfield on a moonless night, I lost all 
the headlights for about two seconds. I 
nearly laid a pile in my pants! Now an event 
like this would be fairly manageable on a 
wide and straight road, but I decided the 
risk was too great for this to happen again, 
so this problem had to be fixed. So once 
again, in to XJK we went, and after some 
checks, a new lighting switch was fitted 
and this cured the problem completely. 

The switches are not unreasonably priced 
at £125, and are also fitted on XK and XF 
cars, even the S-type I think. An inspection 
of the old switch showed that somebody 
unknown had fiddled with it. Who this 


was we shall never know, but clearly this 
person was too mean to fit another switch. 
Maybe he also had just paid a four-figure 
bill and had decided enough was enough. 

Also in November, I started to get a fault 
light indicating a gearbox problem. XJK fitted 
a used gear selector, and all was well again. 


2013 & 2014 


2013 saw things starting to get better. The 
only visit to XJK was for the annual service, 
with the car now on 71,000 miles. This 
service came rather earlier than normal as 
the 10,000 service interval came up in ten 
months. As we were due to go on holiday 
to Germany in the car, the service was 
done before we went, as this trip normally 
sees the car doing about 2500 miles. 

I had thought I was out of the repairs 
'wood' now, (or is it an impenetrable forest?) 
but the start of 2014 saw yet more work and 
bills. Starting in January, for the first time 
I saw the dreaded words "Low Coolant" 
on the display screen. I had just left my 
driveway, so immediately turned round, 
and with a cold engine was able to undo 
the pressure cap straightaway and have a 
look. Yes, the coolant was indeed a little 
low, so I rang XJK who told me to come 
down the following day. Fortunately we are 
a multi-car family, so I was able to use the 
wife's car, (a virtually trouble-free 2001 new 
Beetle, note). A quick look around the engine 
compartment showed traces of coolant near 
the water pump, but no obvious source. 

That evening I used a trick I had picked 
up when searching for the source of small 
coolant leaks. The trick is to look around 
the engine compartment for leaks in the 
dark using a torch. The reason this works so 
well, is that during the day the eye adjusts 
itself for daylight, and misses the glint of 
coolant globules reflected back from the 
torch beam. But at night they glint like the 
stars in the sky, and so it proved this time. 

The leak was found to be from where the 
header tank vent tube attaches to the water 
rail at the rear of the radiator fan. So, happy 
that I'd found the leak, I set off the following 
morning to XJK. Ian Kelsall came out and 
had a look and agreed with my prognosis, 
then said "You'll have to leave the car with 
us as we don't have the water rail in stock". 
This was a surprise as the leak seemed so 
trivial, but he told me that the connection 
could let go at any time, whereupon I'd 
lose all the coolant and could, if I didn't 
spot it, overheat the engine and damage 
it. So it was home on the bus and train. 

When we arrived at XJK two days later to 
pick up the car, Ian Kelsall told me the pipe 
connection had just snapped off when he 
was removing the water rail. However, not 
just a water rail was needed. The header 
tank end of this vent pipe was also notorious 
for leaking. The connection for the pipe 
gradually cracks all the way round and 
finally the pipe just falls off. On my car it was 
about 50% cracked, and not many months 
away from total failure, so a new header 
tank had to be fitted. I should mention 
that both water rail and header tank are 
plastic, as are so many parts on cars these 
days. Personally, I think reliance on fragile 
plastic is a mistake, but of course all the car 
makers are interested in is cost and getting 


the car through the warranty period. 

So, we motored on into spring and 
summer of 2014. After all the previous 
work, you won't be at all surprised to 
hear that the bills still kept coming in. 

All four tyres were now on their wear 
limits, so a full set of four were needed. 

Frankly, tyres and brakes are not 
things one can ignore, and I am always 
meticulous in having tyres well within 
their wear limits. XJK supply and fit tyres 
and have a very sophisticated rig that 
measures everything there is to measure 
on a car's suspension and also a very 
sophisticated wheel balancing machine. So 
they fitted a complete set of Pirelli P6000 
Powergy tyres for £662 including VAT, a 
very reasonable price per tyre of £138. 

Also in 2014, the only totally voluntary 
job on the car was done. This was to replace 
the Sport air springs with Comfort ones. 
Many owners of X-350 cars don't realise 
that there are two versions of the air spring; 
the XJRs and the models with the "Sport" 
label are fitted with Sport air springs, 
all others with Comfort. With the Sport 
versions the air spring volume is lower with 
the result that the effective spring rate 
is higher. The damper part of the shock 
is the same as the "Comfort" springs. 

I suppose I'm getting old, but I had found 
the Sport springing to be a bit too hard for 
my liking. So over the autumn and winter 
of 2013, 1 had managed to purchase a full 
set of new old-stock Comfort air springs 
on eBay for a very advantageous price and 
XJK fitted these in early 2014. At the same 
time the front lower air spring bushes were 
replaced, the old ones being worn out. The 
mileage at that point was 80,000 miles. 


2015 so far 


And so we reach the current year of 201 5, 
and yet another problem, brakes this time. 
Early in the winter of 2015, my wife started 
to complain of a groaning noise when we 
came to a stand in the car. Now I normally 
wash and inspect my cars regularly, but 
the cold of winter and my age make me 
unwilling to look around cars in the freezing 
cold. But what the wife had detected by 
ear, I have to admit that I could have found 
if I had been a bit more active. The rear 
offside calliper had seized and the brake 
pad was down to the metal, and this had 
scored the disc badly. So it was off to XJK 
yet again for a new set of discs and pads, 
but even this didn't cure the problem, so a 
week later I had to have a new caliper fitted. 

Since the air spring swap-out, the car 
has been going well, but sees less use 
nowadays as I also have two MG sports 
cars that we now tend to drive around 
in the summer when weather permits. 

Also, before the recent fall in petrol 
prices, we have tended to use the wife's 
new Beetle as it uses a bit less petrol. 
Currently the Jaguar is on 91,000 miles. 

At the last service, XJK told me the 
sump gasket was weeping oil but it could 
wait for the next service, as clearly doing 
this job means the oil will be changed 
at the same time. This is not a cheap job 
either, as to get the sump off, something 
else has to be moved, so it will be about 
£300, plus the service, of course. 
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Should I stay or 
should I go? 


Anyway, readers of this article will 
probably be asking - is there any upside 
to these cars? They seem to be similar to 
yachting - "It's like standing in a shower 
tearing up £50 notes." Well, yes there 
is, or I'd have got rid of it long ago. 

Last year we enjoyed a third holiday with 
the car in Germany near Bacharach in the 
Rhine Gorge, (called the Rheintal by the 
Germans). This is the famous Romantic Rhine, 
with the Lorely Rock, lots of castles, little 
riverside towns and superb river cruises. 

A cruise on the Rhine south of Koblenz 
is a must if one comes here. We love the 
relaxed atmosphere, far more relaxed 
than England with its speed cameras and 
jobsworth parking officials; it really is idyllic. 

This year we again stayed in a 
"ferienwohnung" (holiday flat), in 
Oberdiebach, a small village off the main 
Rhine Gorge. The village calls itself a 
"Weindorf" or Wine Village, and this is 
literally true with vineyards on the slopes 
and wine makers living and working in 
the village. The owners of our holiday 
accommodation took us to see a local 
vintner, and we bought a case of good 
local wine. Once again I marvelled at the 
excellent quality of the German roads. The 
car rides so well on them and there are no 
pot-holes. Frankly, I think we should get 
a few German highways engineers over 
to the UK to teach us how to maintain our 
roads properly. Where the road in Germany 
is a bit damaged, they actually put a sign 
up (Strassenschaden), meaning "Damaged 
road". As we all know we see no similar signs 
here in the UK because almost all the roads 
are in such appalling condition, the bill for 
putting up the signs would be too large! 

From our house near Crewe to Bingen- 
am-Rhine, the town at the start of the gorge, 
is about 550 miles. We manage to do this 


in one day, by having a sleep the previous 
afternoon and evening, then starting out 
at about 2.30am. The German holiday 
accommodation owners seem much more 
flexible on start days than ours, so we book 
from the Sunday evening, thus getting a 
lovely HGV-free journey from Dunkerque 
all the way to Bingen on the E42. HGVs 
are banned on Sundays on most of the 
European motorway network. The Jaguar 
is an absolutely superb car for this trip, and 
we never feel worn out when we arrive. 

It is such a comfortable car and very easy 
to drive. One can set the cruise control 
to BOmph and away one goes. For those 
who don't know, the UK motorway limit is 
the lowest of any country in the European 
Union, even Ireland is higher. And the 
German autobahns do have a lot of speed 
limits, usually IBOkph, or about 82mph. 

The lightness of what is a very large car is 
a huge benefit on the very twisty roads that 
connect the Rhine Gorge with the higher 
ground on either side, it being very easy to 
swing the car around the series of hairpin 
bends without effort or drama. When we 
leave for Germany, I zero the odometer, 
and on arrival the car has normally done 
about 33mpg. Tootling around Germany on 
holiday brings this down to about 28mpg, 
then it goes back up when we return. An 
overall holiday consumption of SOmpg is 
about right. Of course, once I'm back into 
the domestic routine, it gradually lowers 
to about 24mpg, even 22 in winter. 

One aspect which is quite amazing is the 
life of the tyres. When we changed the tyres 
last year, the front Pirellis had done about 
35,000 miles, and the rear Acceleras that I 
had put on in 2012 about 30,000 miles. 

Anyway, I still have the car, and intend to 
keep it a while yet. Its value now is very low, 
and only a major failure would prompt me to 
off-load it. The aftermarket in Jaguar spares 
for this model has really developed since I 
bought the car, and the common wearing 
parts are now very competitive in price. 


Apart from the engine and drive train, 
the air suspension system can be expensive 
to fix. The air springs include the shock 
absorbers, and these were supplied to Jaguar 
by Bilstein. They are an excellent product, 
but very expensive. Other suspension parts 
are also expensive because things like ball 
joints are not separately replaceable. For 
example the front upper wishbone has a ball 
joint and if this goes the whole wishbone 
has to be replaced. Even on the internet, 
these cost from £165 upwards. Fortunately 
the inner fulcrum bushes on the wishbone 
are available separately and can be replaced. 
However what gets one cross, is that the 
suspension bushes seem to have very short 
lives. We are all familiar with the expression 
"Fair wear and tear", except that in Jaguar's 
case it is "Unfair wear and tear". I don't 
think it is acceptable for the suspension 
parts of modern cars to start wearing out at 
30,000 odd miles. It was especially galling 
to earlier second owners when the only 
source for these parts was Jaguar. I mean, 

£460 for a wishbone. It is outrageous. 

However, I think under the new Tata 
Motors broom, there has been realisation that 
charging eye-watering prices for spare parts is 
self-defeating. Word gets round of the cost of 
maintenance and repairs, which then impacts 
on the used price when an owner from new 
tries to sell his car, so less cars get bought new 
due to the heavy depreciation. I believe the 
dealers also complained bitterly too, as the 
Jaguar high-price policy meant their profitable 
spares sales were almost non-existent. 

I hope this article has been of interest. I 
hope my experience of owning hasn't put 
people off. I think one has to accept that 
my car was an early production model, 
and improvements were made later. As an 
example, the early air suspension compressors 
failed even in warranty, but the one I had 
fitted back in 201 1 is still OK after 50,000 
miles, whereas the previous one fitted when 
the car was built only lasted 37,000 miles.

Bringing a sixty year oid 
X120 into the future 


Bob Henderson is well known 
to many XK owners, having had 
an XK120 from the early days and 
we have enjoyed his numerous 
exploits with the car over the 
years. Never one to rest on his 
laurels, in his retirement Bob 
turned his attention to improving 
the performance of the car. This 
is the first part of his story of 
turocharging the XK120. 

A t that age most humans 

are thinking of retirement, 
but my first 'wife' (the 
XK120) having already 
passed our diamond anniversary, 
is now even more of a lively 
'fast thing' than she was during 
her early and extraordinary 
life on three Continents. 

The explanation is simple. Turbocharging, 
which was not in effect even invented for 
petrol cars during my XK120's early years. 
Perhaps stranger still, since I was the first to 
pioneer such systems, (outside of America of 
course).For example we had a championship 
Autocross Saab car running in Scandinavia 
(Norway), several years before Saab 
themselves went down that road. Porsche 
were a similarly belated example, and all this 
after I had written the original book on the 
subject back in 1970. We had turbocharged 
almost everything from the 850cc Styr Puch 
Haflinger up to a 5.3 litre Pontiac Firebird, 
but we had never even considered my XK120 
that was right under my nose, as it were. 

First and after consulting your Editor it was 
thought that a sort of layman's explanation 
of the pros and cons of turbocharging might 
be of interest. Particularly since even after 
the ensuing forty five odd years there still 
persists a lot of general 'urban myths' and 
mis-information being bandied about. As 




this is not meant to be a strictly technical 
narrative I will use average and rounded up 
figures generally. For instance I will work 
on 15 psi as normal sea level ambient air 
pressure instead of the more accurate figure 
of 14.696 for one atmosphere or 14.5 for a bar. 

Understanding the turbo 

For starters we need to understand that a 
piston engine, either petrol or diesel, is only 
a rather inefficient air pump, which, with the 
addition of igniting calibrated amounts of 
fuel and air mixture, enables combustion 
to drive it. Since largely the power comes 
from the oxygen in the air, the fuel we could 
regard as only the catalyst involved in the 
process. Therefore the more efficiently 
the engine breathes, the more power and 
energy will be potentially released. It is 
the relative efficiency of the filling of the 
engine that largely controls the power 
output. This in turn is entirely dependent 
on the time its inlet valves are open and 
on any inlet track (size of carburettor etc.), 
restrictions to the outside or ambient 
air pressure (15 psi) that it may have to 
overcome to still be able to rush in to fill 
the void created by the descending piston. 
This is less again any adverse restrictions in 
the exhaust system causing back pressure. 


We all have heard the generalisation of 
'suck, squeeze, bang and blow', which is not 
strictly accurate as a 'bang, or detonation, 
is the last thing an engine requires for 
reliability and to avoid holes in pistons! 

The combustion process although 
fast must be progressive to avoid such 
disasters. In fact the slower the burn, 
the greater and smoother the power 
output. Different fuels have different 
flame rates. This in turn requires changes 
in ignition timings which can also be 
dictated to by the engine's compression 
ratio. More of this in due course. 

This engine filling ability is usually 
referred to as its Volumetric Efficiency 
(VE) and can average out on road vehicles 
at between 70-80%, the maximum 
efficiency reading is at the point at which 
maximum torque is accomplished and 
not at peak brake horse power (bhp). 

Usually on road going engines by the 
maximum bhp point, the % of efficiency 
might have dropped back to less than 60%, 
since bhp itself is only the rate that work 
is being done. Not the real strength of the 
engine, which is measured in torque or 
effort in lbs. per square foot. The gearbox 
is really only a torque multiplier being 
utilised to rush up the rpm's range to fight 
and multiply the diminishing returns (of

torque), as it were. One of the only adoptabie 
automotive Americanisms I have come 
across is, 'That there is no substitute for 
cubic inches, (engine capacity/size)" But of 
course what they really mean is TORQUE. 

In the case of my XK120 and even if we 
accept the nominal quoted bhp as 160, that 
only relates to about 70% VE, and again even 
if we accept some of the C and D-type Jaguar 
bhp figures at slightly higher revs, they were 
still seldom better than 80 odd %. The only 
way to reach and exceed 1 00 VE is by some 
form of pressure induction. Hence the advent 
of superchargers that came into existence 
in the aircraft industry long before they 
were ever considered for cars. The reason 
was simply because that for every 1 0,000 ft 
altitude the air gets 'thinner', or is less dense 
by about 25% with of course corresponding 
loss of oxygen and therefore power. Flying 
over say Mount Everest at just under 30,000 
ft. with a lOOObhp engine at sea level would, 
without supercharging, be down to only 
250bhp, which, in turn, might not even be 
enough to keep the aircraft in the air! 

The aircraft industry very soon came up 
with the solution of fitting an additional 
geared up air pump to help force feed the 
original engine that struggled to breathe, 
while only normally aspirated, because 
obviously that original 15+/- lbs sq. in (psi) of 
normal atmospheric pressure needed some 
help to keep the essential and diminishing 
oxygen level up at any higher altitudes. 

On automobiles the requirements are 
rather different since high speed cars only 
have a tendency to 'fly' horizontally not 
vertically! Although grand prix cars in the days 
of race circuits in Mexico and South Africa 
were at sufficient altitude and could lose up to 
20% of their power and required the re-jetting 
of their carburettors. Even in Canada when 
driving over the Rockies we used to use an 
adjustable main jet on the Solex carburettors 
on VW Beetles and Renault Dauphines. This 
was because conventional carburettors meter 
their fuel in relation to the gas speed through 
a venturi rather than adjusting to the actual 
weight or density of air being consumed. The 
fuel feed system in conventional carburettors 
therefore gets the wrong 'message'. 

The accompanying charts will better 


illustrate the above points, where it will be 
seen that often the greatest % gain is going 
from the relatively poor VE of say 60%, then 
adding low boost bringing it up to 100%, 
producing a greater gain than say the first 5psi 
of positive boost afterwards. On such engines 
low boost pressures will therefore show 
the greatest improvement and efficiency. 

An example. If we imagine an engine 
turning out 70bhp with 70% volumetric 
efficiency, then with some low pressure 
induction added it should reach lOObhp 
just before positive boost starts to 
occur, which at first glance is about a 
very worthwhile 43% gain in power. 

Unfortunately that theoretical figure of 
lOObhp only actually gets to 91bhp due to 
the relevant adiabatic efficiency level (70% 

AE at best) loss. But it still leaves a more than 
a worthwhile gain of 30%. This is due of 
course to the inlet charge having been at least 
slightly warmed up in the process of being 
pumped or compressed, and particularly in 
the case of supercharging when the adiabatic 
efficiency may only be 50% and uses in 
addition quite a lot of power to drive the extra 
pump. We never get anything for nothing! 

Next to deal with is the popular myth 
of so called 'turbo lag'. This is really down 
to two inherently bad design faults and 


not really the fault of the turbine itself. 

The first is actually 'throttle lag', due to 
at least conventional carburettor's inability 
to adjust quickly to changes of pressure 
or air density, since with the exception 
of the Minnow Fish carburettor, they all 
work entirely on gas speed only, through 
a venturi, not density or actual oxygen 
content, so cannot adjust themselves or self 
compensate. So in this case it is 'throttle lag 
and nothing to do with the turbine itself. 

The second culprit is the method used 
to control maximum boost to the engine. 
This is usually by a 'waste-gate' which in 
effect opens an exhaust bypass so slowing 
the turbine, and wasting (literally), a lot 
of potential heat and pressure energy. 

The waste-gate system was originally and 
historically developed for constant speed 
use and load condition such as on diesel 
tractors for steady ploughing a field, or 
constant speed marine or truck work. Hardly 
the same as the instant requirements of a 
sporty petrol engine needing to constantly 
be able to rush up and down the rev. range. 

This archaic and inappropriate system 
has the effect, that, when lifting off the 
throttle, even for a moment, or even 
changing gear rapidly, a waste-gate will 
instantly cause the turbine to slow still 
further and of course lose boost and power 
in the process and at the same time. Then 
having to wait until it all builds up again, 
and again having to wait for the carburettor 
to re-adjust itself to suit. A double time 
lag that is not the turbine's fault at all. 

A well matched and sized turbocharger 
system will enable the turbine to react 
and change 20,000rpm within a second 
or so. That's not a turbine lag! 

At Minnow Fish forty five years ago and 
as Garrett AiResearch's sole petrol-use 
agents and consultants, we developed a 
'blow-off' system that let any excessive 
boost pressure out but enabled the turbine 
to still be turning faster than actually 
required to sustain the set boost for the 
new lower rpm, at say, a gear change. 

Since the turbine is driven by both exhaust 
pressure and heat it will in turn adjust itself 
to changes in load (therefore pressure and 
heat). For instance it will produce less boost 
downhill than uphill for the same speed. 

We had a pet demonstration for the 
visiting press of the day by showing that 
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a car was faster uphill heavily loaded (or 
even with a trailer).than without! The simple 
answer was that the extra load made the 
engine work harder so generating more 
exhaust heat and pressure, which in turn 
produced more boost/power at the given 
speed than was actually required to offset 
the extra load. This enables the vehicle 
to become faster uphill than originally 
possible and without changing down a gear. 
Perhaps that might be the only exception 
of getting something for nothing after all. 

Unfortunately the misguided obsession 
with the almost mythical and erroneously 
called Turbo lag' has in the later years led 
to the adoption of smaller turbo units in the 
frantic hope of keeping the turbine speeds 
up into pressure producing ranges. This in 
turn has produced serious exhaust back 
pressures, which then require higher boost 
pressures to help offset the adverse growing 
pressure differentials across the engine. 

It's obvious or at least should be, that 
exhaust back pressure should not be 
encouraged in either normally aspirated or 
blown engines. In both cases non restrictive 
or even extractor systems are advisable. 

Again in rough figures, there is obviously 
little efficiency in using say lOlbs boost in a 
system that has at least 5lbs back pressure. 

The effective 'filling' would be reduced to only 
5+/- lbs, having wasted a lot of energy and 
produces a lot of useless, unnecessary and 
potentially dangerous heat. This in turn then 
may require the use of an intercooler to bring 
the now unnecessarily hot inlet air back to a 
suitable and safer combustible temperature. 
This then will have reduced the pressure in 
the process so getting into an unnecessary 
costly and seriously inefficient system of 
starting to chase diminishing returns. In 
fact it has now reached the situation where 
the most modern production systems are 
considerably less efficient than they were 
over thirty years ago on a percentage of 
power gained per unit of boost used. 

It is also helpful if we understand 
the vast differences between positive 
displacement pumps, be they piston, 
vane, lobe or Archimedes Screw/ 

Auger type and the centrifugal type of 
compressor as used in turbocharging. 



Basic assumptions 

Volumetric Efficiency (VE). The % of fuel and air (combustible mixture) 
that an engine is able to ingest without relying on anything but normal 
atmospheric pressure. We might refer to it as its natural 'breathing ability. 

Adiabatic Efficiency (AE). The retained % of air density (therefore combustible 
oxygen content) after heat is 'picked up' while being pumped or compressed. 

For simplicity we will use rounded figures for any assessments and calculations. 

i.e. 15 psi rather than 14.7 psi +/- for one Atmosphere or 14.5 psi +/- for a Bar. 

It takes 1 point 4 cubic feet of air a minute of average ambient (sea level) air to provide 
enough oxygen with pump petrol to produce Ibhp or more precisely 1.386666 cfm. Our 
American mechanical cousins often tend to measure it by weight in pounds per minute 
(ppm). 11b of air per minute being roughly equal to 13 cfm. On this side of the pond we 
also sometimes use weight of air as in the case of our air/fuel ratio mixtures in our petrol 
fuelled cars which, coincidentally, finish up with that 15 to 1 (by weight) figure again. 

One inch of mercury is equal to 13.6 inches of water so making a column 
of water a much more sensitive form of barometric measurement. 

Compression checks: 

Average readings at cranking speeds, all +/-. 

7 to 1 cr = 125 psi. 8 tol cr = 150 psi. 9 to 1 cr = 175 psi. and 10 to 1 cr = .200 psi. 

It is axiomatic that when an engine is running it never reaches the 100% filling or 
VE unless boosted. So that, in effect, the running compression ratios are changing 
with different rpms and this has to be partly allowed for by changing the ignition 
timing curve, all else being equal (which it never is) such as the octane rating (in 
effect anti knock or detonation) of the fuel. With any rise in the compression ratio 
(CR) this will always require the ignition timing to be retarded unless higher octane 
fuel is used. Once any boost is applied to an engine the effective compression 
ratio goes up proportionately so again requiring a retarded ignition timing. 

The 'bricks' on which any tuning procedure is built. 


The principal is entirely different as the 
centrifugal system is a compressor not a 
pump. Instead of positively and physically 
pumping or pushing the compressed air 
the centrifugal turbine merely accelerates it 
at very high speeds while often turning at 
between 60,000 and 100,000rpm.This now 
very high speed air gets literally 'stuffed' 
into a narrow nozzle, which in effect turns 
speed energy into pressure energy, creating 
the boost pressure build-up, and which 
would then keep climbing to way beyond 
practical usable pressures. Hence the 
required controls of a waste-gate or blow-off 
valve to stop it getting quite out of control. 
Otherwise there would be nothing to stop 
the turbine speed reaching astronomic revs 
and destroying itself. There is a limit to the 
shaft speed that even the usual two surface 
bearings, that are used, can cope with. 

The other major point that must be 
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considered and allowed for is that unlike 
positive displacement mechanical pumps 
that pull and push with roughly equal ability, 
the centrifugal compressor has virtually no 
pulling ability so must have absolute minimal 
depression to its inlet side. So any air filtering 
must be of large capacity and non restrictive 
to prevent a form of cavitation that could 
destroy the unit in seconds! The importance 
of this point is recognised by the trucking 
manufacturers as it has been known for them 
to quote that any air cleaner depression 
should be measured in inches of water, not 
in inches of mercury as is usually used as a 
measure of flow restriction. Water giving a 
much more sensitive reading by over 13 to 1. 

As a final bonus the turbocharger 
compressor unlike a supercharger pump, 
is mechanically free of direct connection 
to the prime mover so can adjust itself 
via the exhaust flow to any and all 
changes of speed and load requirement, 
and runs on waste gasses too! The only 
potential drawback is that the unit as a 
whole must be matched and sized very 
carefully to suit the individual engine and 
specifications. The accompanying charts 
(Fig 18) I hope will make the point clearer.

to compromises in the vehicle's 
dynamics attributes. 

Integral Link is different, enabling the 
all-new XF to realise exceptional levels of 
comfort and handling. Bushes soft in recession 
allow the wheels to move rearwards and 
upwards upon impact, providing excellent 
energy absorption characteristics. 

Electric power-assisted steering 

Much of the new XF's steering response and 
on-centre feel are down to the enormous tuning 
potential of electric power-assisted steering 
(ERAS). From filters which damp unwanted 
disturbances caused by road surface irregularities 
to algorithms which compensate for changes 
in ambient temperature - ERAS has far more 
to offer than hydraulic systems ever could. 

Incorporating all of the learning from 
the F-TYRE and XE, the advantages of 
ERAS have been exploited to the full. 

Braking performance 

Another technology proven first on the 
F-TYRE and now standard on the all-new XF is 
Torque Vectoring by Braking. On corner entry, 
lightly braking the inner wheels individually 
can mitigate understeer and help the driver 
to take the ideal line. Intervention is subtle 
and virtually transparent to the driver, but 
the increased agility is felt immediately. 

Damper technology 

The newXF utilises next-generation passive 
damper technology to enhance comfort, 
and - as an option on V6 models fitted with 
adaptive dampers - Configurable Dynamics. 

The new passive dampers enable 
frequency-dependent damping - the ability 
to vary damping force not only with the 
velocity that the damper piston moves at, 
but also as a function of its frequency. 


An extra valve in the piston provides an 
additional bypass. At road speeds typical of town 
driving, the valve is open, allowing some fluid to 
flowthrough it instead of the main valve in the 
piston. This reduces the damping force and makes 
the ride smoother and more supple, making the 
driving experience even more relaxing. With 
increasing speed the valve closes, forcing all of 
the fluid to pass through the piston: damping 
force increases and the ride becomes firmer.

First developed for the F-TYRE, Configurable 
Dynamics allows the driver to individually 
tailor the throttle mapping, transmission 
shift strategy, steering feel and Adaptive 
Dynamics settings using the touchscreen. 


Powertrain 

The new XF's 4-cylinder and 6-cylinder Euro 6 
diesel and petrol engines are engineered 
for exceptional response, smoothness and 
efficiency, and all benefit from stop-start 
systems and smart regenerative charging. 

The first units to feature in the new 
XF are 2.0-litre 4-cylinder diesels rated 
at 163RS/380Nm and 180RS/430Nm 
respectively, both available with 
6-speed manual and 8-speed automatic 
transmissions. Every measure has been taken 
to ensure that these engines are as clean and 
efficient (ith figures from 71.7mpg and 104g/ 
km CO 2 on the European combined cycle), 
as they are quiet and smooth-running. 

Features such as the offset cylinder 
bores and roller bearings for the camshafts 


and balancer shafts contribute to Ingenium's 
benchmark low levels of internal friction - more 
than 17% less than the previous 2.2-litre diesel. 

The split-cooling system features a mapped 
thermostat, a variable-flow pump and crossflow 
channels in the cylinder head to ensure a 
rapid warm-up from cold. A variable flow 
oil pump and switchable piston cooling jets 
cut parasitic losses still further and therefore 
reduce fuel consumption and emissions. 

Ingenium is also one of the first diesel 
engines to feature variable valve timing. A 
cam Phaser on the exhaust side allows the 
catalysts to reach operating temperature even 
more quickly, further reducing emissions. The 
technology also enables more efficient and 
robust regeneration of the particulate filter. 

Complementing the inherently low levels of 
vibration ensured by the design of the stiff, deep- 
skirt cylinder block are acoustic covers fitted to 
the cylinder head, the chain drive and the sump. 

Both the 163RS and 180RS Ingenium diesel 
engines feature IBOObar common rail injection 
systems and the latest variable geometry 
turbochargers to deliver a clean, quiet, efficient 
combustion process. A sophisticated exhaust gas 
recirculation (EGR) system featuring both high- 
pressure and cooled low-pressure circuits reduces 
pumping losses still further, thereby boosting 
efficiency, while the reduction in peak combustion 
chamber temperatures delivers inherently 
low emissions of oxides of nitrogen (NOx). 

Jaguar's 3.0-litre V6 diesel is in its latest 
generation. The light, stiff, compacted graphite 
iron cylinder block retains the same 2993cc 
displacement as before but changes to the fuel 
injection and boosting systems raise output from 
275RS/600Nm to 300RS/700Nm. This engine 
will accelerate the new XF from 0-60mph in

A comprehensive range of new engines for the XF. 
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The piezo common rail system now delivers 
fuel into the combustion chambers at pressures 
of up to 2000bar through revised eight-hole 
nozzles, further improving mixture formation 
for cleaner, more efficient combustion. 

The parallel-sequential turbocharging system 
benefits from turbos with more aerodynamically- 
efficient turbine and compressor wheels. In a 
Jaguar-first, ceramic ball bearing technology 
is used in the primary turbocharger. This 
technology reduces friction - especially at low 
temperatures - so torque builds up even more 
rapidly than before, delivering immediate 
response whenever the driver demands it. 

Engine efficiency is also higher thanks to 
the adoption of a two-stage oil pump and a 
switchable coolant pump. Improved high- 
pressure EGR and the addition of a cooled low- 
pressure EGR circuit reduces pumping losses. 

Utilising a higher proportion of recirculated 
exhaust gas reduces peak combustion chamber 
temperatures, inhibiting NOx formation. Better 
control means that cylinder-to-cylinder exhaust 
gas distribution is more uniform, cutting 
particulate emissions and also making combustion 
smoother and quieter. Working in combination 
with EGR, an SCR system reduces NOx emissions 
to very low levels and ensures Euro 6 compliance. 

Now to the supercharged V6 engine, a free- 
revving 3.0 litre producing 380PS. Shared with 
the F-TYPE sports car, this all-aluminium engine 
combines supercharging with direct-injection 
and variable intake and exhaust valve timing 
to deliver exceptional throttle response, linear 
power delivery and a unique soundtrack. 

A single balancer shaft enhances 
smooth-running and refinement, while a 
carefully-tuned symposer feeds some of the 
supercharged V6's induction sound back into 
the cabin to make exploiting the performance 
potential even more exhilarating. 

This is the first time the 380PS version has 
been used in a Jaguar saloon and is reserved 
exclusively for the new XF S. Matched to an 
8-speed automatic transmission, this model 
is capable of covering the 0-60mph sprint in 
5.1 seconds on its way to an electronically- 
limited maximum speed of 155mph. 

Every engine in the new XF is available with 
a specifically-optimised version of ZF's peerless 
8-speed automatic. The transmission controller 
monitors driving styles and adapts its shift 
patterns to suit. The ECU is also networked to 
the Jaguar Drive Control, offering even quicker 
shifts and more dynamic kickdown in Dynamic 
mode, and earlier up-shifts in Eco mode. 

Complementing the stop-start system is 
Transmission Idle Control: if the vehicle is 
stationary and held against the brakes with the 
engine running, one of the brakes inside the 
transmission opens, reducing drag losses and 
therefore further reducing fuel consumption. 

Two versions of the ZF 8HP family feature in 
the new XF. The V6 diesel and supercharged 
V6 petrol are paired with the familiar 8HP70 
transmission, while the 4-cylinders are matched 
to the lighter, more compact 8HP45. 

When running at very low engine speeds, all 
applications except the supercharged V6 feature 
a pendulum damper in the torque converter. This 
is able to absorb very low frequency vibrations 
and prevent them from passing through to the 
cabin. This enables even greater fuel efficiency 
without compromising on refinement. 

Contributing to the new XF's benchmark 
fuel consumption figures is a light, low- 
friction 6-speed manual transmission that was 
developed in partnership with ZF and sets 
standards for shift quality and efficiency. 

The aluminium alloy casing, hollow shafts 
and pocketed gears save weight, and the 


innovative semi-dry sump lubrication system 
reduces parasitic losses. Instead of the splash 
lubrication method typically found in manual 
gearboxes, this one uses a compact mechanical 
pump driven from the layshaft to spray the low-

viscosity lubricant on to the meshing gear teeth, 
bearings and the synchroniser rings. The detent 
profiles are carefully optimised to give smooth, 
precise changes. Each shift can be executed with 
exactly the right amount of force needed for a 
positive feel without the high peak loads which 
can result in notchiness when going into gear. 

Design 

Jaguar claim the new XF delivers better 
proportions and more interior space than the 
out-going XF. 

At 4954mm, the new XF is 7mm shorter 
than its predecessor but such is the modular 
architecture's inherent design flexibility that 
the wheelbase could be increased by 51mm 



The rear is deliberately reminiscent 
of the F-TYPE and new XE. 


to 2960mm. This longer wheelbase not only 
delivers the superior packaging that liberates 
15mm more rear legroom, 24mm more rear 
kneeroom and up to 27mm rear headroom, but 
also contributes to the superb ride comfort. 

The front overhang is now 66mm shorter nd 
the mesh grille is now more vertical than before. 

Aerodynamics are improved further by using 
apertures in the front bumper to channel air 
over the front wheels. This helps to prevent the 
turbulent wheel wake from disturbing the smooth 
laminar airflow passing around the car. 

The headlights - including the adaptive full-LED 
technology appearing for the first time in a Jaguar 
- are flush with the surrounding panels, improving 
not only aesthetics but also aerodynamics. 

They also feature Jaguar's signature J-Blade 
LED daytime running lights. The fluting running 
backwards from the top of the headlights is 
another detail inspired by Jaguar's rich heritage. 

Integrating Jaguar's latest-generation 
deployable bonnet technology into the rear 
hinge assembly enabled the bonnet line to 
be 35mm lower. Not only does this contribute 
to the sleek styling but also improves 
visibility as well as pedestrian protection. 

The sweeping, coupe-like profile which 
defined the first-generation XF has evolved, 
and now features a sixth-window. This allows 


for a clearer view out from the rear seats, 
creating a greater sense of spaciousness to 
mirror the increased leg and headroom. 

The waistline is now slightly more horizontal 
than before, creating a more formal, business- 
focused appearance. The roofline is lower and 
the rear deck longer and higher to reduce 
drag. Running from front to back, peaking 
above the rear wheel in terms of height 
and then tapering away, is a chamfered 
feature line known as 'the spear of light.' 

At the rear, the LED tail lights feature 
the signature Jaguar graphic from the 
F-TYPE - a line intersecting a roundel - also 
used on the XE. But here, the graphic is 
repeated, creating a clear hierarchy from XE, 
and an unmistakable pattern at night. 

The chrome signature blade running 
across the bootlid between the light 
clusters is now slimmer than before. 

To deliver the flush fit of the light clusters 
and perfect integration of the chrome blade, 
the boot lid is made from two steel pressings 
Joined by laser brazing. As well as being highly 
energy-efficient, this state-of-the-art process was 
selected for its precision and neat, clean finish.

Interior design 

The layered instrument panel, now with 
Jaguar signature 'Riva Hoop' inspired by 
its big brother XJ, continues into the door, 
creating a unique cabin feel. With options 
such as the reconfigurable, 12.3-inch full-TFT 
instrument cluster and 10.2-inch touchscreen, 
four-zone climate control, 10-colour ambient 
lighting, suedecloth headliner and fluted 
Windsor leather seats, the all-new XF sets a 
new standard for interior luxury and design. 

The doors have optional soft-close shut with 
precision and a sound painstakingly engineered 
to match the premium materials and perfect 
execution of the interior. The height of the

waistline and the centre console enhances the 
feeling of being sat in the seat rather than on it, 
creating a sense of safety, comfort and security. 
The strong horizontal theme of the instrument 
panel, and the materials used for each layer 
creates a rich, luxurious, hand-crafted feel. 

The longer wheelbase also means that 
occupants in the second row are sitting further 
away from the rear wheels, improving refinement 
even further. This also created the opportunity 
to reduce seat height slightly, contributing 
to the increased headroom, which is now up 
to 27mm more than before. Options such as 
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the four-zone climate control system, heated 
seats and window blinds are available. 

The rear bench also features a more 
practical 40:20:40 split, making it easier 
to through-load bulky items such as skis 
or snowboards. The bootlid now benefits 
from an optional power close function.

Infotainment 


The new XF features two state-of-the-art 
infotainment systems. The standard system is 
InControl Touch and is based around an 8-inch 
capacitive touchscreen with Jaguar's new user 
interface, designed to be simple and intuitive 
to use. The touchscreen supports gestures 
familiar from smartphones and tablets such 
as 'swipe' to perform actions such as moving 
from one page to the next or to change 
tracks, and 'drag' to scroll across maps. 

The enhanced speech recognition engine 
for InControl Touch enables the driver to make 
one-shot destination entry for the navigation 
system, for example, or to call a contact directly. 

Text-to-voice technology helps to reduce 
driver distraction by reading out incoming 
SMS messages. When the vehicle is stationary 
the driver can use the touchscreen to 
compose messages or, for convenience, 
to select one of the stored templates. 

Planning journeys in the navigation system 
is quicker and easier than before thanks to 
smart data entry and faster route calculation. 
Map data stored on SD card is rendered in high 
quality 2D and 3D. A Junction view feature 
means that you need never miss a motorway 
exit again, while images of terrain and cityscapes 
make following the route more intuitive. 
Turn-by-turn instructions can also be shown 
in the optional Head-Up Display, enabling 
the driver to keep their eyes on the road.

Dead-reckoning 
functionality, which interprets vehicle data up 
to 40 times a second, can accurately position 
the vehicle even when GPS signals can no 
longer be received - perfect for city centres. 

Door-to-door route planning and guidance 
incorporating public transport options. Commute 
Mode which learns your daily drive so that it can 
automatically offer alternative routes to avoid 
congestion using historical and real-time traffic 
information, and Approach Mode which shows 
a 360° interactive view of your destination when 
you're some 200m distant - it will even advise 
on the nearest available car parking spaces.

it also uses the brakes in opposition to the 


throttle so that from standstill, only very low 
engine torque is applied to the driven wheels. 

This unparalleled capability ensures smooth 
progress with little or no wheel spin. 

The new XF is one of the few vehicles to feature 
a forward-facing stereo camera as standard. This 
state-of-the-art sensor, packaged in front of the 
rear-view mirror, generates a 3D view of the road 
ahead interpreted by highly sophisticated image 
processing software and the output used by a 
wide range of advanced driver assistance systems. 

One of the most important is the autonomous 
emergency braking (AEB) system because 
it has the potential to significantly reduce 
accident statistics. If the controller determines 
that a collision with a vehicle ahead is likely, 
the brake system is pre-charged and the 
driver given audible and visual warnings. If 
no avoiding action is taken and the collision 
deemed to be imminent, full braking is 
initiated to avoid it or mitigate the effects.

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Drifting out of lane can be caused by driver 
fatigue as well as inattentiveness, and this can 
be identified by periods of little or no steering 
activity followed by sudden or excessive inputs. 
The new XF's Driver Condition Monitoring system 
recognises these patterns, and, by also checking 
activation of brake and accelerator pedals and 
various instrument panel buttons, will display 
a multi-stage visual warning in the instrument 
panel to prompt the driver to take a break. 

The traffic sign recognition system relies on 
the stereo camera to keep the driver informed of 
speed limits - including temporary limits which 
apply in road works, for example, and variable 
limits on motorways. Camera data is always 
cross-referenced against GPS data, and tests show 
that the XF's system is exceptionally accurate 
and robust. If the driver selects the over-speed 
warning function, the ring around the sign 
graphic flashes whenever the limit is exceeded. 

Jaguar has developed an Intelligent Speed 
Limiter (ISL): this feature can use TSR system data 
to adjust the set point and can automatically 
increase or decrease the vehicle's speed. 

If the TSR system recognises a higher speed 
limit ahead, the system notifies the driver and

front as the traffic starts moving again. 

The Closing Vehicle Sensing and Reverse 
Traffic Detection can keep watch on the area 
behind the car too. Medium-range sensors 
will alert the driver to the presence of vehicles 
approaching fast from behind once they've closed 
to within 70 metres. As the vehicles approach 
the blind spot, a flashing icon appears in the 
mirror as a warning. Once the vehicle enters 
the blind spot, the icon is shown as a solid. 

At slower speeds, such as reversing out 
of a space in a busy car park, the same radar 
sensors can also warn drivers of approaching 
vehicles which may be hidden from view or 
are outside the driver's peripheral vision. 

There is also a semi-automated park assist 
function for both bay and parallel parking. 
Ultrasonic sensors measure the space and, if it's 
suitable, will enable the car to steer itself into 
position: all the driver has to do is operate the 
accelerator and the brakes. In the case of parallel 
parking, the system can also steer the vehicle out 
again. Complementing this feature is the surround 
camera system. Five cameras combine to give a 
360° view of the area around the car, including a 
plan view, to make manoeuvring easier and safer.

the vehicle can accelerate smoothly up to 
the new limit. If the speed limit is lower, the 
vehicle can be slowed down accordingly. If the 
driver presses the Resume button, the rate of 
acceleration or deceleration will increase. 

The new XF is the latest Jaguar saloon to 
feature a laser head-up display (FlUD), projecting 
key information such as vehicle speed, gear shift 
indication and navigation instructions onto the 
windscreen.

A S the owner of a Jaguar 
E-type 4.2 litre OTS for 
some nineteen years I have 
benehtted from their steady 
increase in values, particularly 
over the last five years. As a result I 
have always appreciated the advice 
available from the Jaguar Enthusiasts' 
Club and in particular that of Graham 
Searle (the Club's General Manager) 
when it comes to a valuation for 
agreed value insurance cover. 

It is clear that values and demand for 
quality original or properly restored early cars 
are greater and even more so if they have 
some history. It seems that as availability of 
such cars dwindles the interest then moves 
to the later cars. The 3.8 litre Series 1 flat floor 
OTS cars certainly attract a premium value 
but it is clear that the value of Series 1 4.2 
litre models is on the rise and I suspect that, 
in time, the Series 2. 4.2 litre cars may follow. 

So what about the retrospectively 
named Series V/i 4.2 litre cars which have 
generated significant comment by members 
in the January 2015 E-type Forum pages 
of this magazine? My car also falls into this 
category, being a right hand drive original 
numbers UK car, registrated SYW 4F. Built 
on 17^^ October 1967 and first registered 
on 8^^ November 1967 in London, in all 
respects, visually, apart from its open 
headlights, it is a Series 1 4.2 litre car and 


Graham Searle has valued it as such. 

The underlying problem however is 
that of the right hand drive OTS cars built 
between September 1967 and July 1968 
(320 cars from chassis No 1 El 864 to 1 E 
2184) scarcely two cars are the same. This 
may be in part due to the availability of 
parts as cars for the American market may 
have been given priority and UK cars were 
built with whatever parts were available. 

Some publications have attempted to 
chronologically list the various changes 
to the specifications for these cars but, 
having spoken to owners of cars from 
this era and knowing my own car, such 
information is not entirely reliable. 

It would therefore be interesting to 
hear further from members with cars 
from this period and perhaps establish 
a register to catalogue the features 
which differ from the pure Series 1 cars, 
to demonstrate how the changes were 
introduced over the ten month period 
leading up to the launch of the Series 2. 

In early 1967 Jaguar built its works press 
car JDU 877E, Chassis No IE 1709, a Primrose 
Yellow 4.2 Litre OTS. Later that year the 
Autocar magazine road tested the car and 
published its results in the 12^^ October 1967 
edition of that publication. I was fortunate 
enough to have retained this road test which 
I had filed with many other similar road tests 
extracted from the magazine when in my 


teens and drooling over cars I could never 
expect to own. On examination this car is 
visually identical to my car and although 
some may consider it to be a prototype, it 
certainly was expected to be representative 
of cars available to purchase at the time 
of publication. From the text it is worth 
noting that "...oil consumption which used 
to be heavy on some Jaguars was reasonable 
at 300 miles per pint and it took 3 quarts of 
water over 3300 miles". How many current 
owners, I wonder, with engines rebuilt over 
recent years would be happy with this? 

Referring back to my own car which, like 
Andy Wood's, was purchased from Henry 
Pearman of Eagle in January 1996 with 
only 6100 miles completed since an earlier 
restoration to a very high standard in 1985 
by Nuneaton Car Craft (a business which 
has long since ceased trading but whose 
then director had been at school with 
Martin Robey). As mentioned it is an original 
numbers car and was when delivered by 
Stratstones Limited London, finished in 
Warwick Grey with Light Tan interior and 
Gunmetal Grey hood. Interestingly the 
'EJ' prefix to the gearbox number would 
appear to indicate that this is a close ratio 
version of the synchromesh gearbox fitted 
to these cars, but the 3.07:1 ratio differential

was no longer the limited slip type which 
had ceased to be fitted as standard. 

Seldom mentioned but recently noticed 
when the engine had been removed 
to replace the clutch and have the rear 
crankshaft rope seal modified, I noticed 
low down on the exhaust side of the 
block a casting date of 19/01/67 and on 
the gearbox casing a date of 24/05.67. 

The polished cam covers, header tank 
behind the radiator, toggle switches, open 
glove recess, non-reclining seats, and door 
handles and armrests as introduced back in 
1964 are all features, apart from the open 
headlights, which relate to the Series 1 cars. 
Some suggest that cars such as this could 
be further classified as Series 1 14 models 
but this would simply add to the potential 
confusion and until one decides to part with 
their car I think we should just be thankful to 
be able to enjoy the pleasure of ownership 
of these relatively rare examples of the 
marque and their differing unique features.

More controversy 


You published my letter in the 
October 2014 issue of the magazine 
and there has been some interesting 
correspondence on this topic of Series 
1/Series V/i both before and since. 

I don't have Paul Skilleter's book to refer 
to, but Andy Wood in the January magazine 
states that the Series 114 cars began in July 
1967. 1 understand the first chassis number 
for the left hand drive OTS was 1 El 5889 and 
1E1864forthe RHD equivalent. From the 
letters in your Forum there are at least four 
cars with earlier chassis numbers (see below), 
which have/had open headlights, so it would 
seem a small number were produced with 
this bonnet prior to the Series 114 starting.

Larry Denton 1E15735 

Bryan Davies 1E15813 

Dave Holloway 1E1702 
This would seem to be sufficient 
evidence to me to prove that the open 
headlight bonnet on my car is correct and 
put an end to the query in my mind since 
I bought the OTS seventeen years ago. 

Apart, that is, from Andy's story that 
a batch of Series 1 cars were allegedly 
held up at the docks in the USA and were 
hastily modified to comply with American 
regulations. More mystery! But that wouldn't 
explain Mr Holloway's car, first registered 
in England to an overseas owner.

And yet more... 


On reflection, it might have been 
better never to use the designations 

Series 1, 114 and 2, as these models 
are not greatly different from the 
original cars, the V12 being the only 
major variant of the E-type. 

There is a practical point to the discussion 
on the so-called Series 114 cars, though I 
suspect some people would say "Fraud" if 
I advertised my car for sale as a Series 1 . It 
doesn't look like an original E-type, inside 
or outside, and the higher prices have been 
paid for those cars with cowled headlights 
and little leg room. My model is referred to 


as Series 1 by Jaguar Heritage, but it needs 
something to differentiate it from both 
the Series 1 and Series 114 models. Until 
this year, I had always thought of my car as 
Series 114, but I realise now that it isn't that. 

Regarding the letter from Ian Hazeldine, I 
think the car number is missing a digit. The 
Engine Number 7E 15084-9 suggests a late- 
1967 manufacture, as it is about 1000 later 
than my car, which was built in June 1967. 

Whilst several people have gone to 
considerable trouble to document the 
detail changes in the E-type, I don't think 
one can argue with what is on an actual car, 
if that car is in original condition. I bought 
mine in the USA, new and left hand drive, 
in November 1967. It is not a Series 114 and I 
agree that manufacture of the Series 114 may 
have started very shortly after my car was 
built, as I think I am correct in recollecting 
that cars with twin carburettors and ribbed 
cam covers appeared in my local dealer's 
showroom a few weeks after I bought mine. 

I was glad I got a triple carburettor car, as 
that was said to be about 20mph faster than 
the twin carburettor version. However this 


was a bit hypothetical as the axle ratio was 
3.54:1 and the rev counter was showing 
well into the red on the only occasion I saw 
125mph on the speedometer! Maybe the 
axle ratio was another point of difference 
from the earlier Series 1 cars, as I assume 
they would had a lower numerical ratio. 

Andy Wood quotes chassis number IE 
34250 for "Modified" USA cars, but this 
number must be in a different series from 
mine or Ian Hazeldine's. The headlamp 
covers were removed before the Series 114 . 

In practical terms, I cannot see my car as 
Series 1, it doesn't look like that, because of 
the un-cowled headlamps, and it doesn't 
feel like that, because of the considerably 
greater legroom inside. The first E-type 
I thought of buying, in 1962, was ruled 
out as soon as I sat in it as my knees felt 
to be around my ears. The second one I 
looked at in 1967 was quite comfortable 
for a six footer, and I ordered one on the 
spot. The difference was 'chalk & cheese' 
to me. The attached picture was taken 
when the car was new in November 1967.

A rare XJR in more ways than one 


Carl Roder tells his story of 
not just a manual transmission 
XJR, but one with a particularly 
interesting background 

M y Jaguar XJR (C120 DER) is one of the rare 
manual gearbox variants of the X-300 XJR 
saloons. It is actually number 100 of 102 RHDs 
made or number 266 of 268 in total, confirmed 
by the Jaguar Heritage Trust and Andy Stodart. 

The car's first owner was a Mr Halsall, who owned one of the 
larger Tier 1 suppliers to Jaguar at the time, a company called 
Shalibane. I have been lucky enough to speak to him, who told me 
that over 100 parts on the car were made by his company and that 
Jaguar custom made the car for him. He was actually promised the 
last manual car to be produced but I guess that wasn't to be. 

He was allowed to walk the car through the production line 
and had the engine specially made for the car by the SVO (Special 
Vehicle Operations) department. Apparently they used all the 
best castings and they did a little bit of fettling to the cylinder 
head and bores, but this can't be proved without an engine strip 
down. Options that he chose for the car included the Harman 
Kardon stereo system, manual gearbox, cruise control (rare 
on a manual gearbox apparently), full size spare, tool kit (still 
complete) and cup holders. Being a 1997 MY car it has the air 
pump on the exhaust system. The colour is Anthracite, apparently 
only two in this colour were made. Rob Jenner has the other. 

The second owner bought the car when it was three years old, and 
he was just as enthusiastic about the car as the first (they are close 

friends). He had 
a Webasto glass 
sunroof fitted (full 
slideand tilt with 
internal blind at a 
cost of £2500). He 
kept it well serviced 
even though he 
covered a relatively 
low mileage over 
the next ten years. 

Thanks to these 
two gentlemen I 
have all the MOTs, 
tax discs, owners

Connolised. In addition the headlining and windscreen have 
been replaced. The headlining was custom made to suit the Webasto 
sunroof. The wood is like new with no fading, carpets are like new 
because Jaguar rubber mats were fitted from new, and all the switches 
etc work correctly. The only thing not working is the clock, after three 
new clocks since the car was new, I am giving up on this for now! 

The exterior of the car is very good with no signs of rust anywhere, 
even the rear wheelarches are still in good heath. The car has 
been garaged since new. As soon as I bought the car I covered 
all the wheelaches, floor panels and jacking points in underseal. I 
have also fitted mud flaps. I have had the back of the car and roof 
resprayed due to some scratches that let down the otherwise 
very good paintwork. Rear bumper mounts were also replaced. 

The paintwork has also been professionally cut and polished. 

Mechanically the car is very good; the engine is not making 
any strange noises, is not burning or leaking any oil. The manual 
gearbox, clutch and differential fluids have been changed as a 
precaution. A specialist is carrying out servicing and maintenance. 

The only modifications to the car are a lower 
bumper grill and a spring loaded leaper.

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Memories of a Mark 1 


In the 1960s David 
Ward’s father 
purchased a Mark 
1. These are David’s 
reminiscences of 
the car. 


I t was in the spring of 1962 that 
my father purchased a 1959 3.4 
litre saloon in white, or I believe 
it was more correctly known as 
Pearl Grey, with red interior and 
a manual/overdrive gearbox. 

The local Jaguar dealer checked it over, 
gave it a clean bill of health and said there 
were a number of factory modifications, but 
I regret I cannot remember all the details. It 
certainly had 9 to 1 compression engine, high 
geared steering and a limited slip differential. 

It also had a straight through exhaust system 
which could be heard half a mile away on a 
still night. The item I found most amusing 
was a simple piece of chain below the dash 
on the right hand side, used to operate a 
radiator blind. Although a common accessory 
item in the old cars, it did seem quite out of 
place in a sophisticated car like a Jaguar. 

My parents loved this car, more than 
any car they had previously owned, and I 
remember my mother saying "Faster faster" 
when doing lOOmph! I recall the ride and 
quietness, particularly at high speeds and 
the outstanding acceleration. Remember this 
was the early 1960s when such cars offering 
the performance of a Jaguar were quite rare. 
There was little available at the time that came 
anywhere near the levels of performance to 
the 3.4 litre Jaguar. The superb ride with none 
of the roll and pitch of lesser vehicles was a 
revelation. The narrow rear track has been 
criticised with hindsight, but was never noticed 
as a problem in everyday use at the time. 

Modifications made 
during ownership 

My father carried out some other 



modifications to the car during his 
ownership and these included:- 
A switch for the AED (automatic enrichment 
device). This was a simple pull/push switch 
which illuminated when in the on position. 

It was later supplemented by a red light on 
the dashboard near the overdrive switch. 

This was another common fitment to 


cars like Jaguars in those days because it 
prevented the choke from over-enriching 
the mixture when the engine was cold. 

As the original indicator warning light was 
difficult to see, he supplemented it with a 
repeater light (in green), also mounted next 
to the overdrive switch on the dashboard. 

Although models like the Mark VIII and IX

from the period had an illuminated 
overdrive switch which lit up when in 
use, this wasn't fitted to the Mark 1, so 
my father fitted one, this time in blue. 

In around 1967 he also fitted the 
later Mark 2 styled rear light units 
to the car. These had the advantage 
of having separate indicator lights 
and overall the illumination at the 
rear of the car was much better. As I 
recall the fitting and wiring was not 
as simple as originally envisaged! 

Another period option that 
my father fitted was a badge bar 
across the front of the car and 
an extra spot lamp was fitted. 

Car in service 

During the ten years of ownership the Mark 
1 proved to be mostly very reliable, requiring 
little more than brakes, tyres and only 
one exhaust replacement, so most things 
were down to normal service items. The 
brake repairs included the fitting of Mark 2 
brake discs, which were not a direct swap, 
requiring some machining to fit. At the time 
this was by necessity as Mark 1 discs were 
no longer available then. This time the disc 
brakes had square pads which were much 
easier to replace than the earlier round type 
pads. My father made a tool for extracting 
the pads and could change brake pads on 
both front wheels within ten minutes. 

Much has been written about the 
Moss gearbox fitted to these car but 
I liked it and would not change it if I 
could ever acquire a Mark 1 today. 

My father also managed to modify 
the handbrake on the car, but I regret I 
cannot remember how. Whatever he did, it 
apparently certainly made it very effective. 

As an aside I was interested to see that 
comments that have often been made about 
the quality of some replacement parts, in 
particular distributor rotor arms. The 3.4 was 
used for long journeys on a regular basis and 
on one occasion the engine cut out on the Ml, 
and my father had to coast the car over to the 
hard shoulder. He called this an "Interesting" 
moment. I recall that he indicated a dead 
engine by holding his arm vertically out of 
the window as he had seen racing drivers 
do the same thing on the track! However 
no harm was done, except to his pride, as 
he was meticulous about car maintenance. 

It transpired that the new rotor arm had 
failed, so there is nothing new after all. 

The only minor irritation with the car was the 
poor heater output, typical of these cars and 
not resolved until the S-type appeared in 1963. 

There was nothing much in the way of rust 
proofing in those days, but we did apply liberal 
quantities of engine oil to the underside, 
another common thing done in those days. 
Note the use of "we" here, you can guess 
who got covered in oil doing this? It must 
have been partially successful since only one 
door sill needed replacing and some front 
wing repairs. The car was re-sprayed once 


dealer to try to buy the Jaguar back. The 
police happened to be there and told me 
that it had been stolen from the dealer's 
premises. It was involved in a minor 'hit 
and run' incident and never seen again. 
Presumably broken for parts shortly after, 
a sad end for a car for which I hold great 
affection. I do sometimes wonder if it still 
exists in a long forgotten barn somewhere. 

As a footnote my father died in May 1973 
and my mother, now in a nursing home, 
has a picture of him with the Jaguar still by 
her bedside. Just in case anyone has any 
doubts I would love to own one now, but 
they are, sadly, out of my price range. 


Something to ponder 

There is a fairly straight section of 
road not far from where we used to 
live. It was possible, so I am told, by 
accelerating hard on the approach, 
after leaving the 30mph limit, to 
achieve lOOmph before braking 
hard, really hard. There is a sharp 
right hand corner at the end of the 
straight, onto a river bridge and 
then a sharp left hand corner which 
meant it could get a little exciting. 

There is a story, still spoken of times 
on autumn evenings when the mist rises 
from the river. It is suggested that, late 
at night, many years ago something 
large, white and emitting fearsome 
sounds, spun through 360 degrees 
on the short bridge section and then 
continued northwards at speed. 

There is much speculation as to 
what this could have been and wiser 
heads believe that i t is the ghost 
of a mill worker who fell into the 
mill stream in 1886, and who still 
appears wrapped in white cotton 
from the mill. I think this is the most 
likely scenario, certainly nothing to 
do with the previous paragraph. 


since there were rather a lot of stone chips. 

However I also learned from my father 
the procedure to clean and polish to a 
high standard. He was meticulous in both 
mechanical maintenance and keeping the car 
looking spotless. I soon became very good 
with polish and assorted cleaning materials, 
a task I thoroughly enjoyed, and still do. 

We used to holiday in south Devon every 
year and always took cleaning materials 
with us and my first task every morning was 
to ensure that the car was spotless. I say 
"task", but it was my choice and something 
I enjoyed doing. Actually I still do that today 
when taking my Jaguars to south Devon! 

When I passed my driving test he 
often let me use the Jaguar, which means 
he was very brave or trusted me. 

Moments to remember 

There were some moments to remember 
including a fast drive late at night, and when 
I stepped out to open the garage door, I fell 
down on the ice. That was cause for some 
thought. It must have been quite a car. 

I left school at the age of eighteen and had 
a girlfriend a year younger than me. During 
the following year I would sometimes take 
the Jaguar and wait outside school for her. I 
did not think anything of it at the time, but it 
probably caused some consternation amongst 
the staff. Imagine the reaction these days. 

When the Mark 1 was sold it had covered 
well over 100,000 miles and the engine 
had not been touched, and the clutch and 
gearbox were original. It never did show 
much oil pressure, around 30psi when hot 
and this never varied over the years. Oil 
consumption was in the region of 250 miles 
per pint. This sounds really bad by today's 
standards, but was normal for the time. 

My father kept this car until late in 1972, 
only selling it because he was too ill to 
manage the heavy steering (remember 
these cars didn't have power assisted 
steering). He did not tell anyone of 
what he intended for the car, otherwise 
I would have bought it myself. 

It was part exchanged for a Ford Capri 
and when I heard about it I went to the

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Binding brakes 


Your technical queries 

answered by Peter Bell 


Firstly this month an interesting 

item from one of our members on lighting. 


Q l have a Daimler 2.5 litre V8 and 

read an item in the magazine from 
Brian Viney about LED lighting. 

Here is a cautionary story which members 
should be aware of. On ?Uanuary 2011 the 
DVLA revised parts of the MOT regarding 
lighting, including more items under the 
"Right to refuse" rules. My MOT on the above 
car was due on 24^'' February, and it failed 
under the new RTR rule on LED side lamps 
"Too blue ", by observation of the examiner. 

I had changed to LED using the same 
supplier as mentioned in the article, 
to achieve the same objective - to be 
seen, also to rectify having 5 watts in a 
little tube to heat and yellow the front 
lens (a common Mark 2 problem). 

I had to change back to incandescent 
lighting to pass the MOT, and left them 
as most will know that the fitting design 
does not invite quick changing. 

Now the fun starts as part of my past 
fifty years working life revolved around 
measures of light including Kelvin - Colour 
Temperature. Readers will of-course have 
measured light in watts electrical power, not 
Lumens and Colour Temperature, particularly 
fluorescent tube lighting by descriptions such 
as "Warm White" a measure of 2700/2000 
K or "Cool White" a measure of 7000/7500K. 

In the world of Kelvin the greater the 
number the nearer to Blue Sky 10000+. 

After my failure I queried it with the 
National Physical Labs in Teddington on 
how a judgemental rule had found its 
way into the MOT. Their response was 
that it had happened, so that was that! 

The LED lamps now available that will fit 
older cars will in most instances be referred to 
as "Cool White 7000/7500 K" and invite a failure 
by the MOT observer, 
working no doubt with his new LED 
inspection lamp! Oh I forgot to mention 
a candle comes in at 1900 K.

9 For some reason the temperature 
gauge on my car has stopped 
working. Could you please tell 
ere the temperature sender 
unit is? How will I find out if it is the 
gauge or the sender unit at fault?

A Peter Bell comments: The water 

temperature sender unit is on the side of 
the inlet manifold, near the thermostat 
housing. The wire to it can easily get displaced 
when servicing the distributor, but if your 


wipers park well enough but the sweep 
stops approximately halfway across the 
driver's side of the screen (right hand drive 
of course). They seem to cover a bit more 
of the passenger side so I am wondering 
if it could be set up incorrectly, or have 
the wrong gear wheel inside the motor, 
or even if it is off a left hand drive car. 

Any thoughts would be appreciated?

A Peter Bell comments: First make 
sure that the wiper motor is securely 
fastened to the inner wing and that 
the wiper wheel boxes and rack connections 
are tight, as any movement here will 
mean a reduced sweep of the wipers. 

The wrong gear in the motor could cause 
this, but it's more likely that the parking 
position for the wipers has been adjusted 
incorrectly and the wipers are in the wrong 
position on their spindles as a result. Parking 
can be altered by turning the knurled adjuster 
situated next to the wiper rack tube. 

A left hand drive wiper motor will park on the 
passenger side of the windscreen. As South African 
cars are RHD, this shouldn't be different to UK 
versions, and should park on the driver's side. 


Q When I start my Mark 2 from cold, the 
brakes are completely free. However, 
after a few miles the rear brakes 
tend to bind causing them to get hot. I first 
noticed this while covering a journey of 
around 600km after a restoration, where 
the car had stood for about nine months. 
Prior to this I didn't notice anything.

A Peter Bell comments: If the 

callipers seem free, I would suspect 
the problem is with the rear brake 
hose. Although the exterior may look ok, 
over time the rubber of the hose deteriorates 
and softens and in some instances it can act 
as a one-way valve. Fluid can pass through 
ok, but the pressure isn't fully released when 
you take your foot off the brake pedal. 


Breather position 


Q Having read correspondence about the Mark 2 rear axle and oil leaks, 
it has prompted me to ask where the breather pin hole is located. 

I have recently changed the original oil seal on the pinion of my 1964 Daimler 2.5 litre 
V8, because it was leaking. However I wondered whether the leak was exacerbated due to a 
blocked breather. I have closely inspected the axle and can find no trace of a hole anywhere. 

I do have a spare axle 
which his a few years 
younger and cannot 
see anything obvious 
on that either.

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Ball joint issues 


Q Referring to the lower ball joints, 
can you remove the gaiter by 
stripping down the lower ball joint, 
as I cannot release the joint from the 
stub axle carrier? Also is there a problem 
to watch out for when replacing the V 
shaped front cross member mounting?

A Peter Bell comments: You don't 
mention what car this is. If it's a 1960s 
saloon then other than the steering 
column very little is affected by dropping 
the suspension to change the V mounts. 

To change the ball Joint gaiter you have to 
release the tapered stud end of the ball Joint 
from the bottom of the upright. With the 
weight of the car supported under the bottom 
wishbone, undo the Nylock nut holding the ball 
Joint until it's only on by a couple of threads - this 
will protect the thread during the next step and 
stop the upright falling away from the lower 
wishbone when they part company. Striking 
the side of this lower part of the upright 
repeatedly with a hammer should shock the 
taper loose, after which you can remove the 
nut completely and replace the gaiter. 

To make access a bit easier, you can remove 
the track rod end ball Joint from the steering 
arm before you tackle the lower ball Joint. 


Fuel leak and 
overdrive jerk 


I have a couple of problems with my 
I 1 Mark 2. Firstly it is leaking petrol. 

Between the two carburettors there is 
what looks like a plunger next to an electric 
valve with an up-facing tube. On tickover 
the engine seems to lose power with a few 
drops of petrol pouring out of this area. 

Secondly when I take the car out of 
overdrive, if I do it after I have come off 
the power, the car clunks down very 
hard so am I doing something wrong? 

Do I have to drop overdrive with the 
clutch depressed, or is there a fault?

A Peter Bell comments: It sounds like 
the front carburettor is flooding, as 
it is this that the choke mechanism 
(between the carburettors) is connected to. 

I'd first remove the top of the float chamber 
and take the brass float out to see if any fuel 
has leaked into it. If so it will need replacing. 
Check the float height setting is correct, and 
make sure that the steel breather pipe that 
goes to the top of the float chamber isn't 
blocked. The arrangement of sealing 
washers on this pipe is very important - the 
plain aluminium washer goes on top of the 
pipe, and there should be a special red fibre 
washer between the pipe and the chamber 
lid - without it the vent pipe won't work. 

If you find anything amiss or incorrectly 
assembled on the front carburettor, it would be 
worth checking the rear one too. Just in case. 

Referring to the overdrive problem, I usually 
dip the clutch slightly when coming out of 
overdrive, which helps to damp out the load 
that suddenly gets put through the drivetrain. If 
you're getting a noise when doing so, there could 
be a fault present - perhaps a loose propshaft 
Joint or worn UJ, loose rear hub or road wheel. 


Engine cooiing 

Q l have a problem of recent overheating of my car 1961 3.8 litre Mark 2. It was always 
a bit marginal but recent warm temperatures seem to have pushed it over the edge. 
I thought it may have been a stuck thermostat so took the housing 
apart to find that there wasn't one there! I have had the car for about twelve years 
and bought it from a specialist, so there was probably an issue when I bought it. 

However, I have now had the radiator re-cored and it runs at about 75 degrees 
when up to full temperature compared to the 90+ that it used to register. 

I would like to put a thermostat in as I understand that flow distribution to two 
of the cylinders may be affected. I have not used the car much each year, just a few 
hundred miles locally really, so hopefully all should be ok. It runs fine otherwise. 

The manifold arrangement just looks like the one in the Jaguar service manual, page D.8 
fig 6, and my engine number is LB4894-8. As there are a few types of thermostat available 
from suppliers I was told to get advice on which type was originally fitted to the car.

A Pete Bell comments: Without a thermostat fitted, the rear of the 
engine can overheat as the coolant will tend to follow the path of 
least resistance and flow around the front of the engine only. 

The correct thermostat for a Mark 2 would be the 'bellows' type, rather than the old Wax-Stat 
design. When operating, these block off the slot in the water rail for the passing of coolant through 
the bypass circuit, 
thereby giving 
a slightly more 
thorough flow 
around the rest 
of the engine. 

If any difficulty 
in obtaining one 
of these, in lieu 
of anything else 
a conventional 
thermostat of the 
coolest temperature 
available (74 
degrees) would 
suffice. 


Horn sounding off 

Q My 240 has developed the embarrassing problem of sounding 
off the horn when turning the steering wheel. 

I have taken off the horn ring but cannot see any fault. Could it be a frayed 
cable? If so, it looks as though it could be quite a difficult one to replace, is it?

A Pete Bell comments: It's possible that the cable inside the column is shorting 
out, but it's more likely that the lower steering column bush has broken up and 
is allowing the slip ring to touch the outer column when load is applied. 

If you go under the bonnet, get hold of the lower steering column near the bulkhead, try 
moving it up and down. It shouldn't be possible to move it more than a few millimetres.

Q l thought the battery had failed in 
my remote alarm/central locking 
control of my 1993 4.0 litre XJ-S. 
The car opened with the key manually 
and it triggered the alarm. I replaced 
the battery in the key fob and managed 
to deactivate the alarm. Since then the 
remote does not work despite fitting 
another new battery and I cannot lock the 
car using the manual key, can you help?

■ thought the following may be of interest 
to other members. For more than a 
year I spent time trying to trace the 
source of an intermittent and annoying 
noise, which seemed to come from 
the underside of the car, or behind the 
glovebox lining, or under the passenger 
seat of my left hand drive XJS. 

The car is in very good general order, 
the noise did not get worse, and it 
only occurred when going over road 
bumps or manhole covers, so it's only 
recently that a full investigation was done. 


twenty years, was convinced it came from 
behind the glovebox and spent hours, 
but could not trace. In the end he took 
out the passenger seat, laid down with 
his head in the footwell and traced the 
noise coming from the front of the car. 

The culprit was part number C30115 a 
buffer at top of the front shock absorber, 
two of, where the shock absorber is fixed to 
the body. These buffers are not rubber (at 
least not on my car), but a sort of composite 
material, 100% worn out after nineteen years. 

So, if you cannot trace that noise as to 
where it come from, check these buffers first, 
it was incredible that such a noise from so far 
forward seemed to come from inside the 
cockpit, and this above road and engine 
noise, transmitted via the bodywork.

when I didn't need the car for five days. 
Before this, over months, with advice 
from David Marks, I checked the noise 
being like a rattle, an undertray coming 
loose, door lock action rods tapping, having 
come out of the guides and other things. 

All the underside was subsequently 
checked, and that included the exhaust 
system, underside of seats, central 
trunking console removed, etc. Then 
the windscreen wiper motor action 
rods, blower unit behind glovebox liner, 
engine compartment cross struts, every 
nut and bolt in sight, all to no avail. 

The noise seemed to come from inside the 
car or near it, but of course noises tend to 'travel'. 

My Jaguar mechanic, who has

Key fob problems 
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Spring removal safety 

Q l need to remove and overhaul the front suspension on a 1985 XJ-S 
HE, and plan to use a 500kg engine support beam. Tm not sure if this 
is sufficient to safely take the weight off the front mounts. 

Could you also confirm that the only way to remove the springs safely 
is with a through type Jaguar spring compressor? The compressors I 
have are of the claw type which sit on the outside.

A David Marks comments: 500kg will be fine as the engine and gearbox weigh about 
605lbs but some weight will still be on the gearbox mount, so the beam will be fine. 
Regarding the removal of the springs you MUST use the correct type of spring 
compressor. These springs are extremely strong and if something were to slip, it could 
result in a disaster. Also the spring is so compressed that you will have difficulty in 
getting two legged pullers like yours in, even if they were to be up to the job. 

Best to acquire the correct compressor for the job and one can be 
hired from the Club's tool hire service via Annie Jenkins. 






A David Marks comment: Try the key 

in the passenger door and see if it locks. 
If not, it may be that there has been a 
partial lock change sometime in the past with 
the car. Also if you have another key, try that. 

You will need to have the fob checked 
with an RF receiver to see if it is functioning 
correctly. Many garages now have such 
equipment for the checking of key fobs. 

If the fog is not working, you will need to 
replace it and program it to the car. Check 
your handbook which should give you 
the instructions for doing this as there 
are several methods depending upon the 
actual model year. If the fob is functioniong, 
it may just require re-programming. 


Lamba sensors and 
gearbox oil change 


Q l have owned my XJ-S coupe from new 
and it has now covered 65,000 miles 
and it is still in showroom condition. 

I have two questions. Firstly at the last MOT 
the car failed with defective Lambda sensors, 
although they had only covered 4000 miles 
since previously replaced. Is it possible to 
have the old ones cleaned for re-use? 

Secondly, as a boat owner I am 
accustomed to changing engine oil by 
sucking the old oil out using a pump 
with a pipe down the dipstick tube. I 
wonder if I could do the same with the 
automatic transmission on my car?

A David Marks comments: The oxygen 
sensor 'fault' may well be due to poor 
earthing of the engine management 
system. So, remove and clean all the earth 
terminals to the engine management, including 
all those adjacent to the battery in the boot 
and the ones in the engine bay bulkhead. 

Also, run an extra earth link from the back of 
the inlet manifold on each side of the engine to 
the bulkhead earth points, using a good quality 


3.6 litre engine problems 

Q Can you tell me what the firing order is for a 1985 XJ-S 
3.6 litre engine, and what position on the rotor cap is 1? 

If the car is consuming 8 miles per gallon of petrol, 
we can safely say it's a bit poorly! At the same time, despite 
a sound thrashing, the temperature gauge never gets above 
the minimum mark, though it does budge a little from 
time to time. Could it be assumed that because it does not 
register the engine warming, it is permanently running 
'on choke' and would a new thermostat deal with this?

A David Marks comments: The firing order of 
the 3.6 litre engine is 1,5,3,6,2,4 and number one 
is at the front. No. 1 cylinder on the distributor 
cap is approximately at the four-o'clock position. 

At 8mpg the engine is certainly not running well and it may 
be because the thermostat has failed, the coolant temperature 
sensor, the ignition timing is out, the fuel pressure is too high, the 
throttle potentiometer has failed or the valve timing is out. 

A thermostat is a device that controls the engine 
temperature by sensing the temperature and opening or closing an aperture to vary coolant flow accordingly. The temperature 
sensor is a probe screwed into the engine that sends a signal to either the instrument pack or the engine control module, depending 
upon type, that varies according to engine temperature, i.e it senses temperature but has no direct means of controlling it. 

The valve timing does go out of specification over time due to stretching of the chains. You will need to remove 
the cam cover and use a dial gauge to establish the true engine TDC (top dead centre), and then reset both the valve 
timing and also the ignition timing marker, as these tend to move over time for whatever reason. 

All the data required, together with instructions for the work, can be found in the factory workshop manual and I would 
suggest that you purchase one of these and read it thoroughly to obtain the detailed information you require. 
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Stiff gear select 

Q l have a 1994 XJS Celebration with the 
4.0 litre automatic transmission which 
has been little used for the last couple 
of years and stood up for the last six months. 

I am currently checking this over to 
use on a regular basis and have freed off 
and re assembled the rear brake calipers 
and handbrake mechanism. The gear 
selector was very stiff when I last moved 
the car and the problem I now have is 
that the gear selector is stuck at P. 

Initially I need to adjust the handbrake 
shoes but cannot align the hole in the hub/ 
disc without putting the gear selector at N. 

Secondly I cannot move the car. Can you 
please advise what the problem with the 
gear selector may be and how to sort it out. 

(The car is currently up on my four poster 
lift sitting on the wheels free beams).

A David Marks comments: These 
cars have a gear select interlock 
whereby unless you have the ignition 
on and the brake pedal pressed, it will not 
come out of park. Meeting the above two conditions operates a solenoid which in turn removes the lock from the gearlever gate. 

Otherwise, if the selector is very stiff, it may well be the gear select cable, so detach it from the gearbox 
and see what it is like. If it is still stiff whilst not connected to the box, change the cable. 


cable and connections, not those horrible 
scotch lock type. Hopefully this will resolve 
things and the sensor may show up to be ok. 

To extract the old oil from the gearbox 
it can be done via the dipstick tube, using 
a vacuum pump. You will need to remove 
the sump to change the filter however. 

If you have a 1994 car, it may have 
the later type 4-speed GM gearbox and 
these are slightly easier to maintain. 


GM400 seal and 
bonnet locks 


Q My Lynx XJ-S VI 2 has been stored 
for many years. It still starts and 
runs fine but I am losing automatic 
transmission fluid from the rear seal of 
the Gl\/1400 gearbox. Is it possible to 
replace this seal without stripping or 
removing the gearbox from the car? 

There seems to be only one large nut 
holding the rear output shaft in place so 
can I simply remove this to replace it? 

Another issue is that the bonnet of 
my car will not shut, or should I saw lock 
down. The two catches either side on the 
bulkhead do not seem to lock down, they 
just release the bonnet all the time. I have 
liberally oiled them, even released the 
cables without shutting the bonnet to free 
them off, all to no avail, so do these break? 
Eric Berrill. 

A David Marks comments: Yes, you can 
replace the seal in situ but you must be 
careful extracting the old one so that you 
do not damage the housing. Access is a little 
tricky due to the proximity of the propshaft. 

Regarding the bonnet it may be that 
the cables are stretched and require 
replacement, or that the latch boxes are 
incorrectly adjusted. They are bolted 
via slotted holes into the bulkhead. 


Stiff manual gear changes 

Q l have a 1985 XJ-S 3.6 litre with manual transmission and my problem 
is that it is extremely difficult to engage V\ 2""^ and reverse gears. 

This has not been a gradual build-up but has occurred in a matter of 
days so could the answer be as simple as topping up the oil in the gearbox? 

Should it be necessary to remove the gearbox, would you consider 
that this could be done by a layman with limited resources?

A David Marks comment: These gearboxes were originally lubricated with 
SAE 80 oil but it is much better to use Dexron 1 1 1 transmission fluid as this 
enhances the shift quality by a long way. Later gearboxes were specified 
to use this fluid and we now use it in all Getrag manual gearboxes, including my 
own cars and have done so for many years with no problems whatsoever. 

However, if this problem has occurred suddenly, I suspect it will either by a 
clutch or gear linkage issue, assuming it does have oil in the gearbox! 

Obviously therefore check the oil level and adjust if necessary. Then if needs be, have someone 
operate the gears 
whilst you look 
from underneath 
the car to see 
if there is any 
play or slack 
in the system 
from degraded 
gear lever plate 
mount bushes, 
and/or the gear 
lever to select rod 
bush. Check the 
clutch damper 
unit, the round 
disc like unit 
that fits in the 
pipework from 
the master to 
slave cylinder. 

When this fails 
it will cause all 
sorts of odd 
faults, so this 
could be the 
problem.

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The Paul Skilleter historical article - NUB 120 




It was 65 years ago that this most 
famous of XK120s began its rallying 
career. Paul Skilleter tells its story 


I aguar had launched its XK120 
in 1949 but although it had 
I won a production car race 
at Silverstone that year, and 
achieved over 130mph at Jabbeke, 
it took NUB 120's performances in 
international rallies to prove that 
the new sports car really did have 
the speed and durability to excel 
in real-world conditions. As The 


Motor magazine wrote at the time, 
NUB 120 proved that 'The XK120 
can go fast in confined quarters 
and withstand more punishment 
than any ordinary driver is likely 
to be able to mete out to it... To 
score successes in an Alpine a good 
power to weight ratio is needed, 
backed up by good controllability, 
powerful brakes and reliability which 


permits maintenance work to be 
forgotten for 2000 very hard miles." 

In the 1950s, rallies like the Tulip and Alpine 
were accorded massive coverage by the 
press, which included the daily papers, and 
manufacturers fell over themselves to achieve 
good results - which they then trumpeted 
widely to the public through advertisements. 
So no wonder Jaguar were receptive to a 
credible rally driver who wanted to enter

an XK120 in the major European events. 

Ian Appleyard certainly had credibility. 
Using two different SSIOOs, he had gained 
impressive results in the 1947 and 1948 
International Alpine Trials. In the latter 
event he actually made best performance 
overall, despite LNW 100 (49010) being a 
very dated pre-war design. Using the same 
car he also achieved a class win and second 
overall in the 1949 Tulip Rally; whether the 


fact that Ian also happened to be engaged 
to William Lyons' elder daughter Patricia 
may or may not have further influenced 
Jaguar to respond sympathetically! 

Anyway, the 26-year-old, whose family 
owned the Appleyards of Leeds dealership, 
was fortunate enough to obtain one of 
just six XK120S allocated early in 1950 by 
Jaguar to selected private owners in the UK 
who were deemed likely to produce good 


results In competition. All the cars were 
right hand drive, with Appleyard's having a 
completion date of March 1950; one of the 
240 aluminium-bodied cars built, its chassis 
number was 660044, engine no. W 1 148-8, 
and registered NUB 120 it was delivered 
to Appleyards of Leeds Ltd on 12th April. 

Privileged indeed were these six owners: 
almost all other early XK 120s were exported 
and in 1950 only a handful remained in the UK. ^

Ian Appleyard nnight well have contested 
the 1949 Alpine in an XK120, except that the 
slow build rate of these cars, with their hand- 
assembled ash frame bodies, meant that too 
few had been produced to qualify them as 
production cars under the organising club's 
definition. As it was, NUB 120 arrived only just 
in time for Ian and Pat to contest the 1950 
International Tulip Rally. They had chosen 
Glasgow as their starting point for the 2,000 
mile event, and NUB 120 was the only XK 
running, emphasising the rarity of the new car. 

Despite having had minimal time to test the 
car and make adjustments, the couple arrived 
at the finish ready for the final test having put 
up the best time out of 300-1- competitors. 

"But then came bitter disappointment", Ian 
later recounted. "I had apparently incurred 
a heavy penalty for failing to get my front 
wheels properly over one of the white lines 
in the test - a matter of two inches!" 

All this did, however, was to harden Ian's 
resolve to achieve even greater perfection, 
and in their second event with NUB, the 


Morecombe Rally, he and Pat put up the best 
performance by a production car. This boded 
well for the all-important Alpine Trial, by 
which time Pat had become Ian's wife as they 
had married in May 1950 - mainly because, 

Pat says, so they could co-habit on such rallies 
without eyebrows being raised... They had 
met in 1948 and, explains Pat, "I was very keen 
to get into rallying, and it was so different in 
those days - girls had to have a bloke to hang 
on to. But in the early days, in club events up in 
the Welsh hills, I remember being thoroughly 
miserable and I was always sick. But I'd just 
met Ian and was still very enthusiastic." 

The 1950 Alpine Trial started from Marseilles 
on the evening of 15^^ July, with NUB 120 
amongst 98 starters and 38 different makes. 
Six stages were involved, the longest being 
450 miles, and at sections within the stages 
were controls where a leeway of only two 
minutes from the set time was allowed. 

This meant highly accurate navigation on 
the part of the navigator, but fortunately 
Pat excelled with maps and stop-watches. 


Average speeds ranged from 37y2 mph 
over the mountains (which may seem 
slow until you've tried it!) to nearly 70mph 
over the fast roads in northern Italy. No 
allowances were made for maintenance or 
refuelling stops, which increased the true 
average speed required dramatically. 

At the start of each day, just five minutes 
were allowed for the crew to stow luggage, 
start the car and get to the start line. There 
were special timed sections and hill climbs, 
and one extraordinary feature of the Alpine 
was a Flying Kilometre special test. Recorded 
Ian, "In a typically Italian way the road was 
open to normal traffic going in both directions 
and the competing Rally cars, travelling 
at their maximum speeds, hurtled in and 
out amongst them." The mind boggles... 

Pat remembers that first Alpine well. "On 
the first night I was almost unconscious at 
the end of the first stage as we were getting 
some awful exhaust fumes. I was terribly 
sick and in fact I think a doctor said I was 
suffering from carbon monoxide poisoning. If 
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Ian and Pat Appleyard, together with NUB 120, were virtually in a class of their own in 
the early 1950s.

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I remember rightly we put a temporary thing 
on the exhaust to take the fumes around the 
side - they'd been coming in over the back." 

NUB 120's first Alpine Rally was not 
without incident, as there were problems 
with fuel starvation (resulting in hastily- 
added bonnet louvres) and a jammed first 
gear, but car and crew did not fail to arrive 
at the finish in Cannes exactly on time. 

Over the preceding week they had lost no 
marks, therefore gaining a Coupe des Alpes 
along with 11 other trophies, and were 
first in the General Classification. It was a 
superb result, and a complete vindication 
of Jaguar's faith in the Appleyards. 

After three lower-key UK events, NUB 
120 was prepared for the 1951 international 
season. Again, major successes were achieved, 
Ian and Pat making Best Performance in the 
'Tulip', and once more completed the Alpine 
Rally with no loss of marks. At home, they won 


the Morecombe Rally, and 
made Best Performance in 
the increasingly important 
RAC Rally Of Great Britain. 
Then Pat herself took the 
wheel for the Lakeland 
Rally, and came away 
with a Ladies' Prize. 

This sort of success was 
hard-earned, as quite 
apart from the skill of 
the crew, it was much 
preparation and thought 
which brought the results. 
Said Ian in an interview 

A third penalty-free run in the 
1952 Alpine Rally gained the 
Appleyards the first Alpine 
Gold Cup ever awarded, an 
achievement Jaguar made 
sure the world knew about. 
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with Don Law:" I spent hours thinking out 
the possible problems we could encounter 
and making necessary preparations and 
improvements. I also used to practise 
changing wheels, adjusting the brakes, etc. 

"I spent hours organising things prior 
to the event. Like, for example, one night 
I sat thinking about the louvred bonnet. 
Sometimes in Parc Ferme the car would 
be parked facing downhill, and I thought 
that, if it rained, the plug well could fill up 
with water. I made a special tonneau cover 
for the bonnet to stop the water getting 
in. On one event I jacked up the car with 
the proper jack to adjust the brakes. It was 
on the Tulip and the jack sank into the 
tarmac and skewered the car solid. I ran up 
the road to a lorry park and brought back 
eight burly lorry drivers to lift the car up. 

"At home after the rally I played around 
with several jacks until I found the right 
one with a long handle, which I placed 
under the front wishbone and, with two 
turns, the wheel was off the ground. There 
were about twenty XK120s on one event 
we did, but most of them didn't have a 
clue. It was our pre-event preparation 
which was to help us gain our results." 

Even by 1952 and into its third season of 
rallying, the faithful NUB 120 was deemed

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highly competitive, including for the Alpine 
Rally - though it was another XK120, that 
of Maurice Gatsonides, which finished 
ahead of the Appleyards in the General 
Classification this time. However, NUB 120 
again finished unpenalised, a remarkable 
feat which resulted in Ian and Pat being 
awarded the first-ever Alpine Gold Cup, 
for three consecutive penalty-free runs. 

NUB did not run in the Tulip' for the 
simple reason that the Appleyards had 
adopted the Mark VII for this event. 

Finally, in 1953 a new XK120 (661071) 
was prepared; registered RUB 120, this 
was a steel-bodied open two-seater. But 
NUB 120 was to have a final fling, in March 
when Ian and Pat contested the RAC 
Rally - and came away first in the General 
Classification! As for RUB 120, this gave 
its crew a fourth Coupe des Alpes, and 
the car ended its days with a drophead 
coupe body fitted by Ian for the Viking 
Rally (661071 was broken up in the 1960s 
but its original roadster body survives). 

The 1953 season was the Appleyards' last, 
and only occasionally was Ian to be seen 
behind the wheel of a rally car thereafter, 
devoting his time to the family business. 
NUB 120 was retired and eventually was 
returned to Jaguar, when it was mostly kept 
in the showroom at Browns Lane, although 
was later displayed for a number of years in

the National Motor Museum at Beaulieu in 
the New Forest. From the 1970s it became 
increasingly used for press gatherings and 
shows, then more recently it appeared many 
times in the Mille Miglia retrospective. 

Fortunately Jaguar and the JDHT have 
acknowledged in the last few years that 
the old warrior, which has never been 


restored, should no longer be exposed to 
the dangers posed by semi-competitive 
events. Its irreplaceable originality is now 
more safely preserved but NUB 120 is far 
from a museum piece and is often seen out 
and about, to remind of us a time when a 
Jaguar was at the top of European rallying.

The Editor considers the 
benefits and deficiencies of 
the New XJ in diesel form. 


A S many regular readers will 
know, I have owned an early 
X-350 3.5 litre V8 petrol XJ for 
eleven years now, something 
close to the longest I have owned a single 
car in my life. Not only is the car one of 
many Jaguars that have passed through 
my hands since a teenager, but this one 
also has the privilege of being the car 
I have covered the highest mileage in, 
to date 230,000 miles. Because of that I 
consider it to be the best Jaguar I have 
owned so far and certainly one of the 
best saloons Jaguar have produced. 

So why am I singing the praises of 
the X-350 so much, yet reporting here 
on the successor to that car the X-351 
(or New XJ as Jaguar used to call it)? 

The X-350 has served me well and still 
behaves itself but, as the mileage signifies, 

I do a lot of miles and recently that mileage 
has increased with a grandson we look 
after at least once a week and another 
new grandson in deepest Hampshire 
necessitating regular family visits. The 


combination of those factors means more 
miles, more exposure of the car to wear 
and tear and not least extra costs in fuel. 

Fuel is at the heart of the matter and 
although I have always found the XJ quite 
frugal by large V8 engined car standards 
(regularly obtaining 30mpg on a run), 
after assessing my mileage and fuel costs 
over the years, there is no doubt that I 
could have saved a lot of money using 
either a smaller, more economical car, 

OR moving over to a diesel variant. 

I have never been a lover of the diesel 
engine. After experiences in a previous life 
with company car Ford Sierra diesel estates 
that were powered by a rather archaic, heavy, 
noisy, agricultural Peugeot engine and 
suffering the noxious fumes and black smoke 
emitting from many high mileage cars, 
vans, trucks and buses, it has never been 
anything I have ever contemplated again. 

However, after driving several diesel 
engined Jaguars on test in recent years, I 
have come to realise that there is more to 
them than just a heavy oil-burner. Having 
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also liked the look and feel of the New XJ since 
it was released in 2009, 1 thought it was time 
to re-evaluate the car if ever I was thinking 
of moving on from my X-350. Hence Jaguar's 
PR were willing to supply me with such a 
car for a period of eight days up to Easter. 

The car 

The one Jaguar provided was not exactly the 
car I would or could buy because I see little 
need for a long wheelbase Ultimate model, 
but it did have the 3.0 litre twin-turbo diesel 
engine which is really what this was all about. 

For the benefit of readers who may not 
be aware, the Ultimate model is the top 
top-of-the-range XJ. With the benefit of 
the longer wheelbase, the car is fitted 
out with individual rear seating with 
powered adjustment, heated, cooling and 
even massaging. The cosseted rear seat 
occupants also get footrests, individual 
business tables, window blinds and TV/ 

DVD screens plus a rear multi-media 
system, all operated by a remote control. 

If that wasn't enough there is an intercom 
system between the front and rear 
compartments - what more could you want?

these 'intelligent' gearboxes do tend to 
adjust to the driver, so more on this later. 

10 days and 1500 
miles later 

It was not my intention to mess around 
but to use the car in exactly the same way 
I would use my own XJ. That would cover a 
wide range of motoring from long distance 
motorway cruising to local shopping 
exploits, and include holiday trips over Easter. 

As the car was delivered to the Jaguar 
Castle Bromwich Visitors Centre in 
Birmingham to coincide with our V12 
engine seminar, my first journey was around 
Birmingham and Coventry on various 
errands prior to the seminar. Despite some 
heavy traffic and regular stop/starts, the 
fuel consumption looked very promising 
at 36mpg. I think that is pretty close to 
the very best figure I ever achieved with 
my X-350 on a long late night non-stop.

Upon start-up you can't ignore the 
fact that this is a diesel from the noise 
and the vibration through the body. This 
model has the fairly new 8-speed gearbox 
operated via the now usual Jaguardrive 
system and much of the under-pinnings 
are very similar to the previous XJ. 

On moving off it still feels like a bigger 
car and visibility is not its best point. 

Forward and side vision is good, but with 
the heavily tinted rear door windows and 
screen rearward visibility is somewhat 
impaired. This is heightened by the fact 
that because of the severe slope of the roof, 
the height of the rear seat back/headrests 
and the shallowness of the rear screen, 
visibility overall is not a patch on the X-350. 

On the road the noise of the diesel was still 
obviously present, greater than I would have

enormous centre console that sought 
of dominates the interior. The steering 
wheel is a little smaller yet dominates 
the driver position and generally the 
interior gives an air of quality, if a 
little 'bling' with all that chrome. 


expected and liked. Having been used to 
driving so many XJs over the years with silky 
smooth V8s and V12s, this was something of 
a disappointment. I also found the 8-speed 
gearbox to be not as smooth as my own 
6-speed ZF but of course, I was borrowing 
a car that had covered nearly 17,000 miles 
already in various hands, and these days

Over to the opinions of my wife Pauline (who has virtually 
travelled as much in our X-350 as I have) and long-term 
friend Jill Smith (wife of member Ian, both of whom 
enjoyed a couple of days out over Easter in the car). 

The ladies both liked the impressive legroom and 
comfort of the rear seating. Pauline thought the seating 
was harder and therefore not quite as comfortable as our 
own car. Both however felt the seats were well supportive 
and with the benefit of so much control over positioning, 
lumber, bolster and squab support, once they got used 
to all the buttons and switches, ideal seating positions 
could be found. A big plus was the massaging features 
along with heating and cooling. As Jill said "It's really 
nice to be driven along in such comfort with great back 
support and having it massaged at the same time - bliss!" 

There were so many controls for seating, air 
conditioning, audio and visual, that it was difficult 
to understand and comprehend it all. Also with

the business tables (we used to call these picnic clelights of the Ultimate's luxury interior. 

tables!), it was all a bit overpowering. Probably 

great for a businessman or a government official, but too much for the average female passenger! The tables incidentally were 
never in the right position to make proper use of them, some aspects of which were dependent on the front seat positioning. 

Overall, a really comfortable car to be driven in, easy to enter and exit, plenty of space and storage, and a great ride.

traffic free drive back from the south. 

The next trip was the return home to 
Yorkshire after the seminar, a distance 
of something like 100 miles covering 
some fast motorway cruising and 
some local roads; the net result being 
an astonishing 45mpg average. 

So far so good although I still couldn't 
get away from the fact that the diesel 
engine always made itself known unless 
you were at steady cruising speeds. 

Road noise was a little greater and I 
was surprised at the wind noise coming 
from the twin sunroofs, although to be 
fair it was fairly windy at the time. 

Apart from the initially astonishing fuel 
consumption the other surprise was the 
incredible torque from the engine. This 
car with very little persuasion could rocket 
up the mph. Within the first few days I 
came to the conclusion that I couldn't 
understand why any normal driver would 
want to buy a 5.0 litre petrol engined XJ. 
The two cars (compared with my 3.5 litre 
petrol engine car) are remarkably similar in 
brake horse power, but the diesel torque 
is far superior. The 3.0 litre diesel met 
and exceeded all one's expectations for 
general performance. Yes overall more 
noisy than an equivalent petrol engine but 
nicely throaty under power but relaxingly 
quiet once wound up to cruising speed. 

One of the most interesting aspects

of the performance was the revs in 
relation to speed. On the motorway 
at a steady 75mph, the engine was 
turning over at less than 1500rpm, a 
quite astonishingly relaxed engine. 

Amazingly the fuel consumption dipped 
and peaked, yet in every way, exceeded 
what I expected. For example, even during 
extended city driving and stop starts from 
cold, I couldn't get it to drop below an 
average of 34mpg. The worst consumption 
came on a single cold-start run in traffic and 
congestion for about 12 miles, that came 
out at 28mph, yet within another 20 miles 
it levelled off at an average of 34mpg. 

With the performance and economy 
now a given what of the other motion 
aspect of the car, handling? Well this is a 
big car and you can't help but know you 
are driving a long wheelbase example. 
Although it doesn't wallow, and it 
certainly will handle well around bends, 
it didn't initially feel as confident as my 
own short wheelbase XJ. However, you 
can't knock the handling capabilities for 
such a large car, but, read on later. 

Then there is the steering and brakes. 

With the smaller steering wheel you feel 
in control and the car is without doubt a 
'point and squirt' performer with excellent 
response and feel. As for the brakes they are 
magnificent, controllable and with wonderful 
feel. I can't speak too highly of these pointers.

Coming down to comfort and interior 
ambience, this is a real car of quality. 

With endless options of seat adjustment, 
particularly with the side bolster adjustment, 
I found what for me was the perfect seating 
position. For rear seat passengers the 
same applied with incredible control over 
all aspects of adjustment (and of course 
legroom). Many people have adversely 
commented on rear seat headroom, perhaps 
a common problem with the current 
fashionable crop of coupe styled saloons. 

I sat in the back on a couple of occasions 
and I gave a lift to several people including 
two quite tall individuals and that included 
our own Club PR Manager, Tony Ridge, 
who has great difficulty in finding many 
seats comfortable. We all experienced no 
headroom problems or made reference 
to headroom, entry or exit problems. 

I have to say that I am not a lover of the 
trend to privacy glass and with a black 
car exterior and black interior, it didn't 
look right and made for a very 'dim' 
back seat area. No-one who travelled 
in the rear compartment liked it. 

All the controls are easy to hand and 
logical. One gets used to the digital 
instrumentation and the touchscreen is 
easy to navigate although I can't say the 
same for the sat nav system. Despite all 
the development over the years, I have 
never found a sat nav system to beat the 
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The Ultimate interior with individual rear seats, business tables and screens 
are just part of the comprehensive package for this model. 


The digital 'virtual' instrumentation takes a bit of getting used to, particularly as displays 
change according to what is happening. For instance the rev counter changes to a read out for 
important messages and the fuel/temp gauges change to sat nav read-outs when in use. 


Trafficmaster Smartnav system I had fitted 
to my car some years ago. After extensive 
use of the one in this XJ, it was of little 
serious assistance, particularly with Bank 
Holiday traffic problems. The trouble 
with the New XJ system is that it seems 
to work totally illogically and never once 
achieved the results on known routes that 
my own system (or my common sense) 
did. Disappointing from an expensive 
and sophisticated car these days. 

Referring back to visibility this car 
had a reverse camera which really 
because of the lack of site at the rear, was 
vital. Being such a big car it isn't easily 
manoeuvrable in tight car parks and 
the extra length of the long wheelbase 
can produce embarrassing situations 
with overhang in some parking slots. 

Stylistically I have always liked the XJ 
since the very first time I saw it in the 
preview with Jaguar Cars. Although the 
XF followed the basic styling culture as 
the XJ, in my opinion that design needs 
the extra bulk and length of the XJ to 
show off its best. Indeed although I am 
not a lover of the long wheelbase, there 
is little doubt that the design comes off 
even better with the extra length. 

Conclusions 

I covered a total of 1383 miles so let's review 
the outcome of the drivability. In the end, 
and after finally returning to my own X-350, 

I found the best attribute of my 'old' car 
was the smoothness and quietness of the 
engine. On cold start-up and under even 
quite light acceleration, the old AJ-V8 engine 
surpassed the diesel by some margin. 

On the other hand the plus points of 
the 3.0 litre diesel were the torque of the 
engine, the amazingly light and controllable 
brakes, the superior (not so soft) ride and the 
slightly lighter but more positive steering. 

One thing which improved the more I 
used the car but still didn't quite match 
the X-350 was in the smoothness of the 
gearbox changes. Despite this being an 
8-speed (compared to my 6-speed), the 
moment I started driving my own car again, 

I confirmed how smooth my own car was. 

However the one thing that sparked off 


this comparison in the first place and the 
biggest benefit to me if I change, was the 
fuel consumption. A best one-day fuel 
consumption average of 45.2mpg, says a 
lot for the car and when I tot up the total 
mileage for the whole week and average out 
the fuel consumption it makes for a healthy 
outcome of 38.7mpg. This is an excellent 
figure, particularly when taking into account 
the size and overall weight of the car. 

But one has to consider that diesel is 
a dearer fuel to buy than petrol so that 
has to be taken into consideration. Diesel 
works out on average at 6p per litre more 
expensive so to get a fairer comparison, 
after covering so many miles in my own 
car, I estimated that those same journeys 
would have resulted in around 28mpg 
average in my car. So, taking those figures 
into the equation, the results were:- 
Total cost of diesel consumed £207.73 
Total cost of equivalent petrol £273.68 
A net saving of £66.36 
The cost saving per mile would equate 
to .5p. or .50p. per gallon. On that basis 
the saving for me is worthwhile. 

However, being realistic, for me there are 
other indirect costs to consider, disregarding 


of course, the cost of actually buying another 
car. Let's take road tax, for example. Taking 
out the initial Showroom Tax as I wouldn't 
buy a ne car anyway,, on an ongoing basis an 
XJ 3.0 litre diesel costs £265 per annum to tax 
in the UK. Interesting my own petrol XJ costs 
£285 to tax, so another £20 saving there. 

There are maintenance costs. Well 
talking to XJK, the independent Jaguar 
specialists in Staffordshire who look after 
a lot of X-350S and X-351s, there is little 
difference in regular servicing costs and 
parts. Indeed from my point of view, one 
could argue that maintenance for some time 
might work out cheaper as a newer, lower 
mileage car, is (probably) likely to cost less. 

The final element of cost is insurance 
and that makes a big difference. I use one 
of the Club's schemes through Peter James 
and as my X-350 is now over ten years old, 
they class it as a cherished classic, therefore 
at a very reasonable cost, as part of my 
car 'fleet'. By moving on to an X-351, this 
would fall into the category of a modern 
car and a more expensive one at that, so 
a several hundred pounds difference in 
annual premium. Not encouraging! 

However, if I conservatively average out 
my annual mileage to 20,000 and the saving 
of .5p. per mile from using diesel fuel, it is 
clear that even taking into consideration the 
massive increase in insurance, I would still be 
several hundred pounds better off each year. 

So, for me, although the jury is 
still out because I am so attached 
to the X-350, 1 am seriously thinking 
about the future and taking on a New 
XJ (but not a brand new one). 

The New XJ is a fabulous car deserving 
of its heritage and parentage in the 
name. In one respect it's a shame that the 
market place for these large prestige cars 
is diminishing year on year. That doesn't 
just apply to the XJ, but also cars like the 
Mercedes S Class, BMW 7 Series and Lexus LS. 
With cars like the XF offering less size and a 
smaller price tag with just as many features 
and marginally better drivability, why does 
anyone need a bigger car? The upside of this 
for people like me and I hope many other 
Club members, is that depreciation being 
the killer for this type of car, makes them 
more affordable now. Watch this space.

Peter Bartholomeus was brought up with 
Jaguars in the family and always wanted a 
Mark IX. This is the story of his find and on 
going restoration. 


M y first memory of a Jaguar must 
have been at the age of one, 
two or three. My dad bought 
a Mark IX in two tone grey, 
with red leather interior and a manual 
gearbox, his first Jaguar. We used the 
car travelling for several years in the 
1960s through Europe towing our De Reu 
caravan (a Belgian manufacturer from 
Madegem). As time went by somehow 
the engine broke down and had to be 
replaced, and then my father put the 
car in storage in a carpet factory. 

Eventually someone spotted it and 
I believe it was sold in around 1973. 

I remember it was a particularly sad 
day for me when the car was trailered 
out of the storage. The car was for 
several years my little playground! 


After the Mark IX my father bought 
a Mark X, and then a Jaguar 420G, a 
Daimler Sovereign Series 2, XJS, and an 
XKR, so it was obvious that I would get 
the 'bug' myself. My first Jaguar was a 
1997 XJ Sport that I acquired in 1999. 

I decided at the end of the 1990s that 
I wanted a Mark IX, especially a left hand 
drive car with a manual/overdrive gearbox. 

I started looking in earnest and the internet 
provides an ideal opportunity to scan cars 
available around the world, in fact all the 
countries where you could possibly find a 
left hand drive example. However, I soon 
found that it wasn't that easy. Lots of cars 
appeared but most had an automatic 
transmission, or were in very poor condition 
and many of these literally miles away. 

Because of all these issues I changed 


my mind and in 2003 bought a 1987 XJ-SC 
through eBay. It turned out to be a lovely 
car and I still own it but it wasn't a Mark IX. 

I therefore tried something new, actually 
advertising to buy such a car in the hope 
that someone out there would identify with 
me and either have, or know of such a car. 


Mark IX acquisition 


Suddenly in 2007 I got a telephone call 
from someone who had a friend in Belgium 
who had a Mark IX in his barn, only about 
80km from my home town. I thought I was 
dreaming, so on same day I went to view the 
car. When I arrived at Jean's place I found 
an older chap who was a retired garage 
owner from Brussels. He had several cars in 
his barn. Jaguars, Citroens, Fords and some 
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An aged picture of Peter's Mark IX taken a 
long time before he acquired the car. 

American cars. In the back there was the 
Mark IX covered in dust but in good order. 

My biggest surprise was that the car had 
a manual gearbox with overdrive. Ok, the 
colours were not what I had in mind, but the 
basics were there. Also the car had its history. 

It was delivered new in Belgium to the 
Belgian Motor Company in Brussels on 29^^ 
May 1959. First registration then on B^*" July 
1959 in Luxembourg with the registration 
number 288, to a Mr Lykiardopoulo, a 
member of the Republique Hellenique 
GECA delegation. I believe he kept the 
car until 1966. After that the car changed 
hands several times in 1969, 1973, 1987, 

1997 and finally to me in 2007. From the 
history it appears that by 1987 there had 
been a lot of mechanical repairs carried 
out to the car to keep it in good order. 

I believe somewhere in the interim years 
there was a repaint after an accident, but 
the exterior was now requiring a cosmetic 
upgrade. Also the interior had suffered, 
the carpets, headlining and even the boot 
flooring was badly worn. However the 
leather and woodwork were in good shape. 

So after some time of reflection I 
bought the car and I applied to the Jaguar 
Daimler Heritage Trust for a Heritage 
Certificate which confirmed all the correct 
chassis, body and gearbox numbers. 

My friend and Jaguar technical expert 
Christian transported the car to his garage 
for the Belgian technical inspection which 
he felt was best done before any work was 
carried out. He didn't need to do a lot to 
the car, cleaning the fuel pump, fresh oil. 


new spark plugs and a brake 
overhaul. The car readied for 
use on the Belgium roads, re- 
registered and all was well. 

However I was already starting 
to think about a restoration to 
bring Louisa (the name I had 
given the car) back to its former 
glory. My grandmother's name 
was Louisa and I remember her 
telling me that the seats of my 
father's Mark IX were better than 
her seats at home. Also my wife's 

J grandmother's sister was named 
Louisa and we live in a house 
where she lived in the 1920s, so 
those are the reasons for naming the Mark IX. 

I was very pleased to find on the internet 
a lot of items needed for the interior (head 
lining, carpet, sound proofing kit, boot 
interior, under dash panels, post trims, 
seals) and body sections for the exterior 
restoration work. In 2009 I found a garage 
owner in my home town that had the 
capacity and interest to fix the poor exterior 
areas of the body. Unfortunately this took 
a long time, but as I was busy with work, I 
didn't complain. In 2010 the car was back 
in its garage and I started stripping it in 
readiness for paintwork. Regrettably this also 
took some time, but patience is a virtue. 

At the time of writing the car is back home 
and I'm starting to put it back together. I 
can't wait to get it back on the road. When

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Racking up the miles

I t's amazing to think I have covered 
that mileage in such short a time. 
So it was that I took it to H A Fox 
in Southampton for an interim 
service and for some minor issues 
to be investigated. These were:- 
An intermittent fault with the rear 
parking sensors (they would detect 
non-existent objects) that would 
happen about once a month. 

The key fob lock button would not 
always function on the first touch. 

The 'See you home' headlamp 
function was inoperative. 

The driver's door window lift switch 
pack; the one-touch function was not 
operational on the right rear window. 

The Jaguar extended warranty has 
certainly come up trumps and the reverse 
parking sensor module, the window lift 
switch pack and both key fobs are due 
to be replaced in a couple of weeks time 
(hopefully done by the time you read this). 

I was due to go and see the new Jaguar 
XE but when the venue was moved to a 
more distant location AND I discovered 
there were no cars that could be driven, I 
decided to wait until a later date! However, 


conversations Nigel Thorley and I have had 
with different Jaguar dealers reveal that 
they are expecting a possible influx of low 
mileage, one or two-owner X-types as part 
exchanges because some customers will 
now move into the XE. Apparently there 
are quite a few owners who have held on 
to their X-types instead of moving to the 
(larger). With the XF being the only Jaguar 
option since the demise of the X-type, it was 
reasonable that many would not move up to 
this larger model. So if you are on the look 
out for a good, well-loved X-type there may 
be an ideal opportunity on the horizon!

Exhaust Gas Recirculation - EGRs 

- the Good, Bad and the Ugly... 



Many, if not

issues and offer some preventative maintenance tips. 


The good 


It is all about emissions, specifically, 
emission control. EGRs are intended to 
reduce emissions. For an article aimed at 
diesel owners it may come as a surprise 
to know emission controls are primarily 
aimed at petrol engines driven from 
legislation enacted in the United States. 

In the early 1980s OBD1 emerged as an 
engine management system to handle 
fuel, ignition and often cooling functions. 
Each implementation was manufacturer 
specific with bespoke connectors. In 1996 
OBD2 began to emerge with standardised 
connector, generic communication 
and Diagnostic Trouble Code (DTC) as 
an emissions testing strategy, it is in 
this context that EGRs emerged. 
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At the top of item 12 is the EGR valve 
not shown in the previous diagram, 
but here is one I prepared earlier 
oriented to fit into the top of item 12. 

But first a brief digression. There are four 
types of EGR valve, some of which accept 
a blank as shown below. Vacuum operated 
with no electrics, no flow measurement, full 
blank EUROS 2.0s and maybe some some 
early 2.2s. Vacuum operated with valve 
position sensor, no flow measurement, 
full blank EUR04 2.0s, fully motorised, 
flow measurement, partial blank with 
hole EUR04 2.2s, fully motorised, flow 
measurement, cannot be blanked, EUR04 
auto DPF. Much has been written regarding 
blanking EGRs, the aim being to remove or 
reduce the volume of soot admitted from 
the exhaust inlet to the EGR body. I will 
not go into the arguments for and against 
in this article, suffice to say many people 
report benefits after blanking. For those 
considering blanking their EGRs the plates 
can be found on eBay, choose one with open 
loops for ease of insertion and removal. 

Remember the hot oily fumes from 
the crankcase vent pipe? These mix with 
ingested air, are cooled via the Intercooler 
and meet sooty exhaust gas admitted by 
the EGR valve action, resulting in a gunky 
mixture coalescing around the EGR vale 
and inlet manifold. Particularly for EGRs 
with position sensors, a crankcase vent 
catch tank and EGR blank will alleviate the 
symptoms and may prolong EGR valve life. W> 


We should note the engine management 
functions of OBD1 are part of the emission 
testing functions of OBD2. They use the same 
sensors, but OBD2 has much more utility. It is 
beyond the scope of this article to investigate 
OBD2 in great detail, however, it is important 
to note EGR monitoring is carried out by 
the predictably named 'EGR Monitor' which 
runs occasionally. More on this later. 

Let's consider what an EGR 
does - or is alleged to do. There are 
three main arguments I have seen 
advanced for using an EGR. 

1) They act as a volume displacer. 

By admitting exhaust gas into the 
combustion chamber a reduction 
in fuel burn can be achieved as the 
exhaust gas is oxygen poor. 

2) They cause fuel to burn cooler again 
due to reduced oxygen in the exhaust 
gas. A temperature in excess of 2500 
degrees Farenheit increases NOx 
levels increasing the strain on cats. 

3) They produce cleaner emissions as 
incomplete combustion products in the 
exhaust gas are burnt with clean air as 
part of the normal combustion cycle. 

If all the above is good, what 
could be bad... or ugly? 


Unfortunately EGRs are problematic, 
a combination of poor design and 
implementation. As we will see, one 
other major factor comes into play. 


Let's look at how the 
air supply system works 
in the Duratorq engine 
using the diagram 
below with explanation 
for EUR04 engines 
(copyright Jaguar Cars). 

But there is a 
component missing from 
the diagram. Not shown 
on this diagram is a small 
19mm hose connecting 
the crankcase breather 
into item 1. When the 
engine oil is hot, oily 
vapours are produced, 
by introducing these 
into the low pressure 
turbo inlet. The aim is 
to burn the oily vapour 
off in the combustion 
chambers. Unfortunately 
this design is sub- 
optimal, and as a brief 
digression, fitting a 
crankcase vent catch 
tank may alleviate symptoms by allowing 
oily vapours to condense before reaching 
the combustion chambers. We will discover 
the impact when we discuss the ugly later. 

Air leaving the turbo via item 2 is 
high pressure which passes through the 
Intercooler (item 9), where the air charge 
is cooled to increase density. Item 10 is 
the intercooler hose to Temperature/ 
Manifold Air Pressure (TMAP) sensor (item 






The EGR valve is where many problems manifest. 


11). The jubilee clips are known failure 
points on our engines. Item 12 is the 
TMAP hose to EGR (not shown), another 
prime culprit for failure, typically splitting 
lengthwise from the top clip downwards. 
Fortunately relatively inexpensive to 
replace with silicone aftermarket parts 
likely to outlive the lifetime of the car 
Any high pressure air loss will result in 
loss of boost pressure and black smoke 
from unburnt or partially burnt fuel, 
items 10 and primarily item 12 fail. 


Air enters via item 8 (air horns) and 
goes through the air filter (item 13). As 
air exits item 14 it passes the Mass Air 
Flow sensor (MAF) into item 7 the turbo 
inlet, all low pressure at this point. 


The bad 


The ugly 
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It is possible to clean EGR valves external components but not 
all respond. By the time some fail, they are beyond redemption. It 
should also be said that if the EGR is removed for cleaning, the inlet 
manifold should also be removed and cleaned. Tighten inlet manifold 
bolts to 15nm and EGR bolts to lOnm. Removal and replacement 
is easier than most people think, but do take care to clean them 
outdoors. A can of carburettor cleaner, a partner's toothbrush and 
latex gloves will do the trick, and allow three hours from start to finish. 

If I were a cynic, I could view EGRs as a poor design with 
built in failure calculated to guarantee garages with a constant 
stream of work throughout the life of a car. Alternatively I could 
view EGRs as man's best attempt at securing a better future 
for mankind by controlling emissions. Personally I do not see 
how admitting oily, fume filled air and sooty exhaust gas into 
a combustion chamber is good engineering practice. 


Preventative maintenance 


We have identified some common failures and how to 
prevent excessive gunk build-up, but is there more? 

The metal band can be removed from the casing by gently levering 
up the five retaining clips. Once removed, these clips can be pushed 
back into position. Next to the electrical connector is the electronics

package. Pulling apart the electrical section from the mechanical 
section allows us to identify some possible causes of failure, the first 
of which are likely to be caused by soot and oily vapour ingestion. 

Circled in red are terminals from the electronics package to 
control motor busbars, as can be seen, these are corroded with 
possible consequence of voltage not reaching the motor. The 
electronics package cannot be removed without breaking the 
plastic seal. Cleaning the contacts with a glass fibre pen or brass 
brush then soldering should restore connectivity, for good 
measure cover the connections with petroleum jelly or similar 
non-conductive protective substance to prevent further corrosion 

The tube circled in green houses a sprung component which sits 
on the end of the valve plunger this moves in concert with the valve 
position as commanded by the motor. In the above example, it could 


be assumed there is gunk in the tube causing the plunger to stick, 
a good spray with carburettor cleaner should flush any debris out 
The yellow circled connections plug into the position motor, 
these should be cleaned with a contact burnisher or very 
fine emery cloth if corroded along with motor contacts 
There is one further failure scenario which cannot be 
corrected, in some cases within the electronics package 
corrosion reaches the parts that countermeasures cannot 
reach at which point replacement is the only option 


Turning our attention to the 
mechanical half of the EGR 


The motor is operated 
by power supplied via 
the busbars to contacts 
in yellow circles. 

Motor impedance is 
around 7-16 ohms 
and some motors are 
sluggish in operation, 
replacement may be a 
viable repair option 

Circled in green in 
the accompanying 
picture is the valve 
end which sits on the 
sprung plunger in the 
electronics package. 

Manually rotating the 
centre cog results in the 
valve stem moving thus 
opening and closing 
the exhaust inlet valve. 

The lower cog has 
two steel pins which 
engage the valve stem, 
these are known to fail 
resulting in the gear 
mechanism jamming. 

Additionally, there is 
a return spring below 
the lower gear wheel 
which acts to close 
the exhaust valve in the 
absence of motor drive pressure. 

Another point to check is the amount of grease on mating 
faces, the white grease prevalent on the image above is 
quite viscous and could contribute to excessive friction 
causing incorrect feedback to the electronics package. 


The EGR monitor 


Within the Engine Control Unit (ECU) of our cars there is a suite 
of OBD2 computer programs which either run all the time - the 
Continuous Monitors - or run periodically according to entry criteria 
being met - the Non Continuous Monitors. The EGR Monitor is 
a Non-Continuous Monitor, to run, preset criteria must be met. I 
cannot find any firm evidence as to what these preset criteria are, 
but anecdotally would typically be fuel tank between half and three 
quarters full, consistent engine speed for a period of time etc. 

Regardless of the entry criteria, monitor status can be read with 
appropriate equipment and reset accordingly. All DTCs are set 
by monitors which explains why fully blanking a valve position 
sensing EGR - which may have poor electrical connections, 
partially clogged by gunk, excessive gear friction and poor spring 
tension sometimes results in MIL and at other times does not, 
there is no clear-cut answer as there are too many variables. 


Conclusion 


In this article we have looked at a potted history of EGRs, their 
purpose and implementation on Duratorq engines. We have 
identified a number of failure points and some preventative 
measures but recognising many failures are irreparable.

Subject car 

The text and photographs relate to the 
subject car which is a 3.4 litre Mark 2, 
the carburettors on which are shown 
in fig 1 . There may be differences 
on other models although the basic 
principles described will be similar. 

Front carburettor 
Inspection and adjustment 
of components 

1. Checkthat all components 
are scrupulously clean. 

2. After dismantling the rear carburettor 
lay the dashpot springs together and 
check that they are both of the same 
style, diameter and length. The springs 
on the subject car (fig 20) are clearly 
different and will have to be replaced. 

3. Even though springs lookthe same 
they may have different loadings when 
compressed. To establish this place 
both parallel springs (type A) on a close 
fitting former such as a dowel, tube or 
rolled paper and push them together 
from the ends. Both springs should 
compress equally, a difference between 
them indicates that one is stronger 
than the other and replacements are 


required. With springs having reduced 
diameter ends (type B) the former 
needs to be shorter to accommodate 
their compressed lengths. 

4. Compare both dampers and check 
that they are fitted with the same 
number and thickness of components. 

5. Inspect the jet spring for condition as 
they are often corroded and broken. 

6. Inspect the jet diaphragm for 
perishing, cracks and splits. 

7. Check that the bore at the top of 
the jet is perfectly round and not 
worn by contact with the needle. 

8. Inspect the needle (fig 5) to ensure that 
it is in good condition and not bent. 

9. Slacken the securing screw in the side 
of the piston and remove the needle. 

10. Checkthat the needle designation 
stamped on the shoulder (fig 5) is 
correct for the car model, carburettor, 
engine and airfilter although it is 
possible that different needles to 
the originals may have been fitted 
for specific purposes such as extra 
performance or increased fuel economy. 

11. Refit the needle so that the shoulder 
is level with the base of the piston as 
indicated in fig 5 and tighten the screw. 

12. Check that the distributor vacuum 
orifice is clear. If necessary remove 
the adapter, clean and refit, 
preferably with a new gasket. 

13. Inspect all other components for 
general condition and serviceability. 

14. Wire brush all threads including those 
on the manifold studs to remove 
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corrosion and contamination. 

15. Check that when the butterfly is closed 
(fig 4) it is concentric with and virtually 
blocking the bore of the carburettor. 

16. Centralise the butterfly if required, 
otherwise continue with operation 17. 

a) Trying not to damage the thread 
close together the legs on the 
butterfly securing screws. 

b) Remove and discard the screws. 

c) Fit new screws and tighten them so 
that the butterfly is just pinched. 

d) Slacken the screws just sufficiently 


to permit the butterfly to 
move in the spindle. 

e) Centralise the butterfly. 

f) Lightly tighten the screws. 

g) Check that the butterfly is centralised, 
repeat operations d) to g) if required. 

h) When centralisation of the butterfly is 
confirmed fully tighten the screws. 

i) Check that the butterfly is centralised as 
this is vital to the correct performance 
of the carburettor and if necessary 
repeat the adjustment process. 

j) Spread the legs on the screws 




to prevent them loosening. 

CAUTION 

There is a temptation to carry out the 
procedure by slackening the screws, 
centralising the butterfly and tightening 
the screws but this is not generally 
recommended due to the possibility of 
cracking the screw legs which may break 
off and either jam the throttle partly 
open or be drawn into the engine. 

17. Dismantle, clean and reassemble the 
float chamber top then adjust petrol 
level setting as described on page 
85 in the April Jaguar Enthusiast 

18. Check that the piston slides freely in the 
dashpot. Any resistance to movement 
must be resolved before continuing. 

19. Check that the dashpot piston 
lifting pin (arrowed in fig 11) is free 
to move and resolve if necessary. 

20. Fit the piston and dashpot to 
the carburettor body. 

21 . Oscillate the dashpot slightly to 
ensure that it is fully seated. 

22. Fit and tighten the dashpot screws. 

23. Check that the piston is resting on 
the body bridge identified in fig 12. 

24. Very gently push the jet into the jet 
bearing to confirm that it slides without 
any restriction until the boss on the 

jet contacts the base of the bearing as 
in fig 21. If the jet exhibits resistance 
to movement before reaching full 
travel as in fig 22 it indicates that the 
jet bearing and thus the jet is not 
centralised to the piston and needle. 

25. Carry out this operation if jet 
centralisation is required, if 
not continue with 26. 

a. Slacken the jet bearing nut with a ring 
or combination spanner (size 3/8" B.S.W. 
or 1 8 mm A.F.) just sufficiently to allow 
free sideways movement of the bearing. 
If a ring spanner distorts the diaphragm 
as in fig 23 take care that it is not 
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damaged. This problem does not usually 
occur with a combination spanner. 

b. Very gently and carefully slide the 
jet into the bearing until the boss 
contacts its base as in fig 21. 

c. Tighten the bearing nut lightly. 

d. Check that the jet is still centralised. 

e. Remove the jet if it is centralised, 
otherwise repeat the 
centralisation procedure. 

f. When the jet is centralised 
fully tighten the nut. 

g. Refit the jet to check centralisation. 

h. Repeat the adjustment 
process if necessary. 

26. Holding the carburettor upright 
and with the jet fully inserted lift 
the piston and slowly lower it while 
checking for any signs of restriction 
to travel or tendency to push the jet 
downwards which would indicate 
that centralisation is not accurate. 

27. Check that at its lowest point the piston 
is heard and felt to contact the bridge. 

28. Remove the jet, dashpot and piston 

for convenience of carburettor assembly. 


ASC mounting bracket and place 
nearby ready for fitment. 

32. Position the jet unit housing 
on the carburettor body. 

33. Slide the jet into its bearing. 

34. Align screw holes in the 
diaphragm and jet unit housing 
with the carburettor body. 

35. Fitthejet spring into the 
diaphragm recess. 

36. Place the float chamber over 
the diaphragm, align the screw 
holes, engage it with the spring 
and press downwards until 
seated on the jet housing. 

37. Offer the ASC bracket to the 
base of the float chamber and 
secure loosely with one screw. 

38. Fit the remaining three screws. 


align the assembled components 
and tighten the four screws. 

39. Check that when moving the jet lever 
up and down the jet moves freely 
against spring loading in opposite 
directions. Resolve the situation if not. 

40. Attach the ASC connecting 
arm to the carburettor with its 
banjo bolt and two washers 

41 . Attach the ASC body to its mounting 
bracket and connecting arm with 
the banjo bolt and three washers. 

42. Turn in both connecting arm 
banjo bolts finger tight. 

43. Remembering that the connecting 
arm front bolt is drilled and weak, 
fully tighten it carefully. 

44. Lightly tighten the rear connecting 
arm bolt so that the ASC body 
can be twisted by hand. 

45. Fit the ASC needle with spring, 
mounting bracket, dust shield, 
spring clip, screws and washers. 

46. Fit the slow running volume 
screw with its spring and two 
washers then turn down fully. 

47. Undo the screw two and a half turns. 

48. Unscrew the jet height adjusting 
screw (B in fig 1) until the top of 
the jet is level with the bridge. 

49. Turn down the screw until the 
jet just starts to move. 

50. Turn down the screw three 
and a half turns. 

51. Taking great care not to bend the 
needle, carefully lower the piston 
into the carburettor body. 

52. Lightly lubricate the piston tube. 

53. Fit the spring with washer if 
applicable into the piston. 

54. Carefully lower the dashpot over the 
piston onto the carburettor body. 

55. Oscillate the dashpot slightly to 
ensure that it is fully seated. 

56. Fit and tighten the dashpot screws. 

57. Lift the piston through its full range of 
travel to check that is moves freely and is 
only restricted by spring loading. If there 
is the slightest tendency of the piston 

to stick at any point in its travel this

29. lightly lubricate all threads 
and pivot points. 

30. Lay the carburettor with the body 
inverted on a suitable work surface. 

31. Fitonescrew with washer to the 
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must be rectified before proceeding. 

58. Fill the piston tube to about 
one quarter inch below the top 
with S.A.E. 20 engine oil. 

59. Fit the damper with washer. 

60. Check condition and security of the 
flexible hoses connecting the ASC 
vacuum pipe (fig 1) to the inlet manifold. 

Carburettor fitment 

61 . Fit new gaskets and insulator 
to the inlet manifold. 

62. Lightly lubricate threads on the 
carburettor attachment studs. 

63. Fit the carburettor with return 
spring and brackets as applicable. 

64. Secure the carburettor with 
spring washers and nuts. 

65. Tighten the nuts evenly. 

66. Lower the float into the float chamber. 

67. Place the cover with gasket 
on the float chamber. 

68. Check that the overflow pipe is clear. 

69. Attach the overflow pipe with the 


cap nut, identification plate and two 
washers, noting that the serrated 
fibre washer fits under the pipe 
against the float chamber cover. 

70. Tighten the nut lightly so that 
the cover can be twisted for 
alignment with the fuel pipe. 

71. Rotatethe ASC as required for 
alignment with the vacuum pipe (fig 1). 

72. Insert the vacuum pipe into the ASC and 
fit the tube nut by fingers only to ensure 
that it engages without excess force. 

The slightest misalignment of the nut 
to the ASC may damage the threads. 

73. Lightly tighten the tube nut. 

74. Fully tighten the ASC base 
attachment banjo bolt. 

75. Fully tighten the tube nut. 

76. Fit the ASC solenoid with the loose 
core, spring retainer, spring and valve. 

77. Hold the solenoid with light 
downwards force. 

78. Attach both cables to the solenoid 
terminals - there is no particular order. 


79. Fit the solenoid top cover. 

80. Secure the top cover with the retaining 
bracket and carefully tighten the screw, 
remembering that it is bearing on a 
plastic component that can easily break. 

81 . Attach the distributor capsule 
vacuum pipe if applicable. 

Rear carburettor 

Carry out inspection, adjustments, 
assembly and fitting basically as described 
for the front carburettor but ignore 
references to the ASC and distributor 
vacuum pipe which are not fitted. 

Fuel pipe fitment 

82. Check that mating faces of the float 
chamber covers and fuel pipe banjo 
unions are parallel. Adjust the covers 
and carefully bend the fuel pipe to 
achieve this condition if necessary. 

83. Fit filters to the float chamber covers. 

84. Lightly oil banjo bolts. 

85. Attach the fuel pipes to the 
covers with two washers and 
banjo bolts tightened lightly. 

86. Carefully tighten the float chamber 
cap nuts and banjo bolts. 

87. Check that a manual gearbox is in 
NEUTRAL or an automatic in PARK. 

88. Switch on ignition, check the 
carburettors for flooding and 
banjo unions for leaks. 

89. Switch off ignition. 

90. Resolve fuel leaks as required. 

91 . Repeat operations 87 to 90 until 
there are no fuel leaks. 

Connecting rod between carburettors 

ALL MODELS 

• Fit the carburettor connecting 
rod and couplings loosely. 

• Hold both butterfly spindles fully closed. 

• Tighten couplings without disturbing 
the relationship of the connecting 
rod to carburettor spindles. 

Accelerator linkages to carburettors 
NOTE 

If a Borg Warner DG automatic gearbox 
is fitted, full throttle for the purpose 
of adjusting carburettor linkages is 
the accelerator pedal position just 
before the spring loaded kickdown 
over-travel begins to operate.

Assembly and fitment checks 

Fit and adjust if necessary any items that 

have not been mentioned in the text. 

Carburettor adjustments 

Start the engine and run up to 

normal operating temperature. 


Balance carburettor air inlet flows by 
one of the following three methods 

1 - ADJUSTING SLOW RUNNING 
VOLUME SCREWS ONLY 

Adjust each volume screw by equal amounts 
to achieve the desired idle speed. 
Theoretically this procedure should ensure 
that each carburettor is drawing in the 
same quantity of air but in practice this 
may not be the case due to variations 
in the engine and carburettors. 

2 - LISTENING TO AIR INTAKE HISS 

a) Place one end of a short length of half or 
five eighths of an inch bore heater hose 
just inside the intake of a carburettor. 

b) Listen at the other end of the 
hose to the air intake hiss. 

c) Repeat a) and b) for the 
other carburettor. 

d) Adjust the slow running volume screws 
(A in fig 1) until the air intake hiss is the 
same for both carburettors and the 
engine is idling at the required speed. 

3 - USING AN AIRFLOW METER 

a) Hold an airflow meter against 
one carburettor inlet. 

b) Note the meter reading. 

c) Repeat operations a) and b) 
for the other carburettor. 

d) Adjust the slow running volume 
screws (A in fig 1) until the airflow 
meter reading is the same for both 
carburettors and the engine is 
idling at the required speed. 

ADJUST FUEL MIXTURE 

1) With the engine at normal running 
temperature and idling at the 
desired speed raise the lifting pin 
arrowed in fig 11 on one carburettor 
very gently until the point where it 
can be felt to just touch the piston, 
then lift the piston about one thirty 
second of an inch (0.8 mm). 

2) Note the effect on engine rpm of lifting 
the piston which can be interpreted as 
a guide to mixture strength as follows. 

A -ENGINE RPM INCREASES 
CONSTANTLY 

Fuel mixture too rich 
B- ENGINE RPM DECREASES 
AND DOESN'T RECOVER 
Fuel mixture too weak. 

C - ENGINE RPM REMAINS CONSTANT 
Fuel mixture is correct but 
see the following note. 

NOTE 

Unfortunately this is where there is 
a slight anomaly. The SU carburettor 
servicing literature states that the fuel 
mixture is correct when the engine 
rpm increases and then falls back to a 
speed that is slightly higher than the 
original. In practice, there are many 
occasions where a slight change in 
mixture strength either side of the 
"correct" setting improves engine 
smoothness and consistency of idle. It 
has often been found in the workshop 
that apparently variations in engine 
condition and components necessitate 
fuelling that is either slightly rich or 
lean when compared to the ideal as 
registered by lifting the piston. 

3) Repeat operations 1) and 2) 
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for the other carburettor. 

CHECK LIFTING HEIGHT OF DASHPOTS 

• Start engine 

# Take the engine up to approximately 
2,000 rpm or a different speed if desired 
and check that both dashpot pistons 
lift to the same height. If they are not 
matched or nearly so this indicates 
that the carburettors are supplying 
differential fuelling. This is sometimes 
caused by variations in dashpot to piston

Keys should be removed from the car 
until required for a specific operation. 
An open bonnet should be 
propped if necessary to ensure 
that it cannot fall accidentally. 

Engine starting procedure 
Applicable sections of this 
sequence should be followed 
whenever the engine is started.

to be undertaken on them 
without discomfort or injury, 
for comfort and safety before 
working on them. 

Protective clothing should be 
worn where necessary.

Working with petrol 

Preferably take the car outside, 
away from other vehicles and 
combustible materials.

Whilst not wishing to 
overlook other Series 
models, this is the year 
of the Coupe, and there 
are no shortage of great 
examples out there. 
However, there are fewer 
rare examples than Mr 
Brighty’s Daimler Double 
Six Avon Convertible, as 
Keith Farrington explains. 

B elieved to be one of the 
very last Daimler variants 
sold, this car is currently 
at my garage undergoing 
a full restoration. The restoration 
and finished vehicle will feature 
in this magazine during the 
coming months, but to start 
with, something of Mr Brighty's 
background and how the car 
came to be, in his own words. 


Drophead gorgeous 


Although relatively new to Jaguars, I've always 
had a hankering for an XJ after my friend's dad 
had a Series 1 4.2. In 2011, 1 bought a very low 
mileage 2006 X-350, which has become my 
pride and joy, daily use car. Thoroughly reliable. 


comfortable and now on LPG, it's affordable 
to run, and it's simply the best car I've had. 

My son, however, wanted to get in on the 
act and having visited the Jaguar Enthusiasts' 
Club event at Weston Park in 2012, we 
began looking at XJSs. By luck, Nene Jag 
Specialists had one for a quick sale, a very 
solid 3.6 litre Coupe, and with some TLC, 
it could be brought up to condition 2. We 
completed the restoration last summer 
and were then thinking "What next, and 
what can we do without mum knowing?" 


Left: The anniversary year of the XJ Coupe 
and that should include the many conversions 
carried out on the cars over the years, in this 
case the Avon Stevens convertibles. 

The search for the next project took us 
down a few different avenues. One was a 
1972 Triumph TR6, but I soon realised that my 
spine wasn't as strong as it was when I had 
Triumphs in my twenties. We had also seen 
a convertible XJ-C at Weston Park, owned 
by David Jobson-Scott and this stuck in the 
memory. So, what about a Coupe, and maybe 
we could do a post modern conversion? 

Always thought to be the best ever looking 
XJ, we looked at a couple and missed a 
really good one. Ok, so maybe next year. 

Then one Sunday in September, having 
just come back from the Warwickshire 
show, my son spotted this XJ-C car in the 
classifieds. One of 17 done by Avon Stevens 
coachbuilders of Warwick, and only one 
of 4 Daimler Double Sixes. Although not 
the last production Coupe, it was thought 
to be the last Coupe that Jaguar sold, it 
being a company car for a year or so. 

At some point the conversion had been 
done, probably at the same time with the 
seats being re-trimmed with red piping on 
the leather, and the reshaped rear seat to 
fit with the convertible roof. The original 
colour was yellow, but was now in black. 
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A very original car in many ways, but now undergoing a major refurbishment. The car as delivered to Keith Farrington, a lot of work to be done. 


The car was clearly the family's pride and 
joy. They had the car since the mid-1980s, 
after a succession of XJs and Coupes. It 
had been used regularly by Mr Ames of 
Hertfordshire, and was last taxed and run 
in 1990. But it had been dry stored, but 
from the photographs, it was in a bit of 
a sorry state. Still, it was worth a call. 

I called the number and sent a text, but 
there was no reply. I assumed the worst. 

Next morning, I got a call, and yes the car 
was available, and no, no-one had made an 
offer. But there was someone coming to look 
at it at noon. I'd agreed to be there at 11 at 
which time I saw the car, black, encrusted 
in dirt, mice and squirrel mess and nests, in 
an unlit garage. It had also been vandalised, 
with windscreen and lamps smashed and 
a few dents. But still solid enough. . .. 

The roof wouldn't go up and it was full 
of holes. So buying a black car in a dark 
garage was going to be a bit of a punt. After 
ten minutes of gentle but firm tapping 
around the car, it was time to make the 
offer. Another chap had turned up, but he 


wanted to pay less. The car was mine. 

Seized brakes meant it took an hour to 
get on the transporter after its 36-point 
turn in the tight drive. After a big clean-up, 
it went into storage ahead of restoration. 


The car's history 


I subsequently met with the family and it was 
clear this car meant a lot to them. Mr Ames 
had suddenly passed away in 2013, and they 
couldn't bear to part with the car. A building 
project meant that they had to demolish the 
garage and so they put the car up for sale. 

They had enjoyed the convertible and 
the children in particular remember family 
weddings with it, and wanted one day 
to restore the car to its former glory. 

The car was originally registered with 
the alarming EFK 666T, and sold by Hewitts 
Garages Ltd of Wolverhampton to a company 
owner, Jenks & Cattell Engineering, on 
2nd May 1979, so one of the last to be 
sold. After their ownership, presumably 
as a director's company car, the trail goes 


cold, until the family bought the car from 
a dealer in South Woodham Ferrars, in late 
1984 or 1985. The Ames family ran the car 
until 1990, whereupon it remained in dry 
storage with a final mileage of 67,218. 

In late November of 2014, the 
car was transported to Keith 
Farrington at XjRestorations for a 
full inspection and restoration. More 
on this as the work progresses.

Out of hibernation 


Keith Parrington 

unleashes his 
Double Six for 
a trackday. 

T he winter months have brought 
some horrific weather, and 
some very drastic changes 
here at my company, 
XjRestorations Ltd - both of these 
factors have seen our Daimler 
Double Six Vanden Plas tucked away 
unused in the garage at home. 

One of the most significant changes at 
XjR has been the merger with Ray Ingman's 
long established Classic Spares. This has

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seen XjRestorations expand significantly and 
move into the supply of race components 
and the race preparation arena. With 
this move also comes sponsorship of the 
Club's Saloon & GT Championship series 
with Toyo Tires. As joint title sponsors, we 
have been invited along to events as a 
guest of Terry Dye (thank you Terry), one 
of which was the Jaguar Enthusiasts' Club 
trackday at Brands Hatch on 28^'' February. 

A visit to the Kent circuit was seen as 
a great opportunity to have a full works 
outing, and as luck would have it, the 
weather turned mid-week, with the sun 
making an appearance. The company 
VW Transporter was required for the day 
as some orders were being delivered 
trackside, but being only a three-seater 
vehicle (and there are five of us in the 
company), a second vehicle was needed. 

So my garage door was popped for the 
first time since mid November, and the 
Daimler (PLC) was rolled out. With the 
ignition left momentarily in the second 
position, the V12 cranked over and rolled 
into life on all 12 cylinders instantly - 
credit to the SNG Barratt reworking of 
the Opus system; starting an early V12 is 
rarely so straightforward! Replacing the 
various home 'bits and pieces' that are 
customarily stored down the sides of any 
old car in a domestic garage gave time for 
the temperature gauge to creep up before 
setting off to the XjRestorations workshop. 

A quick levels check showed a very small 
drop in both engine oil and power steering 
fluid, both to be expected with an all original 
V12. With the tyre pressures and all other 
levels looking good, a quick wipe down 
of the trim and she was ready for the trip 
to Brands Hatch the following morning. 

Annoyingly, the 28th brought a return 
of the wet weather. Thankfully just a 
light drizzle, but still enough to test the 
standard Series 1 XJ's lack of a proper 
screen demist system. The run to Brands 
from Eastbourne is only about an hour 
and half, and our youngest member of 
staff Wil, was the fortunate co-driver with 
me for the day. Wil has been with us for 
around six months now, and is a great 
asset to the company. Although test 
drives of all Jaguar models are a regular 
occurrence for him, this was Wil's first 
journey of any distance in a classic Jaguar. 

As we set off from the coast at 7am, the 
rain had eased off and the roads were clear. 
First stop - a petrol station! From here, we 
were able to make a brisk run up through the 
back roads to Tunbridge Wells, with the car 
performing effortlessly (as usual), soaking up 
the long winding country roads with ease. 

The pleasure of the drive was interrupted 
as we entered Tunbridge Wells itself, 
where the morning school run traffic 
was building. We sat in heavy traffic for a 
good 30 minutes, with all gauges holding 
strong while we weaved through the stares 
and nods until we found the A21 bypass 
leading out onto the l\/125. This prime 
chance to open up the throttle saw us 
cruising along in the outside lane past the 
modern Euroboxes on their daily commute. 

I glanced over to see a broad grin on Wil's 
face, which, as he looked back, turned to 
wide eyed amazement as he noted how 
swiftly the fuel gauge had dropped away.

We arrived at Brands just after 9am 
and were soon parked up behind the pit 
garages before meeting with Terry and Ray 
to see what the plan for the day was. After 
signing the various disclaimers, we were 
all clear to enjoy the required passenger 
sighting laps. Having worked with Ray for 
a number of years now, and increasingly 
so with the Classic Spares connection, it 
was a real treat to experience Brands with 
him at the wheel explaining the course 
and the best racing lines to follow. 

The day went ahead very well, given 
the changeable weather conditions - had 
conditions been dry for longer, I think PLC 
may well have found its way out onto the 
track for a lap or two. As it wasn't to be 
though, we watched as a good number 
of XKs, a Mark 2, a replica lightweight 


E-type, a selection XJ-S models and three 
XJ saloons ventured out for some pre- 
season testing. It was also nice to see 
some novice drivers taking out their own 
road cars, just to experience the feel of 
their cars on a racetrack. This is surely one 
of the many highlights in being part of a 
club like ours - the opportunity for the 
general member to do something different 
with their own cars, alongside the likes 
of Nigel Webb and CKL developments 
who attended for testing purposes.

Motor Wheel Service 


Renowned worldwide for the manufacture and restoration of 
vintage and classic car wheels. 
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Brian Goodwin built himself an interesting special 
around Jaguar mechanics, this is the story of that car 



T hink of Jaguar engined specials 
and you tend to think of 
established well known makes 
like Kougar, Aristocat, Nostalgia 
and many more, so the name Birchfield 
doesn't mean a lot to many people. This 
is the story of one such car, so let's start 
with a bit of history behind the name. 


What's in a name? 

The Birchfield came about through 
a British Telecom engineer Nick 
Topping, who built himself a special 
using a Rover V8 power unit in 1981. 

Nick met a local by the name of Clive 
Smart who ran a specialist body- 
building company Shapecraft, 
best known for replica bodies 
on the likes of Jaguar C-types and 
Aston Martin DBRIs. Clive really liked Nick's 
special and thought there was room for 
development and perhaps production 
so set about the necessary changes. 

At this point another man enters the 
scene, local businessman Bob Dadley, who 
not only ordered the first car but sponsored 
the development of the car. A launch date 
was planned for the 1986 Stoneleigh Kit 
Car Show and although much work had 
been done in readiness, they didn't have 
a name for this 'new' car. On one visit to 
speak to Bob Dadley about the car, Clive 
Smart stopped off at a fish and chip shop for

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it, although on a longer wheelbase. 

A lot of work was done to make it 
a viable production product so the 
spaceframe was reworked and adapted 
to take Jaguar running gear and the 
legendary Jaguar XK engine. 

Another practicality was that the car 
needed a hood arrangement so a Panther 
J72 frame was adapted and the windscreen 
came from an MG Midget. With all this the 
car very much resembled (unintentionally) 
the Panther J72, another Jaguar engined 
vehicle, very akin to the SSI 00. 

The Birchfield was exceptionally well built, 
mainly from 16-gauge aluminium. The rear 
wings for instance were hand formed from 
three sheets of flat aluminium, and no less 
than five sheets were used for the front 
wings. The hinged bonnet incorporated 284 
individually pressed louvers, plus 44 in the 
front valance. Nine panels of brass sheet 
made up the radiator grille. Reputably the 
whole body took 250 man hours to build. 

The mechanical base of the Birchfield 
was the Jaguar XJ6 Series 2 or Series 3, 
with everything hung around a mild 
steel tubular spaceframe chassis with a 
very sturdy centre spine, again reputably 
to have taken 165 hours to fabricate. 

The Birchfield was always intended to be 
supplied as a kit to be built by the owner 
with donor components from a Jaguar. When 
launched in 1986 it cost £9200 including 
Vat (in to days terms around £26,000!). 

That was before you found the Jaguar 
donor car and all the finishing touches like 
bumper bars, hood, sidescreens, etc. 

Because of the high cost, the majority 
of the cars it is thought were either fully 
built or at least partially built up for their 
customers and they were directed to 
another specialist company. Supreme 
Classic Ltd, for the work. A total of 22 cars 
were produced when Shapecraft stopped 
production because of pressure of work 
on specialist work for other companies. 

That, however, wasn't the end of the 
Birchfield as at the turn of the century, an 
ex-Spacecraft employee, Lester Martin, 
emigrated to Australia taking a couple 
of cars with him. His intention was to set 
up manufacturing a modified version of 
the Birchfield but it is not known whether 
any cars were actually produced as the 
operation only lasted a couple of years. 


Brian Goodwin's Birthfield 

Brian has his origins in the RAF as an 
engine fitter and it is there that he saw 
his first Jaguar SS100 which made quite 
an impression on him, so much so that 
he bought the car for a modest £75! 
Unfortunately he didn't keep it. Brian 
has subsequently had a brilliant career 
in engineering and top secret work for 
the Ministry of Defence. All this provided 
a good grounding for him to build his 
own cars of which he has done several. 

For his Birchfield Sports project Brian 
purchased a 1980 Jaguar XJ6 Series 3 as 
the donor vehicle. This he completely 
stripped and all the parts required for 
the Birchfield were rebuilt using new 
components. In his view the Birchfield 
is not a 'kit car' as you have to design 
and then make all the parts oneself. ^

something to eat. He was in Birchfield Road, 
opposite the garage called Birchfield Motors, 
so he decided to call the car Birchfield. 

Design and build history 

It is worth pointing out the connection 
between Clive Smart (Shapecraft) 
and the Panther Westwinds business 
(manufacturers of several Jaguar based 
cars including the J72, de Ville, etc.). Clive 
joined Panther when the Shapecraft 
company was opened in Northampton. 
Shapecraft supplied most of the bodies for 


Panther designs and eventually bought the 
company so they had an in-house body 
builder. Clive Smart joined the business 
and eventually bought it post-Panther. 

Two major alterations were made to the 
body of Nick Toppings 's original design. 
Firstly the cycle wings were replaced by 
traditional flowing wings from front to 
back, giving the car the look of the Jaguar 
SSI 00. As there were no doors on the 
original, so these had to be accommodated 
for practical reasons. The end result was 
that although it was never intended to be 
an SSI 00 look-a-like, it has that feel about 




Ideally suited to take the Jaguar XK power unit, which was very professionally accommodated. 
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It took Brian 1422 hours to build the car 
over a two year period (May 1989 to May 
1991). The wiring was specially built up 
for the car by Deltaclose Electrical Vehicle 
Systems. Motor Wheel Services supplied 
the bolt-on chromed wire wheels, shod 
with Michelin 215/80/R15 102T tyres. 

The engine is the original XK4.2 litre 
unit but rebuilt with larger inlet valves, 
hardened crankshaft and fitted with an oil 
cooler. Ignition is by MOBELEC, an electronic 
Model 120. For carburetion twin 2" SUs 
(ADD 653) are fitted, fed by German Hardi 
electric Jaguar racing fuel pump, with a 
second back-up pump in case of failure. 
Engine cooling is provided by a special 
4-core Northampton Radiators unit with 
chromed 18-gauge brass radiator surround 
and Bentley radiator grille matrix. 

The gearbox is a 5-speed LT77 with 
extended gearshift mechanism and a Rover 
V8 clutch. The exhaust is polished stainless 
steel made by GDS Engineering of Brackley 
in Northamptonshire. The fuel tank is also 
hand made, of twenty gallons capacity. 

For the steering the original XJ system is 
used with a reconditioned rack, and a special 
casting for mounting the power steering 
pump and extended column conversion. 

The brakes are standard XJ6 but with copper 
pipes, SS braided flexible pipes, servo/ 
master cylinder fitted in a reverse position 
with redesigned brake pedal arrangement. 

For weather protection the windscreen 
is from an MG Midget/Austin Healey 
Sprite Mark 2 while in this case the 
hood is also taken from a Midget 
Mark 2 frame (lengthened), covered 
with double duck material, as is the 
tonneau cover and hood bag cover. 

The interior was hand built by Gary 
H Wright from Newport Pagnell (an ex- 
Aston Martin craftsman) with Bostrom 
seats covered in ivory Connolly leather 
and Axminster carpets. The dashboard is 
finished with burr walnut veneer with a 
matching steering wheel and gear knob. 

For security Brian's Birchfield has a CEL 
Protector 15 three-circuit immobiliser/ 
tracker built into the wiring loom. 

External lighting is providing by Lucas 
12" P100 headlamps and 7" sports/driving 
lamps. And finally the paintwork is built 
up from twelve coats of cellulose gloss 
Hunting Dark Green BS381C No. 224, 
colour PPG FLL0500. If you are wondering 
what colour this is, it was actually used 
for painting bombs! This was Brian's ideal 
colour for such a project apparently.

As an (almost) retired electrica 
electronic engineer I endeavour 
do my best to help other Forum 
members with their electrical 
problems and as all the variants of 
electrical schematics are on the DVDs as well, 
more often than not a solution can be found. 

As far as mechanical items are concerned 
there is an abundance of help to be had on 
an array of the more everyday problems. 
Maintenance is not difficult, and to tell the 
truth I quite enjoy it, the best part being 
later telling the other Forum members how 
you did it (with plenty of pictures, please).

This month Peter Simpson 

considers whether Jaguar’s 
XE model will attract buyers 
away from the XF 





I n 2008 the XF arrived in the 
marketplace and immediately 
be^an enticing X-type owners 
to join the new mocfern age 
of Jaguar. I know this for a fact 
because I was one who followed 
the sweet tune of the piper! 

Shortly afterwards, the X-type was 
discontinued altogether, leaving the XF as 
the only real choice for the Jaguar devotee 
in search of a new car for his family or his 
executive lifestyle. However, seven years 
later this may all soon be reversed as 
there is a new kid on the block, one with 
the potential to lure existing XF owners 
back into the territory formerly inhabited 
by the X-type; the world of the 'compact 
executive'. The new XE has arrived! 

XEs will begin rolling into the showrooms 
very shortly but a few weeks ago I was kindly 
invited to the lavish premises of our friends at 
Sturgess Jaguar, Leicester, for a sneak preview 
of a pre-production model. What follows is 
not a review of the XE but an examination of 
whether this very important newcomer to 
the Jaguar stable is a credible alternative to 
the XF, a carbon copy in a smaller package, 
or a different animal altogether and thus 


one appealing to a different kind of buyer. 


A star is born? 


The new XE is billed as the most advanced, 
efficient and refined sports saloon that 
Jaguar has ever produced. So it's got a lot 
to live up to. The first two claims are easily 
accounted for - it's fresh off the design 
board so incorporates the latest technology 
(including aluminium architecture) and 
efficient because it boasts brand new 
'Ingenium' engines, the base 2.0 litre 
diesel emitting just 99g/km; a ground 
breaking figure for a car in this class. With 
regard to 'refined,' this is more difficult 
to quantify and will have to wait until I've 
taken one for a test drive. However, the 
final claim of 'sporty' is more debatable. 
Certainly the 3.0 litre supercharged petrol 
is blisteringly quick and affords the range 
a sporting pedigree by association, but 
even the163PS diesel with a 0-60 time 
of 7.9 seconds isn't exactly sluggish. 

Sporting image also relies on appearance. 
The first impression of the XE is that it does 
look strikingly similar to an XF, just tweaked 
to display a fresher face. It is considerably 




shorter than the XF but not noticeably 
so until you compare the side profile and 
realise that the XE is merely a truncated 
version, which does impact on the flowing 
lines and render the car less athletic in 
appearance than the XF. It still looks pretty 
good though so don't write it off yet. 

Sporting credentials must also be 
revealed on the road in terms of handling 
capabilities, something which again must 
wait for the test drive, but from early 
reports the XE's road capabilities are much 
lauded. So another plus point in its favour. 

Desirability is all important in the 
marketplace. The XE is distinctively a Jaguar 
and most people will not consider it of less 
appealing stature in comparison to the 
XF. In terms of performance and economy 
you will have plenty of choice to suit all 
tastes and requirements and thus the XE 
proves itself a worthy substitute on these 
grounds too. Ok the rear end is bit clumsy 
with huge tail lights and the boot is smaller 
(although more accessible) than the XF, but 
in essence there's no major drawbacks. 

The model on display at Sturgess' 
was a Portfolio edition and thus well 
appointed. Nevertheless, even in the 
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knows what lurks within? 

If current trends dictate and the new XF 
takes on the same interior corporate persona, 
then the present XF may go down in history 
as a short-lived and precious example of 
freedom in automotive design and I will 
have to revoke another recent claim I made 
- namely, the XF will never be a classic! 


Back to business 


unlikely event that Jaguar had chosen to 
exhibit a base model XE, it must be said 
that XFs are also available in such guises 
and we cannot therefore argue the XE lags 
behind in terms of standard features. 

However, I do have to admit to having one 
problem with the car on show, though accept 
it was a personal one - 1 would never choose 
a white exterior and/or a black interior, they 
are just not my thing. I have tried not to 
allow this to influence my judgment and, 
after all, for Jaguar to display such colours 
at a promotional event testifies to their 
confidence in reflecting current fashions. 

So at present, it looks like Tm going 
to recommend the XE as a smaller but 
worthy alternative to the XF and suggest 
you update to the new car without delay. 

But; oh yes, there's always a but. . .

Importantly, and I would state crucially, the 
interiors of the XF and XE are fundamentally 
different, the latter taking its styling cues 
from the F-TYPE, whereas the XF, in my 
view, still has no contemporaries to rival 
its avant-garde interior concept. And 
this brings me to the nub of the matter; 
summed up in one word; character. 

The XE interior is modern, contemporary 
and all the other 'buzz' words, but to me it is 
more conventional than distinctive. When the 
XF was introduced we all uttered a collective 
'wow' whereas the XE merely invokes a 'ho 
hum'. No doubt Ian Callum and his team 
deliberated over the interior design at length 
to provide what they believe the market

craves, so perhaps i am wrong to consider 
it conservative. However I do not believe 
it was styled as a deliberate submission to 
the bland Euro styling familiar to potential 
converts from BMW or Audi, I actually 
think this is what is currently perceived as 
cutting edge design. To have created the 
F-TYPE interior in this fashion proves it. 

Nevertheless, I have full confidence that 
the XE will be a successful car for Jaguar, 
being a competent and worthy purchase 
and more than a match for any rival in its 
class. On the preview day alone, Sturgess 
received six orders on the strength of 
potential customers seeing the XE in the 
metal for the first time. Perhaps I should have 
enquired if these buyers presently drove XFs! 

On the road the XE looks very similar to 
the XF and may turn out to drive better and 
be more functional too. But from within, to 
my perspective it is 
an entirely different 
prospect and not the 
car to tempt me away 
from my present XF 
which, after viewing 
theXE, now begins 
to feel more like a 
'traditional Jaguar' 
every day. Who would 
have thought I'd ever 
make that claim! 

However, let 
us not forget that 
a replacement 
XF has already 
been approved. 

The exterior is 
unlikely to alter 
drastically but who 


Now that I have persuaded you to hang on 
to yourXFsfor a while, I'd like to ask for your 
involvement over the coming months both 
for technical issues and potential Forum 
events. May I gratefully thank members who 
have been in touch with me since I took on 
Forum guardianship; it's been a pleasure 
to respond to your questions, stories and 
friendly chat. It's all very welcome and 
assists me greatly with putting together 
ideas for articles in our Forum pages. 

To deal with some technical points first, 

I have a received a number of queries 
and experiences regarding wheels and 
tyres. Cracked alloy wheels appear to 
be an issue, particularly on larger rims - 
have you had such problems? If so, were 
they repaired or replaced and did you 
approach Jaguar for recompense? 

Tyres appear to vary between different 
cars. What works well on one vehicle doesn't 
always transfer to another. For example, 
member Roger Turnbull had good experience 
of Continental tyres and therefore fitted 
some to the rear wheels of his XF, only to find 
them worn out after a paltry 6000 miles. So 
what have been your tyre experiences? Which 
brands offer longevity, provide reassuring 
grip and are perceived as good value. Do you 
buy top of the range, middle of the road or 
budget. Let's see if we can compile a useful 
database to help our fellow XF members. 

Finally for this month, may I remind 
you that I am charged with promoting 
involvement in specific XF Forum events and 
would like to gauge the level of enthusiasm 
for such gatherings. We do have a lot of XFs 
in the Club and, as I suggested above, they 
are potentially destined to become classics (I 
may not be entirely serious there), and so we 
really ought to be promoting their credentials 
to the wider world. Please may I ask anyone 
with any interest in getting together, whether 
at Club days or individually, to get in touch!

Featuring a connprehensive list of 
specification enhancements, including 
20" Black Kalimnos alloy wheels and 770w 
Meridian Surround Sound system, the R-Sport 
Black offers an additional £8770 worth of 
value over standard R-Sport models for just 
a £2100 increase to its On-the-Road price. 

Sales of the XF have been increasing 
every year since launch. It recorded its 
best year of sales to date in 2014, and 
helped to drive Jaguar to its strongest full 
year performance in nearly a decade. 

All models in the XF saloon and Sportbrake 
range now come with Winter Comfort Pack 
and Parking Pack as standard. That means 
all models get heated seats and windscreen 
plus front parking sensors and a rear 
camera. In addition, higher specification 
Portfolio, Diesel S Portfolio, XFR and XFR-S 
variants now all benefit from Blind Spot 
Monitor as standard, while most models in 
the range gain upgraded alloy wheels. 

To streamline the range, SE, SE Business 
and Premium Luxury trim levels have 
been discontinued, as have the 3.0-litre 
V6 petrol and 240PS 3.0-litre TDV6 diesel 
engines. As a result, the range now starts 
with the generously specified Luxury trim.

As well as getting the Winter Comfort 
Pack and Parking Pack as standard, all

H aving long since retired I have 
joined an agency that gets me 
work as a Supporting Artist 
('Extra') on films, be they 
features, TV, commercials, pop promos 
or whatever. I find it an appealing way 
of life, with Just the occasional call 
to go to some fascinating location 
off the beaten track, often not open 
to the general public. I meet up with 
others of a similar ilk and who also 
have had interesting life experiences. 

We also get fed extremely well! 

One such call was to work on Downton 
Abbey (series four) which included going 
to London's Kings Cross station. Being a 
period drama all the taxis outside the station 
were from the 20s/30s. I got talking with 
one of the drivers and told him I had an 
old car. He said I should meet "The boss", 
who owned all these vehicles, as he might 
be able to get it a part in a film; Poirot and 
Marple were suggested possibilities. 

I was introduced to "The boss" who asked 
me to send him a photograph of my Mark 
V which I did. After a few weeks I got a call 
from him asking if I was available to get to 
Dorchester-on-Thames (near Oxford) to take

part in an episode of Marple (the TV detective 
series based on Agatha Christie's novels). 

Came the day and, although it was showery 
and JJ ('Jimmy Jag', about whom I wrote an 
illustrated booklet for my, then very young, 
son using various aspects of the car to help 
him learn to count), never leaves his garage 
when it's wet, I was committed. After a 4am 
start and some 120 miles later I duly arrived 
at the location - an old world village in which 
the film makers had already been hard at 
work disguising existing shops to change 


their names or give them a period look - not 
a great task as many of the buildings were 
already period pieces in their own right. 

I parked the car according to instructions 
and went to breakfast - a full English! 
Emerging from the hotel I was asked by props 
if I minded them changing my tax disc to 
conform with the year of the action. I said I 
didn't mind in the least; would they like me to 
display the original which I had brought along 
together with all the other tax discs I had 
accumulated over the years? They said they

Peter Aigar’s Mark V 
will be known to regular 
readers because we 
featured the car, which 
he bought 45 years 
ago, in January 2013. 
Having owned Mark Vs 
since the early 1950s, 
Peter can surely lay 
claim to having enjoyed 
a longer continuous 
association with these 
cars than anyone 
else in the country! 

Here he tells how the 
Mark V came to be 
featured on television. 
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preferred their own version (fair dos as they 
had, after all, gone to the trouble to research 
and produce it). Interestingly, theirs was 
exactly like mine other than the car details. 

Now it was the director's turn and he 
briefed us about the scene to be filmed. The 
Jaguar was to be driven across the set, after 
two of the principal artistes had got into 
it, and then stopped at the far end. That's 
it! Sounded simple, doesn't it? We waited. 
Much discussion took place between the 
director and the crew. Eventually I heard 
the First Assistant Director (1st AD) call out 
"Rehearsing!" This was echoed by several 
others down the line and the road was 
closed off to the general public. "Action!" 

The car was boarded, driven across the set 
as briefed and stopped. The road opened up 
to the general public again. We returned to 
our "number one" position which involved 
reversing the car all the way back to where 
we started; turning round would have meant 
doing it again at the start where the road was 
narrow, making the manoeuvre awkward. 

The director then briefed us on how 
much better we could have done our 
moves. Another "Rehearsal" call and we 
repeated it all again on "Action!". And so 
it went on: rehearsal after rehearsal after 
rehearsal. Would we never get it right? Alas! 
the car broke down at the end of this run. I 
lifted the bonnet on the exhaust side and 
fiddled. Nothing! I lowered the bonnet, go 
round to the carburettor side and lifted 
the bonnet. I fiddled again. Nothing! What 
could it be? I was beginning to sweat. I was 
approached by several advisors who were 
singularly unhelpful. But, joy! The engine 


suddenly fired up again without rhyme nor 
reason. We were all relieved - not least me. 

The car behaved itself for the rest of 
the time, thank goodness! It was not until 
several weeks later when back on my own 
turf that the sudden and unexpected 
cutting out of the engine recurred. It did 
it two or three more times on the same 
journey and each time I could drive the car 
a few yards before it cut out again. At last 
I thought I might know what the problem 
was because when the engine cut out, so did 
everything else. It was the voltage regulator, 
known in some circles as the control box. 

But, thankfully it was now time for 
lunch! We got an hour; chilli con came 
(other choices were available) with a 
whole variety of vegetables and chutney, 
followed by chocolate gateau and ice- 
cream and a coffee. After this repast we 
were called back on set and this time the 
main principle. Miss Marple, honoured us 
with her presence. We needed to continue 
rehearsing but this time for her benefit. 

More CUT and BACK TO NUMBER ONES. 

Finally the go ahead is given: LOCKTHE 
ROAD. ROAD LOCKED came the reply. ROLL 
CAMERA from the 1st AD. We heard the sound 
engineer call out SPEED and then the 1st AD 
called: TURN-OVER, BACKGROUND ACTION 
(for the benefit of passers-by) and ACTION. As 
in rehearsal we did this many times and then 
suddenly the day was over. But not before 
I'm asked to drive into a quiet area by the 
church where the sound engineers wanted 
to do a 'wild track' involving the sound of 
the car's engine without any extraneous 
noises. Job done! We wrap. I had tea (a 


few sandwiches, cakes and a cuppa) and, 
suitably relaxed, began my journey home. 

Going back in time I had had the engine 
rebuilt to take unleaded fuel - the power unit 
had to be stripped anyway because I had 
detected some piston slap. New hardened 
valves and valve guides were fitted and 
remedial piston and rings work carried out. 

I wrote an email to the Telegraph's motoring 
correspondent. Honest John, asking what 
strength unleaded fuel bethought I should 
use. He suggested trying the basic stuff 
to see how the car would perform. 

I tried it and there was no evidence of 
pinking so I was quite happy to carry on 
using it (I always use Shell and have used 
it from the days when I first bought four 
gallons of four star and got change out 
of £1). When Shell introduced V-Power -i- 
Nitro I again wrote to HJ and asked him 
what he thought this time. He advised 
that the extra cost was justified because 
of the even greater mpg I could expect. 

My round trip of some 250 miles to 
Dorchester-on-Thames and back gave me the 
chance to check this out. I didn't calculate the 
cost per mile but I was well pleased to find 
that the fuel consumption rose to 20mpg. 

Postscript: The episode which Peter's car 
appeared in was called Endless Nights and, 
says Peter, "The engineer who services the 
car at my local garage just round the corner 
from where I live asked: 'Did I see your car on 
TV recently?' 'Yes', I replied. 'You recognised 
the car, then?' 'No,' he said. 7 recognized the 
registration number'! Given that the car was 
being driven fairly rapidly along the road across 
the set Tm amazed at his sharpness of vision!' 
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'Centre of attention'. The Mark V is surrounded by the film crew. Since then, the car has suffered minor accident damage - can 
anyone help Peter out with bumper parts?

of topics that have been discussed 
on the Bulletin Board lately. 

Quite a few 2.7 litre diesel owners have 
had problems with the exhaust flexi pipes 
splitting and in some instances leaking fumes 
into the cabin. Up to a little while ago the fix 
was either to fork out far too much money to 
Jaguar for replacement front down pipes and 
catalytic converters, or have a local specialist 
welding firm repair the joints. However 
Jaguar now have a far more realistically 
priced repair kit, which appears to be held 
in high esteem by the independents. 

Another topic has been the infamous 
S-type DCCV (Dual Climate Control Valve) 
heater valve. You can get lucky and get away 
with just changing the valve to return the 
system to fully operational. However in the 
case of one BB contributor, after getting the 
faulty valve changed by his mechanic, and 
finding the problem was still there, all credit 
to him, he removed the CCM (Climate Control 
Module) himself, opened it up to find the 
soldered tracking on the printed circuit board 
was damaged due to the high current draw 
from the faulty valve. A replacement module 
was sourced from the Internet and fitted, 
thus resolving the problem and restoring

Those convertibles 


A fter the January 2015 edition 

of the Jaguar Enthusiast 
magazine addressed the 
subject of the Jaguar 420G 
convertibles, everyone wanted 
to know more about them. 

In Nigel Thorley's book the Complete 
Companion there is a section covering 
the cars and in particular that in the 
early 1980s Graig Hinton had come 
up with a viable conversion:- 
"The conversion meant cutting the roof 
and window frames, welding the rear doors 
and adding extra structural strength to the sill 
and under floor areas. New pillarless windows 
were fitted and (electric or manual) although 
the rear were only wind down due to lack 
of space to fit the electric mechanisms. The 
specially constructed hood and frame were 
electric driven, with giant rams from the 
Rolls Royce Corniche. Unfortunately, quite 
a few of the dozen cars produced did not 
feature a proper hood as this development 
came late in the production of the cars. 

Most cars went to the USA or Europe 


and available in White, Pastel blue, 
two tone blue or two tone green." 

Recently I have read on Facebookthat there 
are two of these cars in the Netherlands, so is 
there any truth in what I read? If you have any 
details please get in touch and tell us more. 

Charles from Classic Restorations 
(Scotland) Ltd., the people who restored 
the Jaguar 420 convertible, told me that 
they provided parts for the Hinton cars on 
occasions and had now been in touch with 
Russ Cannar who is looking to build a 420G 
convertible of his own. We hope Russ will 
submit articles on the car in due course. 

I have also been supplying parts 
recently to another company in the UK 
who are building a MarkX convertible. 

The roof is currently off and the serious 
bodywork has commenced. I have also 
been promised a full report on this car. 

This is the car following door surgery; 
the standard front doors never really 
worked and looked far too short for a 
two-door car. They think the fact that 
the car doesn't look particularly large is 
confirmation that the balance is now right 
with 9 inches spliced into the doors. 
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The question they now have is what 
top-coat, preferably of the period would 
suit this car, any ideas? They have samples 
of Jaguar's Light Blue which turned out 
too dark. Then Cotswold Blue which was 
darker still. They want to use a particularly 
light, but genuine Jaguar blue. 

Lastly this month does anyone know 
more about this 'unique' example? 

And now what about this? This car has 
been converted from a conventional saloon 
into what maybe the world's first four door 
convertible, using a Mark X basis. It has 
also been fitted with a small block Chevy 
V8 350 engine with a 4-speed gearbox.

With reference to the photograph 
of the Daimler Majestic Major 
registered FLY 1 in these pages, 
this car belonged to Sir Jack 
Brabazon. The reason for the 
registration number was that 
Sir Jack held the first pilot's 
licence issued in the UK. I worked 
many times on this car and its 
predecessors, namely a Daimler 
1 04 and a Daimler Majestic. 

During my time at Stratstones 
in Brixton Hill (Stratstone's 
London repair shop) between 
1960 and 1970, 1 was tasked with 
changing all - and I do mean all 
- the Majestic Major limousine's 
centre steering arms. This 
component would snap during 
parking due to the force exerted 
by enthusiastic chauffeurs 
trying to park in the streets of 
the West End of London. This 
task took many weekends and 
in fact paid for my wedding. 

I enjoyed my years at 
Stratstones, leaving to start my 
own workshop. During my time 
I worked on Lancaster 10 and 
14, all Daimlers from DB17 right 
through to what we referred to 
as the Daimler/Jags - we were not 
very impressed with that, even 
if it was produced at the behest 
of Stratstones. I spent lots of 
time working on the old DE 36 
limousines and hearses as these 
were used by the Co-Op Funeral 
Services. This was the old Daimler 
ambulance chassis from the LCC - 
it was a car, not a van, so the ride 
was very superior to the modern 
ambulance. I could tell you many 
stories about those vehicles, 
some of them unprintable!

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Ian Cooling focuses 
on just one car this 
month - but what a car! 

T he story of the Jaguar/ 

Bertone Pirana is a most 
Impressive saga of 
creativity, engineering 
and teamwork spanning just 
six months from March to 
September 1967. Design and 
build of the car itself actually 
took less than five months. 

Remember - this was nearly fifty 
years ago in the era before CAD/CAM 
design, photoshopping and all the 
other whizzy computer tweakery available to today's designers and 
engineers. By any standards, this was an absolutely staggering performance. 

The genesis of the car was a discussion at the Geneva Motor Show 
in March that year. Courtenay Edwards, motoring correspondent of 
the Daily Telegraph, was part of a debate among fellow motoring 
journalists about the ideal car. They pulled the cars of that year to 
pieces - Ferrari and Aston Martin engines, Maserati and Lamborghini 
bodyshells and brakes and suspensions from Jaguars and Lotus. 

Edwards discussed this later with John Anstey, Editor of the Daily 
Telegraph Magazine. After mulling it over, Anstey dropped his bombshell 
- "Why don't we actually build one for the motor show in October?" 

He laid down some criteria: it must be a runner, not an engine-less 
push-around concept car. It was to be built with components actually 
in production and available to the public. The latest aids to safety, 
comfort and performance were to be built-in. Through some inspired 
wheeling and dealing, Anstey then acquired a startling budget of 
£20,000 (approaching a quarter of a million pounds today!). 

Then the tempo increased sharply. The decision was taken to use the 
E-type Series 2 2-^2 as the platform. Nuccio Bertone, head of the Turin- 
based Italian design house, was approached to see if he would handle the 
design and build of the coachwork. He agreed and with his Chief Designer, 
Marcello Gandini, began work in May. Full-scale drawings were ready in 
June and by the end of July, the wood-based styling buck was ready. Then

the craftsmen metal workers took over to hand-craft that most elegant 
bodywork in August, followed by the interior fitters and trimmers. 

On 26^^ September, the finished car was ready to be air-lifted to London to 
take a starring role at the Earl's Court Motor Show on Wednesday, 18^^ 
October. 

The car went on to other motor shows in Turin, Montreal and New York 
before being sold by Parke-Bernet Galleries in Massachusetts in May 1968. 
Seemingly John Anstey was under some pressure to recoup some of the 
costs! It sold for $16,000. Around three times the cost of the E-type on 
which it was based but around £130,000 in today's money. The buyer was 
not identified but rumoured to be an Ohio businessman who saw the car 
at the New York Show and decided there and then that he had to own it. 

The car then went to ground for several years while it went through various 
hands in the UK and the States before surfacing on eBay (of all places!) in 
October 2010. It attracted three bidders but did not reach its reserve of 
$195,000. It was re-offered at $150,000 but attracted no bids. By this stage it 
had been repainted dark green, which did not show off those fine lines at all 
well, and the original manual gearbox had been replaced by an automatic. 

It was eventually bought by a Californian collector, Ed Superfon, who 
restored the colour back to a pretty close match for the original silver grey. He 
also fully restored and re-trimmed the interior and generally tidied the car up. 
It reappeared in its new full glory at the 2012 Concorso Italiano at Monterey. 

An extraordinary story of an extraordinary car which is one of my top two 
'Non-Jaguar' Jaguars. Regular readers will know that the Lynx Eventer is the 
other. 

Looking at the lines of the car in the accompanying photos, you 
may think that they look a little familiar. Next time you see a photo of a 
Lamborghini Espada, the penny will drop. That car was also designed by 
Marcello Gandini, the year after he penned the Pirana. The story is that the 
styling bucks for the Pirana were used to shape the Espada bodywork. 

Over now to the pictures with my usual invitation - if you have any query 
on the Pirana, its automobilia or, indeed, any other Jaguar automobilia, 
please do not hesitate to ask.

Gear shift interlock 
failure 


Q l have been unable to move the 
gear lever out of park on my 1998 
XJR, except by using the interlock 
over-ride on the gear housing. I have also 
noticed that the three brake lights are not 
working and no messages show on the 
dashboard readouts indicating bulb failure. 

I appreciate that the interlock is dependent 
on the brake pedal being depressed but not 
having access to a wiring diagram, could you 
shed any light on the matter? I have failed 
to identify any type of microswitch at the 
brake pedal and inspite of not being very 
athletic, now assume there isn't one. I have 
also checked the fuse and relay in the boot 
(high level light only?) and these are ok.

A David Marks comments: The gear 

select interlock does take its input from the 
brake pedal switch. As you have no brake 
lights, it is a reasonable assumption that the 
brake pedal switch has failed. Yes there is one! 

It is conveniently tucked up right inside the 
pedal box from underneath the car so you 
do need to be a contortionist to change it! 

The part number for the switch with cruise 
control is LNB 6420 BB and without cruise, it is 
shown as the same so maybe Jaguar have defaulted 
to the same part number for ease of stocking. 


Fluid recommendations 


Q l have a 1998 XJ8 4.0 litre and wonder 
what anti-freeze is recommended for the 
system on this car, is it normal ethylene 



glycol or not? I keep getting a coolant level low 
message on the dashboard but the level seems 
ok so can I assume the coolant level sensor is 
at fault? If so, are these difficult to replace? 

I also wish to carry out an oil change 
so can I use normal 10-40 or does it have 
to be a semi-synthetic type of oil? 

Talking of oils I also wish to change the 
automatic transmission fluid as the engine has 
done 108,000 miles. I understand there is a 
cheaper mineral oil on the market than using 
the Jaguar recommended oil, is this correct?

A David Marks comments; 45 a 

1998 car you can use ethylene glycol 
anti-freeze. Yes the sensor may be at 
fault and it is tricky to replace as it clips into 
the underside of the expansion tank so it is 
easier to remove the tank to do the job. 

Regarding engine oil we only use synthetic 5 w 
30 oil in these engines and we only recommend 
using Esso LT71141 oil for the transmission. 
However, if you look at the internet, it is possible to 
purchase this oil cheaper than through a dealer. 


Messages and 
wiring issues 


I have three issues with my 2001 Daimler 
4.0 litre. When I start the engine, 
an amber light comes on with the 
message 'Trac not available'. This message 
disappears once the engine has started. I 
first thought this was caused by the cold 
weather and the possibility that the tracton 
control did not work in icy conditions. 

Secondly the boot light comes on when 


you open the lid, but if the lid is opened 
more than approximately 30 degrees, the 
light goes off, what is causing this problem? 

The boot can be opened by the remote but 
not the actual button on the boot lid.

A David Marks comments: The Trac signal 
may indicate a poor condition battery, or 
maybe just the cold making the battery go 
down slightly. Often when an engine is sluggish 
to turn over, this signal may come up, so keep 
an eye (and ear) on the state of the battery. 

I suspect the boot light and lock issue will be 
down to a broken wire or wires in the boot lid 
harness, where it is attached to the right hand 
boot hinge. It's a common problem referred to 
by many before. Removing the plastic hinge 
cover will reveal the loom and then cut away 
the loom bindings to expose the wires and 
check carefully for any breaks and kinks. 


Fuelling and smells 


Q We run a 1994 car with 130,000km 
on the clock. The problem is that 
when the engine is hot the exhaust 
carries a very strong odour, not unlike a 
carburettored engine fro the 1970s. 

I have renewed both 02 sensors as a scan 
showed the left hand heated oxygen sensor, but 
the right hand exhaust seems to have a slightly 
stronger smell to it. It doesn't smell like a vehicle 
with crook catalysts but having said that, the cats 
on the left hand side appear original. On the right 
hand side there appears to be only one small cat 
in the centre of the front pipe, is this correct? 

The other thing is that the injectors are, 
or seem to be very noisy. The pressure is 3 
bar rising slightly on full acceleration which 
would be normal I assume at around 3.5 
bar. You can feel quite a pulse in the fuel 
lines when the engine is running, so could 
this contribute to smelly emissions? 

One other issue is that the air injection pump 
is seized and has the electric wire disconnected. 
Wayne Clark. 

A David Marks comments: This is a very 
difficult one to diagnose without seeing 
and inspecting the car in some detail. 
However, a very common problem is poor 
earthing of the engine management system, so 
the first thing I would check is to clean the earth 
connections in the boot, adjacent to the battery, 
including the main battery earth and also add a 
good, thick, earth wire from the back of each inlet 
manifold to a clean earth point in the engine bay. 
Also clean up the existing earths in there as well. 

You might also check the distributor cap and 
rotor arm. Any signs of burning or erosion on 
either or both of these, then replace them.
